TUhere,(if befo2e,fo2 his great fame they had pzaiſed and 
honoꝛed him) now much moze they held him derre, hauing 
in ſome part ſcene 4 knowen him. Bicauſe he was of con- 
ditions very noble, pleaſant, louing to all, liberall, courte⸗ 
dus, ſufferable, pitifull, and aboue all very deſirous to en- 
tertein in his court, valiant and woꝛthy knights, whom he 
honoured aboue all the Pꝛinces of the earth. So that his 
court floꝛiſhed with pꝛinces & knights, as wel fubierts as 


ſtraungers, which much magnified his great eſtate, hum 


ſelfe held continuall exerciſe in armes with them, as being 
like enclined to nothing. His vertue by y repozt of ſuch as 
knew him, was ſo rare that it was generally thought none 
of his p2edeceſſozs to haue had aduauntage ouer him, but 
rather he was of greater fozce then any one of them all. 
Foz many men were witneſſes of his mightie ſtrokes, 


He was called p great Trebatio, bicauſe he was vitifote 


in height, x very ſtrong tunbꝛed, ſo p without pꝛofe of his 
manhod, thep might therby make contecture of his fozce, 
In his life, cuſtomos t conditions he was alway ſo affa- 
ble, and courteous, that neuer might be noted in him one 
little fault, Wherfoze his hiſtoꝛians ſay,Þ he was h crown 
of the Greeks,and the clerre mirrour of all the Pzinces x 
knights of the wozld,Whence alſo this his chꝛonicle bo- 
roweth this title,eſpecially hauiug therein to remember 
the meruailous deedes of the knight of p Sunne with Ro- 
ficleer both ſons vnto Trebatio. Sinte whoſe time, all the 
aduentures of the auncient + famous knights were cleane 
foꝛgottt, fince whoſe time, neither Vliſſes, of whom Ho-

IT appeareth by au auntient Greeke Chꝛonicle, p the 
Emperour Helio, third pꝛedeceſſoꝛ in the Empire of 
rebatio had two ſons,Þ eldeſt of tho which two, p father 
being deceaſed, was choſe Emperour, the other was mar⸗ 
ried with a Pꝛinceſſe inheritrix of the kingdome of Hun⸗ 
gary, whereby he became Lo2d & ruler of that kingdome. 
Che firft ſon which was elected foz Emperour departed 
without iſſue, Fo2 which cauſe p Grecians choſe an fc 


which was þ p2edeceſſo2 of Theodoro, This ſeing þ ſetõd 


ſon of Helio which then reigned in Hungary, and iudging 
p with molt reaſon Þ Empire was his, as græued with p 
election he aſſembled his power againlt Grecians, think⸗ 
ing to be Loꝛd ouer them by foꝛce. In the end as he was 
not ſo mightie as they. ſo he was vanquiſhed and llaine be⸗ 
foꝛe he might atteine his purpoſe. et fro that time fw2th 
al the kings which ſacceded in Hungary, pꝛetended alway 
P the right of the Empire reſted in them by way of inhe⸗ 
ritaunce, and there neuer failed warres & diſſentions be⸗ 
tweene the Hungarians t the Greeks vpon this occaſion, 

In like manner when the great Trebatio was choſen 
foꝛ Emperour(then reigning in Hungary p king Tiberio, 
a verp firong man 4 of great courage, beſids of moze might 
B. ij. then

then all his aunceffonrs. Fo2 he held in his ſubiection be⸗ 
ſide the kinadome of Hungary man other pꝛouinces, as 
Holland, Zelatid, Flaunders, Zweueland, Bauare, Auſtrich, 
Al maine, Alba, Denmarke, Marcomandia, Perſia, and s- 
ther regions, with the which he deemed himſelfe one of 
the mightieſt kings in tho woꝛld. This Tiberio knows 
ing the election of the Emperour Trebatio, and beinge 
moꝛe attached with the deſire of the Empire then any 
of his pꝛedeceſſoꝛs were, (as it was to bee gotten by war) 
ſo he aſſembled by ſummons 5 greateſt of eſtate th2ough- 
ont his lande, and declaring vnto them his will, hee com⸗ 
maunded to gather all the people they might foz to in⸗ 
uade Greece. Beſides this, to the ende his power might 
pet bee greater, he determined to marry his daughter vn⸗ 
to ſuch a one, as would and could mainteine his quarrel. 
This maiden was called Briana, the moſt bewt:full Pzin- 
ceſſe that was to be found in all thoſe partes, beinge by 
the onelp repoꝛte of hir ectellencie, ſued vnfo by many 
woꝛthy Pꝛinces, eſpecially by Pꝛince Edward, ſonne ot 
Olyuerio king of the great Britaine , This young knight 
ſtrong and valiant,and greatly enamozed on the P2in- 
teſſe Briana, thꝛough the great fame of hir bewtie,had bes 
koꝛe diſpatched his ambaſſadoꝛs towards the king hir fas 
ther, to requeſt hir roz wife . To the which hir Father bt- 
canſe h had already vnderfwke the battaile againſt the 
Emperour Trebatio, eaſelp condeſended-, vbpon condition 
that the P2ince ſhould come into Hungary with 2 0000 
choſen men of warre foz to aide him in the pꝛeſuite of his 
claime, againſt the Emperour. 48 1 
This, when Pꝛince Edward vnderſtode h& had 
ſo great deſtre to haue the P2zincefſe Briana, that by and 
by he graunted his requeſt, and ſo as ſpeadelp as he might, 
he gathered the people that the king Tiberio required of 
him, and with the conſent of his Father her departed 
from great Britaine fowarde Hungary, giuing intelli⸗ 
gence befoze vnts the king Tiberio,of his on rage

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king knowing the ſuccours which came vnto him, aps 
pointed a day when all his hoaſt ſhould meet together, and 


finding him ſelfe of ſo great power, in the meane while 
vntill the Pzince came, h reſolued to make a rode into 
Greece,ſacking all the litfle townes be might,befoze that 
the Emperour Trebatio ſhould percetue if. Afterwardes 
if d Emperour Trebatio ſhould come to ſutcour his ſub⸗ 
iectes, then fo iopne ba:taile with him, at ſuch time as the 
Pꝛince ſhould appoꝛch, which thing he put in pꝛactiſe dili⸗ 
gently, Foz with that power which he had, he entered in⸗ 
to Greece fozraging the countrep, taking little townes of 
no great foꝛce, burning and waſting ſo much as he might, 
to the intent that the people of other fenced cities ſtroken 
with feare, might abandon themſelues to flight, and en⸗ 


_ feble their fozces, Yowbeit king Tiberio had not paſſed in 


Greece rrx.myles, when the Emperour Trebatio hauing 

knowledge of it, came againſt him w an hoaſt of knights 
ſo valiant, that at the firſt alarme, the Hungarian reculed, 
and by the chaſe of his enimies was fozcev to retire home 
into the citie of Belgrado,which is in Hungary. Ther he 
fo2tified himfetze, and manned the —— as 
pet to goe vnto the felde , vntill the Prince of greafe 
Britaine ſhould arriue: by whole comming their pow⸗ 
ers being ioyned, he thought he might giue the battaile 
vnto p Emperour Trebatio, Albeit he carped about him 
a mapme incurable in his body, not by any ſtroke lent him 
by his enimie, but by the onelp conceit of the Emperours 
vertue. Foz he had ſcene the Emperour demeane him ſelfe 


monxꝛe woꝛthelp, then any of thoſe which came with him, x 
namelp in a kinſman of his, a very ſtrong knight, whom 


the Emperour at one blow. as it were, deuided in two pee- 
ces. This, as it might be made, him kepe his chamber, bi⸗ 


cauſe he himſelfe confeſſed þ valour of the Empexoar to 


be abone the repoꝛt of men, notwithſtanding he had heard 
ſuffictently of the Emperours pꝛoweſte. But bicauſe theſe 
W are not *. to cine begmmnuig to this 

V. iiſ. hiſf9:y 
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hiſtoꝛp, we run them b2iefly ouer, not rehearſing Þ great 
derds of armes that the Emperour and his people did in 
beſieging pᷣ citie, bicauſe we haue other matters moꝛe no⸗ 
ble in hand, in compariſon whereotf, theſe thinges were 
nerdleſſe. The ſtoꝛy hereoff, begins in p chapter following. 


The Emperour Trebatio by the hearefay of hir beautie, 


was ſurpriſed with the loue of the princeſſe Briana, ca,3 


( ;Erteine daies the Emperour Trebatio lay at p ſidge 

"of Belgrado, hoping that the king Tiberio would come 

ont to giue them battaile' foz that he had greate deſire 

to be auenged of the great harmes which he had recetued 

in Greece, but the king would in no wile leaue the towne, 

ſtill abiding the comming of Pꝛince Edward and his ar⸗ 

ip out of England. The Emperour meruatling much at 

it, cõmaunded a pꝛiſoner to be b2ought befoꝛe him, whom 

he had taken in the foꝛmer battaile, of him he demaunded 

the cauſe why the king Tiberio held himſelf ſo cloſe with 

ſo many god knights mewed vp in the citie, and why her 

came not out to giue the battaile, with pꝛomiſe of life x 

liberty if he told trouth, other wiſe p certcintic of moſt cru⸗ 

death. The pꝛiſoner thus placed befoze y Empereur; what 

with feare of death, and hope of libertie, durſt not declare 

_ other thẽ p truth e therfoꝛe thus made anl were vnto him. 

Priſoners „, Bow you mightic Emperour, that when the king of 

vations „Hungary my maſter, firſt toke vpon him the entry into 
„Greece, he would not haue done it, (although he hath ſo 

„ mightie an hoaſt as is ſcene) but in hope Þ befoꝛe he ſhould 

, be eſpied and met withall, there ſhould come to his helpe 
„Dꝛinte Edward, ſonne to the king of great Britaine, with 

„2 oo oocknights. This number was pꝛomiſed vpon condi⸗ 

n tion that the pꝛince ſhould haue the kings daughter , the 

„ pꝛinceſſe Briana to wife, which pꝛinceſſe J belccue is the 

,» fapꝛeſt maide in all the woꝛld, and by ſuch fame 5 pꝛince 

„ is become enamozed of hir, ſo as we here that he is al⸗ 

„ ready departed from greate Britaine with the number

the king Tiberio abideth his comming, is determined to zz 
giue the onſet,as ſone as their foꝛces ſhalbe vnited.

This ſayd the pꝛyſoner, but the Emperour minding fo zz 
knowe moze of the matter, demaunded of him where the, 
Pꝛinceſſe Briana remayned,and of what age ſhee myght „ 
be. The p2iſoner aunſwered him. Py Loꝛd, che is with the , 
Mueene Augulta hir Mother in the monaſtary of the ry- 
uer which is nere to Buda, a pleaſant and delecable houſe, „ 
wherin none are lodged but Nonnes,t the Nuxnes gen⸗ , 
tlewomen, The pꝛinceſſe is of p age of F1y.y2ars,t be you 5, 
> aſfared that ſo many as ſhal ſœ hir, wil iudge hir rather a », 
goddeſſe then a woman, ſo much hir beautie doth ercell all „ 
the gentlewomen of the wozld, Now ſo ſane as 5 pꝛince „ 
hall land, he will ſtraight watesfake his iouenep towards „ 
the monalfery of p riuer, bicauſe it is ſo appointed by the „ 
king hir father. The king hum fcife will not be there, bi⸗ „ 
cauſe he will not be abſent in ſuch a buſy time from the 
titie. When the pꝛiſoner had thus ſapde, the Emperour 
Trabatio chmaunded him to be ſet free without ſpeaking 
other thing to his pcople,but with a ſoꝛowfull & troubled 
tountenaunce, he withdꝛew himſelfe into a ſecret chamber 
of his Imperiall tent, Where toſſing in his conceit diuers 
t ſundꝛp fancies, he endured a wilful impꝛiſonment, with⸗ 
gat any baile oz mapnpꝛiſe. Thus that foꝛce, which net- 5» 
ther by tilt, turney,no2 barriers , neither by ſpeare noz „, 
ſwo2d, neither by mallice of the enimp, noꝛ pꝛide cf the 55 
mightie, might at any times be ſubdued, was nowe vane 1 
quiſhed by þ.onely heareſay of a gentlewomans commen- 5» 
dation. Nay þ valiant heart which he held fozcible inough »» 
againſt ail the wozld, failed in his own defence agamſt a » 
delicate-damzel whom he had neuer ſeene. That fo2ce is „ 
it y may repulſe this ceutl,fith p with ſuch flattering cloſes, »» 
it ouerth2oweth fo many noble hearts and ſtrong bodies. 2 
But to retourne, the Emperour Trebatio ſo much bur⸗ 
ned in loue with the Painceſſe Briana, that already he hath 
B. tiij.  Fozgotften 
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koꝛgottẽ the damage receiued in his countrey,his trauaile 
out of his countrey with a huge army, the conſuming 
of his treaſure fo2 to w2eake his anger on the king Ti- 
berio, enely he dcuiſed vpon this, howe to giue remedie 
vato his amozous paſſion. Foz as Þ fire was great which 
enflamed him,ſo was the remedy by all ſemblaunce farre 
from him. Sicauſe that on y one part he was hindꝛed by 
the enmitie betweene hun and hir father, ſo that he durſt 
not require hir foꝛ wife,and on the other ſide ſhe was al- 
ready pꝛomiſed fo the P2ince of greate Britaine, who had 
put himſelfe on his tourney foꝛ ß atteining of hir perſon, 
ſo that likewiſe p king could not take hir from him to giue 
vnto his enuny. Theſe things b2ed ſuch griefe vnto þ Em⸗ 
perour as Þ he hoped fo2 nothing, but to dye. And ſo tours 
ning a ouertourning in his thought a thouſand ſozt of re⸗ 
medics, wout finding any which might ſatiſfte him, he cons 
uaied him ſelfe into his moſt ſecret tent, x ther remained, iii 
dates,not ſuffering —— people to haue acceſſe vnto 
him oꝛ ſpeach w him except femme ſquiers ſeruitoꝛs, from 
whs likewiſe he would willingly haue erempted himſelf, 
but that he would not die ſo deſperately. Thole of the camp 
which ſawe the ſoveine chaunge 4 alteration in the Em⸗ 
perour,as they knew not the cauſe of it, ſo were they much 
abaſhed and carefull to know what it might ber. Some 
ummagined that the delay of the warre,and the comming 
of pꝛince Edward were the occaſions of his trouble, and ſo 
hoping that he ſhould well ouercome that griefe ſhoztly, 
they left him to his reſt, vntill he had reſolued vpen the 

purſuite of this which followeth in the next Chapter.

P Vure daies after y the Emperour Trebatio was thus 
wWounded with the loue of the Pꝛinceſſe Briana, Pꝛinte 
Edward W xx. . entered into the citie of Belgrado, where 
he was welcomed by the king who had great deũre ta 

b ſs 


ſce him, foꝛ he thought not only to depart with ð citie, but 


allo to adde thervnto a great part of þ empire of Greece, 
So ſone as theſe newes wer ſpꝛed in the enimies campe, 


the emperour was caſt into greater melancholp, as by the 
ſhoꝛtnes of time not being able to finde an iſſue foz his late 
deuiſe, only this he thought, p foꝛ to aſſure his vncerteine 
hope (it ther might be any) he had none other way then to 
cut of pzince Edwards enterpꝛile, and ſo by ſhoztning his 
like, better & moze caſely to compaſſe h̊ obfemning of þ pꝛin⸗ 
tes. Upon this reſolution he made to call into his tent.xii. 
knights, p molt valiant æ wozthieſt of all his hoaſt, among 
whom one was Alceo, father of Rodomarte, pꝛinte of Sar⸗ 
dinia, of whom ther is made great account in this hiſtoꝛp: 
the ſecond was Alpineo L. of p Jland Lemnos: the third 
was called Alfonte L. ot p Jland Sicile:the iiti-, was cal- 
led Alcino king of Thrace: fifte, Liberio L. of Nicropons 
te: p ſixt Boziſthines whoſe ſon was Rodopheo ꝑꝛinte ol 


Rhodes: ſeuenth Dardante paince of Dalmatia: q eight

tues. Now when þ emperour ſaw all theſe knights in pꝛe⸗ 
ſence, with ſome ſhamefaſtnes which p weight of p mate 


ter cauſed , he reueled to them wholy his greefe, giuing 
thẽ to vnderſtäd withallz p vnles he had ſome help his life 
wer ſpilt. Among all y beſt which he had found, he reckned 
ſpecially vpon one, which was, p ſecretly they ſhold anoyd 
the campe & follow him. The knights hauing great deſire 


to ſerue him, g cfteming themſelues happy that be would 


communicate with them part of his minde, they freelp 
offered vnto him their perſons foz p accompliſhing of that 


which he ſhould commmaund them, they all agreed to 


. depart 
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depart with him in ſuch oꝛder as he had deniſed, Then $ 
emperour made to cal befoꝛe him p king ol Boheme, which 
was his vnckle, a very wiſe and expert man in armes, fo 
whom he declared, p he had vꝛgent occaſton to be abſent a 
while from his army: ß circumſtances wherof ſaith he, vou 
ſhall further know at our returne, in p meane time, J com⸗ 
mend vnto vou b charge of þ warre,t foꝛ your greater cre⸗ 
dite with ö people J deliuer vnto your hands the Imperi⸗ 
all ſcepter. The king meruailing at this the Emperour 
did; without moꝛe demaunding ok him whether oz wher⸗ 
about he would go, accepted Þ charge & pꝛomiſed therein 
to employ his trauaile. Nell, p night appꝛothing with the 
houre agre& vpon, p emperour the xrli.itieghts, armed at 
all points with rich E toſtly armour and with Hungarian 
baſes, ſecretly left campe without being heard oꝛ know- 
en of their enimies, wherin they frauayled all night vntil 
the day appeared, then they alighted to reſt their hoꝛſes, 
and fed vpon ſuch victuals, as thei had bꝛought. with them:

pany would. he not ſend therby to haue the mach kept ſe⸗ 
tret till the war which hen held with the emperonr wer fi- 
nicht.

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The Emperour taking a great ſpeare in bis hande very 
ſharpe, and well ttcelod foz the purpoſe, went alone afive 
out of the wode with a ſofte pace, to encounter with the 
Paince and his knightes, and beeing come right befoze 
them, ſayd vnto them. Bnowe you knights that this paſ- ;. 
ſage is foꝛbidden ydu, except ydu leaue your ſhieldes and 
your names in them. Foz that a ladie whom J honour „ 
and ſerue hath commaunded me to doe it, whoſe loue 3 „ 
could not other wiſe obteine.

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his armour as by the talke which had paſſed between him 
t his knightes, and beeing very glad to ſe him the firſte 
which he met, he ſapd vnto humſelfe, © that imp ſpeare 
were nowe greater and ſkronger and the head foꝛged by 
Vulcan, that it might not ſtay in d armour of this knight, 
fo2 that accoꝛding as J ſe him great & ſtronge, ſo J feare 
her will eſcape my handes, and then my trauaile ſhall be 
all in vaine. Thus as he ſayde , they by and by did put 
both their ipeares in their reſtes, and giuing either hoꝛſe 
bys b2idle, they ranne together with ſuch furp, that they 
made the earth to tremble,and pet the lightneſſe of their 
hoꝛſes was ſuch, that it ſemed the graſſe yelded not vnder 
their feete , The P2ince hit the Emperour in the mid⸗ 
deft of the ſheelde, and pearcing farther left the head re⸗ 
maining in the fine and well ſteeled armour, whereby 


the ſtaffe bzoken in many ſhiuers made a great whiſte⸗ 


ling in the apꝛe. But the Emperours ſtroke was muche 
mo2e fell, foꝛ he leuelled it with ſuch fo2ce that it entred 
not onely into the ſheeld and ſtrong armour of the Prince, 
but paſſed thꝛough vnto his amerous heart all bedewed

Then the Pꝛince fel dead executing the ſenfence which

vnto theirs, and as raging madde they ranne altogether

rage and haſt, ſo that if his armour had not bene verie 
god, in ſhozt ſpace they had hewed it in peeces. But that 
molt valiant Grelce, no leſſe ſtrong then any ol his aunce⸗ 
toꝛs, bearing hits fine and ſharp ſwwꝛd, tourned himſelfe a⸗ 
mong them in ſuch manner, that he ſhethed it in their bo⸗ 
dies.

in p thickeſt thereott, they made a great pit, into py which 
they thꝛew ß pꝛince t the knights ſane p Engliſh baſes, 

p kings letters which were nedful foꝛ his purpoſe, They 
couered the with earth in ſuch ſoꝛt, that ther was neuer 
memoꝛp of them. At the time that the Pꝛince was ente⸗ 
red, the Emperour being of conditions pitiful,felt ſo great 
doloꝛ in his heart » the teares iſſued abundantly from his 
epes, ruing the loſſe of ſo great a Pꝛince ſlaine out of his 
own country in the bewtte of his age, when alſo pelding a 
great ſigh which ſermed to haue come from p bottome of 
his heart, he ſad with a troubled « low voice in this wiſe. 
O vnhappie and vnfoztunate Pꝛince, God knoweth ,, 
how ſoꝛowlul and grienous thy death is to me, and how „ 
kaine J would haue giuen remedy in ſome other manner „ 
to that J moſt deſired, and although thou walt mine ene⸗ 
mie and come in fauour of y kinge Tiberio to take from, 
me my land t high eſtate, yet woulde J not haue bene ſo ,, 
cruel an enimie vnto ther, but Þ entire louc at the pꝛinceſſe „ 
Briana dꝛaue me moꝛe therto , then mine owne enmitie, „ 
\ | Nowe 
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„ owe J wiſh that by ſome other meanes J migbt haue 
f dene relieued, and not to haue bought my life by thy lolle. 
„ But as loue is tirannous, ſo meruaile not though he want 
,, pitte towardes the, which could not otherwiſe purchaſe 
* to hunſelfe: Pardon me thereloꝛe, O mightie and woz- 
„ thy pꝛinte, à iudge it thou wert alwe what thou wouldeſt 
„doe if by any death thou mighteſt finde remedie of thy 
loue. The Emperours knights which heard theſe wozds; 
did ſawe the teares trickling downe his manlp cheekes, 
perceiued well howe much the death of the Pꝛinte dif- 
quieted him And they ſapd amongſt themſelnes, that vy 
god right the Emperour deſerned the pꝛayſe of the moſt. 
noble and wo2thy Peince of the woꝛlde. But Haning 
made an ende, the Emperour cauſed to be bꝛought before 
hun the two knightes belonging vnto I iberio, Theſe two 
were very fcarefull of the death, ſeemg the thinges which 
were already done and eſpectally when they knewe him 
to be the Emperour I rebatio, whom they helde as; their 
moꝛtali enimie. Nowe when they came befeze gun, the 
Emperour ſapd to them. It you will doe that whiche J 
„ commaunde pou, and keepe ſecreate that which I tell 
„ VS, 3 will not onely pardon you the death which J haue 
„ giuen to pour felowes, but alſo J will bꝛing pou with me 
„into mine Enwire, where pou ſhall be very well conten⸗ 
„ted. The knightes better ſatilüed then they were, hicauſe 
he pꝛomiſed them life, befoꝛe not hoping but the death, 
with god will they velded themſelues fo doe all that hee 
would, withall, wearing into his einpertall handes their 
„ faith and obeiſaunce. Then ſayde the Empercur, that 
„ which J would haue von doe is this, J haue great deſire 
„ to haue the Pꝛinteſle Briatiæ fuꝝ wiſe, and this maye not 
„ be done, except J goe in the name of. Peince Edward, 
, to enſure my ſeife with hir inte monaſtery of the riuer. 
„ fo2 the whith it is neceffarythat peu two being nslven 
„ ok the Queene and the Peinteſſe, ſhoulde gor in my icoms 


» areas fas that J am Peince Edward :,. Nowe ſirs 
; | diſcouer 
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diſcouer not my ſecreat to any perſon, vntil p you be licon- ,, 
ſed therevnto by me, and in ſo doing, you ſhall do naught „, 
either againſt pour Loꝛd oz kingdome , ſith in this bar- »» 
gaine the pꝛinceſſe lofeth not and the king with all hys 3, 
ſubiectes winne perpetually, fo2 that by this meane, the,, 


great wars and contentions begun, ſhall take ende. 

After that the Emperaur had ſatd theſe and other things, 
whereby the knights vnderſfode his will, it grieued them 
not a whit of this talke, but they were rather ioyous, wep⸗ 
ing the benefit which the king, the kingdome, the pꝛincelle 
Briana, and all his ſhould reape therebp, and eſpeciallp the 
Pa inceſſe, by obteining to huſband the moſte noble and 


woꝛthy P2ince of all chꝛiſtendome, as well foz his perſon 


as foz his eſtate , and ſo with god will they ſubmitted 
themſelues to doe him pleaſurs and what els he cõmaun⸗ 
. ded them. With this the Emperour and his knightes 
. toke the letters which were directed to the Queene and 
the p2inceſſe,and with moze hope to achiue their enqueſt, 
' they put on the Engliſh baſes, which made them ſeeme 
Engliſh men, then taking their wap towarde the mona⸗ 
ſterp of the ryuer . Jn the way the kings knightes tolde 
the Emperour howe two of their felowes were gone b:- 
koꝛe to gyue notice vnto the Pzinceſſe of P2zince Edwards 
comming, and that therefoꝛe it were god to goe well ad- 
uiſed, foꝛ they ſhould meete them by the way. The Emo 
perour alowed their aduics,and charged his people vntill 
they appꝛoched neere them not to diſcloſe themſelues, leaſt 
they retiring, their ſecreats might be layd open. Now foꝛ⸗ 
tune iumped ſo euen with the Emperour as that al things 
ſucceded on his ſide, vntill the accompliſhment of his de⸗ 
re, which thall be recited in the Chapter following,

he Cinperoar with his knighfes deparfed from the 
N. Wade, wh ere the vnkoꝛtunate Pꝛinte was ſlaine, and 
toke their way towards the citie of Buda, vntil they came 
ithin vj. miles of the monaſterp, where they ſaw a farre 
the two other knightes which had retourned to: bꝛinge 
the P2ince on his way, when their fellowes had eſpped 
them, they tolde it to the Cmperour,vpon this the Empe⸗ 
rour commaunded his knights fo kepe together, leaſt they 
ſhould be knowne, and ſo they kept on till they met. The 
other two ſceing the Engliſh baſes, thought him to bee 
p pꝛinte of England with his knights, But p Emperours 
knightes as ſwne as theſe were within their reach laide 
holde on their bꝛidels, and with courteous woꝛdes ſtayed 
them vntill the other two knightes of the kings had tal⸗ 
ked with them. Theſe two declared vnto the other that 
which had happened between pꝛince Edward & the Empe⸗ 
rour Trebatio, 1 inp end made plaine the meaning of the 
Emperour, both p2aying them to kerpe it ſecreate, and 
thꝛeatening them with death ik they did otherwyſe , No 
doubt they wondꝛed at that which chaunced, but what 
the Emperour would that they pꝛomiſed him, 4 were no⸗ 
thing repentaunt of their exchaunge. ; 
The Emperour being allerteined of their faith, went 
with them towards the monaſfkery of the riuer, whervnto 
being come, they founde not in the monaſterie but the 
Quene , the P2inceſſe and other gentle women beinge 
ſeruitoꝛs to attend vpon them, and the Archbiſhoppe of 
Belgrado which there faryed foꝛ to enſure them. This 
Archbiſhop receined the Emperour at the gate, f thinck- 
ing him alluredly to be the Pꝛince of England, conducted 
him with his knightes, where the Nucne e the Peincelſle 
were in the company of beautifull and diſcreate Ladies, 
abiding his comming. When they had ſaluted each other, 
and that the Emperour had taken a full view of the pꝛin⸗ 
ceſſe,he was greatly abaſhed to ſe hir beautie,foz he couty 
not be perſwaded that ſo great comlineRc had bene in He- 
| I. lence, 
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ſene, although deerely bought by his aunceſtoꝛs, het iud⸗ 
ged it moꝛe heauenlp o2 angelicall, then humaine oz 
earthly, beſides ſhe was of a godly ſtature ercelling the 
other gentlewomen in height a ſpan. The P2mnceſſte when 
the ſawe the Emperour befo2e hir, ſhyee iudged him to bee 
the godlieft knight that might be in the world, which his 
beautiful face and pleaſant countenaunce ſhewed eſpecial⸗ 
ly . When thus by the eies each of them were indiffe- 
rently ſatiſfied, the Emperour would haue kiſſed the hand 
of theNucgne Auguſta, but ſhe with great god will em- 
bꝛaced him. By And by, tourning himſelfe againe to⸗ 
wardes the Pꝛinceſſe, h twke hir by the hand, and ſayds 
in effect thus much. 

The kame of your great beautie, ercellent Pꝛinceſſe, , 
hath in ſuch ſoꝛt paſſed th2ongh the world, that the onely 5» 
repozt thereof hath foꝛced the pꝛince of England to leaue »» 
his naturall kingdome and ſoile, to come and ſerne you >» 
in this countrep, and to beholde with his owne cies »» 
that whiche his eares woulde ſcarfely beleue , God 


bath made me ſo foꝛtunate that J haue obteined the god „ 


will of the king pour father, and of the Qutene pour mo⸗ »» 
ther foz to haue pou to wife , Dnely nowe J want the »» 
conſent of your part, which the king by his letters pꝛaieth 
pou to giue vnto me, t J foꝛ the deſire that J haue to bee - 
vours, beſeech vou not denie it me, foꝛ with it J maye ac- »» 
count my ſelfe the happieſt knight of all the wozld. And 5» 
with theſe woꝛdes, kiſſing the kings letters he delinered 
it into hir handes, which the Pꝛinceſſe receiuing with a 
graue & ſober countenaunce, and after taking it to p Arch⸗ 
biſhop foz to read, the meane time made aunſlvere ſoftly; 
on this wiſe, 

J would fo God moſt woꝛthy Y2ince,that J were ſuch ,, 
a one as with reaſon might deſerue ſome part ot þ paints „ 


which vou haue taken onely to ſe me, oꝛ that J might in „ 


ſome lutle reſpect recompence the great pleaſure vou haue „ 
dont to me, t to al this kingdome incoming, to ſuccour vs „ 
| C. 4 | with 
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„with your great foꝛce and power, but ſith deſert doth want 
,» {3 much in me, J will accompliſh that which the duetie of 
„obediente vnto the king my father fozceth me vnto,fo2 5 J 
„ mult ſabiect my wil vnto his comanndement,yet J ſo cons 
„lier of this your offcr & requeſt , as that from this time 
„J will dare to compare with you in like happineſfſe , 

While theſe woꝛdes were in ſpeaking, the Archbi⸗ 
Hoppe began to reade the kinges letters, wherein onely 
was conteined his conſent with the deſire of diſpatch, that 
pꝛeſently vpon the pꝛincelſle comming they ſhould be mar⸗ 
ried . The Archbiſhop with both their conſents taking 
their handes,married them with all the ceremonies and 
woꝛdes which the Church o2deineth. After this the Em⸗ 

perour embꝛaced the faire Pꝛintes, and with vnſpeake⸗ 
able gladneſſe kiſſed hir on the white and red cherkes, and 
from thence bꝛought hir into a goꝛgeous chamber, where 
they dꝛaue koꝛth the reſt of the day with very amoꝛous 
and delectable talke , which ſo much the moꝛe ſet his loue 
on fire, as he p2oceeded farther in his pleaſant daljaunce . 
Albeit ere night the moſt puiſſant Emperour was not 
altogether quieted in his thought, foꝛ feare leaſt ſome one 
which knewe the Pꝛince might haue dewꝛaped them, at 
length beeing certeine that none in the menaſterp had 
ſeene either the one oꝛ the other, but onely the kinges. iiif. 
knightes, and his owne men which kept that matter cloſe 
inough , when the houre of ſupper appꝛoched, hee ſup⸗ 
ped with ſome pleaſure, and fo helde on a greate parte=of 
the night till it was time to take his reſte. Then the 
Emperour was ledde to one fide of the monaſterie, 
wherein there was a riche and ffately lodginge, where 
be lengthened the night with many fancies, not hauinge 
as yet reached into the very depth ofhis enterpꝛiſe, albe ; 
it tilled a little with y which already had happened. The 
bautiful pꝛinceſſe after leaue taken of y C mperour, accem⸗ 
panied p Nucene hir mother. Bicauſe vntil p the war was 
ended betwerne 5 king hir father & the . wag 
* deſirous

deffrous fokepe hir ſelfe vnknowen, and ſo the kinge hir 
father, and the Nucne hir mother had commaunded, leaſt 
ik ought ſhould happen anulle fo the pꝛince in thoſe bat⸗ 
 tailes,the pꝛinceſſe thould haue remained both a maiven, 
and a widowe, this deuiſe little auapled, as ſhal be mas 


nifeſted in the ſequele,

7 Emperour Trebava remained. iij.dapes in the 
monaſtery of the ryuer „ not hauing opoztunitie to 
tale with the Pꝛinceſſe alone, bicauſe ſhe was not wil⸗ 
ling to gine conſent to his deſtre, vntil the warre with the . 
emperour ſhould be finiſhed, This inconueniencie troubled 
his thought e increaſed his melancholy, as nothing moꝛe 
fo2 that the terme which the king had ſet foz his refourne 
was all ready expired, and being afraide leaſt the kinge 
would ſend foz him, whereby his fault ſhould be diſcoue⸗ 
red, without giuing remedy to that which had bens the os 
riginall of his griefe,in ſuch wiſe be was tazmented that 
he could neither pe noꝛ eate. And in his imagination 
he did naught els but gaſe on the pꝛinceſſe, expeding time 
when he might alay the heate of his amoꝛous paſſion. But 
hether it were Foꝛtune, oꝛ the will of God, it fell ſo gut 
hat there was begotten betwerne them the fruite ol their 
deſire. Foꝛ one moꝛning walking in his chamber, he eſpied 
out of a windowe the Pꝛinceſle alone in hir night gowne, 
going towards a freſh and pleaſant gardein butting vpon 
his lodging, (the gardein befoze he had not ſcene) . In⸗ 
to this gardeine entered none but the P2incefle and hir 
gentlewomen , As he ſawe ſo god and pzoſpercus a 
time, the moſt toyfull man that euer was, he went to⸗ 
wardes the pleaſaunt gardeine , and findinge no enter 


but by the chamber of ihe **. the dwze om 
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of was ſhutfe, hee toke two of thoſe ſpeares which his 
knightes had b2onaht, and rearing them vp agamſt the 
wall with the blunt ende vpwards, (as he was very nim⸗ 
ble)he lifted himſelke vpon them lightly, and caſcly llidde 
downe betwirt them into the gardeine , without beeinge 
ſeene of anp, eſpecially not of the Pꝛinceſſe, who was vn⸗ 
witting of luch a leape. 

The Pꝛinceſſe was nigh a fountaine wel ſet about with 
Roſes and Jellamines, kembing e dzeſſing of hir ycolow 
haire. Nowe when ſhe ſawe hir ſelfe thus ſodeinly tas 
ken by the Emperour, with a fearefull ſtarte ſhee rote 
from whence ſhe was, and genfely ſmiling as ſomewhat 

_ euertaken with ſhamefaſtneCe,the beth2owed him in this 
5» ſo2t, Aſſuredly my Loꝛd, needes mult the hurt bee greats 


„ which you haue ſuſteined by your leape, and great is the 


„ injury which the gardeine hath receiued by your enterp. 
2» bicauſe that in it none haue tome, but either my ſelfe, 02 
„my gentlewomen : fo2 whoſe ſolace it was firſt plctted 
.3» ut. Fo2 this cauſe Ood hath ſhewed me ſuch fatoure, 
„ aunſwered the Emperour,bicauſe J haue lodged my heart 
in your excellent beautie, and well maye the body lawe⸗ 
„ fully enter where the heart is harboured. Let not theres 


„ foze my entrie, god madame, ſerme ſtraunge vnto cu, ſitf 


-» that neither houre noꝛ moment J map departe from pou! 
„ And if this my rudeneſſe hath pꝛocured you any pe ine, by 
„ the fredome which vou haue giuen me my heart ſhal make 
„ excuſe vnto pour beautie, vnder whoſe ſafe conduct with⸗ 
„ out demaund of leaue, mp body hath entered. The god 

Emperour hauinge thus ſayd, embꝛaced & kiſſed hir, x not 

leauing any leaſure of reply, made hir to ſit down by him 


nere vnfo the well, This place was ſo hedged a cempa(- 


ſed about with odoꝛiferous Roſes t lweet ſmelling Jefſa- 
mines, iᷣ they might not be percepued by any. And ß gentle 
mourmure that the running water made vppon the pib⸗ 
ble ſtones, agreeing with the delicate lapes which diuerſe 
birdes made vppon the greene boughes, encreaſed ſg 
| much 
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much the longing deſire of the Emperour, that caſtings 
howe to winne the fauour of his lady, already his tounge 
failed to ſpeake, and his hearing to receiue that which ſhe 
ſpake, She then all trembled , as knowing his purpoſe, 
t thꝛough feare greatly deſired to haue ſhunned that place, 
but the Emperour caught hir betwene his armes, and 
with ſuch haſte to ende his ſuite left hir vnfurniſhed of 
hir aunſwere. 

At that time as the burning beames of the Dunne began 
with his golden rapes to loke though the thicke Jeſſa⸗ 
mines, al the foꝛtunate aſpedes intermedlung their fozces, 
at that time, by the grace of the Almightie, were begotten 
theſe two noble childꝛen, The Knight of the Sunne; and 
Roſicleer. The beames ot whoſe knightly deeds ſo ſhine 
though the woꝛld, as that the -wozthy p20welle of their 
p2edeceſſo2s were thereby eclipſed, 

This was the Plaudite of his paſion,and the beautiful 
pꝛinceſſe now became a wife ſomewhat againſt hir will, 
but when ſhe ſawe no remedy to that which was paſt, 
the comfozted hir ſelfe in that he was hir lawfull hul⸗ 
band, and therefoze ſhe pardoned him his boldneſſe in trou⸗ 
bling hir, Theſe two louers ſhoztened the time. with god 
agreement, vntill the Emperour at his departure toke his 
leaue of hir to mounte vp the way hee came, and to re⸗ 
tourae into his lodging. The p2incelſe remained alone 
in the gardeine, vntill bir gentlewomen came fo hir fo 
dinner, 

After this, pet the Emperour ſoiourned ther th2c dates, 
at the ende whereof,fearing the kinges telouſte oner his 
tarrping, and the euent of his ſending fo2, hee fake Hys 

leaue of the Qucene and the Pꝛinceſſe, not with 

out the courteſie of manꝝ teares on each parte, 

and eſpeci ally of the Pꝛinceſle whom he left * 

. very dolefull , albeit (adder woulde ſhee 
haue bene il ſhe had fo2eſcene the 
longe time of his abſence, 
Cui,

he Emperour Trebatio purſuing thoſe which had 
" ſtolen his Lady, lefte all his knights and tooke an o- 


be Emperour Trebatio thus hauing departed from 
A the monaſtery of the riuer, betame very ſoꝛowfull in 
his heart, with the leaning of the Pzinceſſe Briana, foz 
that p fire which enflamed him after he had knowen hir, 
was greater then p affection which he bare to hir befoꝛe 
by the hearing ok hir beautie, and that which cauſed his 
moſt griefe, was that he knew not how either to retourne 
ſpeadelp vnto hir, oꝛ to ſalue that ſoze which he had al⸗ 
ready chaffed . He thought in himſelfe, that if hee made 
peace with the king Iiberio letting him vnder ſfand of the 
mattet, the king would not accept of it, either foꝛ the great 
enmitie which was betwirt them, oꝛ foꝛ the bond where- 
in he was bound fo the Pzince of great Britaine , And 
therefo2e it would be a thing neither reaſonable,no2 acres 
ing with his honour, in lieu of the pꝛinces paines which 
hee had taken to come from his countrey accompanied 
with ſo great a number of knightes to ſerue him, and in 
regard of the death which he there reteiued in his ſeruice, 
nowe to become a friend to his foe,and to giue his daugh⸗ 
ter befoze eſpouſed to the P2ince, vnto the deadlpeſt foe 
which the Pzince had,vebating theſe and other thinges 
in his minde about the time that they had got oucr their 
heads the thicke wode wherein they had bene befoze, 
nowe to the ende not fo tyze their hozſes, they lighted 
downe,bnb2idled their hozſes,and fourned them to graſſe. 
They themſelues feeding on ſuch victualls as they had 
bꝛought with them, although the meat whereon the Ems 
perours ſtomack tpꝛed, was moſt of all ſobs and ſighes, 
as receiuing no pleaſure in the abſence of p pꝛinceſſe. Now 
the night aſailed them, and hauing not in them to make 
reſiſtaunce, they pelded their fo2ces,cuery one taking hys 
reſt where it liked them beſt. But p Emperour ſomwhat a 
85 part 
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parte from the reffe , caſting himſelfe vppon the grene 
graſſe, & ſtaying his back againſt a tree, he there remained 
moꝛe the two houres bꝛoad awake ftaring at þ clearenctſe 
of 5 apꝛe, ⁊ the bꝛightneſſe of the ſtars, when his thoughts 
renued, and the amozous paſſion, if befoze not cleane bu⸗ 
ried now reuiued afreſh by y ſolitarines of his conceipt: 
at length his cares, p wearineſſe of his wap, and the wert 
noiſe of p pleaſaunt leaues thꝛough the hiſſing of þ winde, 
bꝛought him in a gentle ſlomber: wherin he had ſcarſelp 
bene an halfe houre but that his fancie pꝛeſented to en 
againe his Lady Briana. He dꝛeamed that ſhe was fan 
by ſoꝛce of two Oiants, the moſt fierce & firong that euer 
he had ſeene in all his life , and that ſhe ſeeing hun, cried 
fo; helpe. Th2ough p griefe wherof he awaked very much 
afrighted: and in deve this dꝛeame pꝛoued no game unto 
him, foz by and by he heard a great noyſe neere vnto zun, 
t liſtening wher it might be, he beheld a faire chariot dꝛa⸗ 
wen W 111j.hozſes , © in 5ᷣ top ot it two great burning toz- 
ches ſet in ſiluer candleſticks, by the light whereof be ſaw 
a Lady in the chariot clothed with rich + p2incelp robes, 
and reſembling ſo much the Peinceſſe Briana, that he ves 
rely beleued it was ſhe. The gentle woman leaning on bir 
elbow, and caſting downe hir countenaunce, paſſed on 4! 
ſighing, as one enduring ſome great foꝛce toꝛment The 
Emperour pꝛying about to ſee who were the guides of the 
chariot perceiued that ſhe was caried away by two ſtrong 
and huge Gyants,with great battell ares in their hands, 
being on fte at the foze ende of the chariot. Theſe two 
had ſo fell and cruel! loks,that they would haue dauniey 
the courage of any man which ſhould haue beheld them. 
But the Emperour aſſured in his thought, that this wag 
the Pꝛinceſſe, with great anger ſtart vp, and not remem⸗ 
bꝛing to call any of his knights, with his ſwoꝛd he paced 
towaros the Gpaunts, where without either god cuen oz 
god moꝛrow, he lent the firſt whom he appꝛoched vnta. 
luch a ſtroke, that the would haue mozgaged his 
1 
a part. 
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part in the Lady, to haue made ſufficient paiment of that 


blowe, fo2 lifting vp his batfell axe to receiue the blowe, 


the ſwoꝛd cut it into the myddeſt of the helme, and from 
thence gliding downe vpon his armour hewed it into ma⸗ 


ny peeces. Then y other Giant haſtening to ſmite the ems 
perour, layve at his head with mayne fozce: but the Em⸗ 
perour wardid it on his ſheelde, in which the Gyants bat- 


tell are ſtacke ſo faſt, that he might no moze-d2awe it out, 


vntill the emperour ſtrake him on the right arme, that 
he made him foꝛgoe his holde. The two Gyantfs thus 
being left weponles, with much lightneſſe, moꝛe then wag 
likely foꝛ their bigneſſe, leapt into the chariot , whereby 
the Emperour had no time to beſfowe an other blowe on 
them. Then a dwarfe being in the one ende of the chari⸗ 
of, laſht fwꝛth the hoꝛſes, ſo that they ranne with ſuch 
ſwiftnes as if they had flyne. With this noiſe the knights 
awaked,and with their ſwo2des in their handes came to 


tearne what it ſhould be, in the ende much abaſhed to ſee 


their Loꝛd in ſuch a heat, as they demaunded of him what 
befell, he was ſo troubled in his heart, the Pꝛinceſſe thus 
being ledde away , that he made them no aunſwere , but 
. faking his hoꝛſe, he commaũded them to folow him, The 
Emperour ſpurred his hoꝛſe with ſuch furie, that he made 
him to runne as falt, as the ſwallowe flyeth in the ayze. 
It could not be that the palfrayes which dꝛew the chariot 
were hoꝛſes, bicauſe his hoꝛſe was one of the beſt e moſt 


pꝛetious in the world, c his Loꝛd hauing deſire fo ouer⸗ 


take the ꝛinceſſe made him gallop moze then an indif- 
ferent pace, but the other were ſpꝛightes of the apꝛe, and 
infernall furies J thincke , fozcedby Arte Magicke both 
to fly andrunne , Pet the Emperour folowed the chaſe, 
without loſing the ſighte of them, although it was all in 
vayne. The knightes which remayned in the wod, being 
loth to be farre behind their Loꝛde, went fo catche their 
hozſes,bat were it that naturally they feared the Gyants, 
oʒ that the wicked ſpꝛites had bewnitched them, — all 
| bꝛake 
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bꝛake out of that place, and ſtraped heere and there, ſag 
that the knightes ſpente moꝛe then two heures ere they 
might take them. Vp this the Emperour was ſo farrs 
from his knightes with the haſt he made, that ther knew 
not what waye to take, and in dæde it was not poſlible 
foz them to get within ö ſight of him, albeit thep had held 
on þ beaten way, which they thought that the Cmperenr 
had taken , They rode one waye and the Emperour bes 
lyke poſted an other wap, koꝛ they neuet met, but the ems 
perour purſued ſo lõg until, in ende he tame to þ bzinke 
of the riuer Danubia, there where it deuideth it felle into 
due armes, at the ſhaze wherof there was a godly and 
tall hippe, as the Emperour might well fee, being a bow 
ſhotte behind the Opants. In this they put the chariotte 
t withal hoy{ed their ſailes, th2ough y p middle arme ſai⸗ 
led with god ſpeede. This outraged y Emperour ſo that 


with ſpurring he cauſed his hozſe to fall downe dead vn⸗ 


der him . Being thus left on fote, notwithſtanding be 


diſgapꝛed not, but helde on to that place from whence the 


Wyll ſo well contente thee , as thou ſhalte thincke thy ,_ 


chariot was taken, where he carefully lokt about him to 
ſee if peraduenture on the one fide o2 on the other, hes 
might trace out a way to followe : ſo loathe he was fg 
loſe the ſighte of it. But as all this was deuiſed bye 

chauntment, ſo lykewiſe it happened him to ſee a litt bs 
ſhippe ſapling in the river , with greate ſwiftneffe ; in 
the which there ſate anolde man with a white bearde, by 
his countenaunce ſeeming to be a very boneſt man. To 
him ß eraperour called with a loude voyce,defiring him ka 
take towardes the ſhoze , The olde man which had the 
ſame thinge in charge, incontinently ſteered towardes 
bim, and alled what he woulde haue. That which 4. 
would haue quoth the emperour,is to be conuaped in thy 5 
ſh ip, to that — ſhip which rideth befoze vs, Foz they „ 
haue in it ſtollen from me the thing which 3 lone beſt mn „ 
all the woꝛlde. This paines, if thou wilt take fo: me, J, 


trauaile 


—— — 
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„ trauaile well employed, Aluredly ſayd the old man,J am 
„ content to doe it, bicauſe your courteſie induceth me to a 
,, greater hope of your merit. Sapying this he guided his ſhip 
” ſo n&re the ſhoꝛe, that the emperour leaped vp into it, and 
being on the hatches, tourning him ſelfe to the olde man 
fo geue him thancks, the olde man vaniſhed away: and 
the Emperour neuer ſawe him after, The ſhippe kept the 
ſame courſe that it began with, and the Emperour was 
much aſtoniſhed at it,p rather foꝛ that he wiſt no man els 
aboꝛd to rule pᷣ chip, not knowig what els to ſay oz thinck 
of wis great wonder, he thẽ beſceched God ſo to direc his 
viage Þ he might yet obtein his lady: fo2 he verely demed 
hir to be Briana which was in p chariot. In this oꝛder bes 
ing ſtil win ſight of p fozmer ſhyp, t not ſtrapĩg frõ p way 
which he had kept, the Emperour ſayled th2ce dayes and 
th2e nightes in the ryuer without any lacke of ſufficient 
fode. By reaſon of this trauell and thought, the meate 
which he ea*e was no moꝛe then would ſuffice nature. In 
the fourth day by moꝛning the ſhip with the chariot was 
dꝛiuen into the great and large Sea, called Pontus Fuxiz 
nus, thꝛough the which he vet ſayled within the view of 
the other, vntill the fozewarder ſhippe arined in a fay2e 
and delectable Jlande , where the chariot foke landing, 
Halfe an houre after the emperours ſhippe ruſhed on the 
ſhoꝛe with ſuch foꝛte that the ſhippe rent in perces, and 
with the violence of the ruſh thꝛew the Emperour vp⸗ 
pon the bancke flatiings on his backe, where after he had 
ſtretched himſelfe , he began againe to trauaile on fote 
that way which he geſſed p chariot had gone, Jn this way 
ſtraunge things befel hun, as ſhall appeare in the chapter 
folowing. 


The 3 of the Emperour in folowing the en⸗ 
chaunted chariot, Cap. ix. 
The 
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He Emperdur being as you heard caſt on lande, 
he behelde well how the Jlande was as it were 
walled about with a faire « freſh water, the fai⸗ 
reſt that euer he had ſ&ne, then loking farther 
4 into 5 lande, he. marked alſo how it was furniſhed with 
ok ſo many trees, and of ſo diuers ſoztes that it was verie 
ſtraunge in reſpect of their vnmealurable height & great⸗ 
neſſe, vnderneth theſe the grounde was beautified with 
ſweat roles + other fragrant flowers, amongs the beddes 
wherof there ran by chanells a very cleare and chꝛiſtal⸗ 
, lin water, able to delight the moſt weryed ſences 4 tra⸗ 
f uailed minde that might be. Beſides thele , to make vp 
 afull meſſe of diſpo2t,there was a ſwete and pleaſaunf 
ſong of birdes, which ſ&med to retoyce in the bꝛighte and 
cleare moꝛning, beſides a thouſand other paſfimes which 
I let paſſe,to long to make a tale off, But yetof al theſe, 
noble Emperour twoke no care , fo2 the thought ofhis la⸗ 
dy detained from him, but onelp he beat all both kno- 
wen and vnknowen wayes,to finde out that wherein the 
chariot had gone. At length he winded one, but an vn- 
vſed way, which by all lykelphod was the ſame which he 
would haue, in that the graſſe ſeemed new p2eſſed downe, 
This tract the noble Emperour followed on fte, with- 
out y either the heauineſſe of his armour oꝛ the length ok 
the way, made him to reſt any whit. From the mozning 
a full halfe day the Emperour had continued his tourney, 
not meeting any perſon,at whome he might aſke newes 
of that, which he moſt deſired, But afterwards lening the 
thicke and pleaſaunt wode, he came info a faire grerne oz 
medow full of roſes. and other wert hearbs and flowers 
of all colours, without any other ſhave in all the medowe 
then thoſe trees which ſerued ſu an hedge vnto it. The 
length of this medow ſeemed thz@ bowe ſhotte vnto the 
myddeft, where was ſituated a godly caſtle, and in god 
pꝛopoꝛtion. Jt was foure ſquare, hauing at cache coꝛner a 
toure, and on euery ſide one in the middeſt of the ſide, all 
ol 


he might light vpon any other way into the caſtel.UWhen. 
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of them ſo high as if they ſhould haue edged with the 


clouds. This great cale was encloſed and ſhut in with 
a high and thicke wal, the tones whereof and the toures. 
dyd ſhine lyke Chꝛyſtal, oꝛ the well polyſhed ſtele againſt 
the ſunne beames.. Rounde about the walll there was a 
de pe moate, the water bring ſo b2zoad, as a man might 


ſcarce caſt a fone from the one fide to the other. Ouer the 


water there was a bꝛidge, verie large and well toured fo 
ſtrong acco2ding to the depth of the water, that it might 
haue withſtod a thouſand men Thee toures it had in al, 
one in the enteraunce, an other in the middle, and the third 
at the furtheſt ende: each ol them very high and greate, 
and wꝛought with the ſame ſtone, that the great caſtle 
was buplded with . The two outermoſt toures of the 

ꝛidge, aſwell the entry as that towards the caſtle, were 
gated and barred with doꝛzes and locks of fine. filed fele, 
being ſo ſheene that it ſcrued foꝛ a loking glaſſe vnto the 
paſſengers . The lockes were ſo ſhut, that vnleſle they 
were opened on p inſide, it was vnpoſſible to vndoe them, 
The god Emperour ſcanned vpon all this, the like wher⸗ 


of he had not ſœne in all his life, and concluding fully that 


no ſuch buplding might be made by mans hand, vet hee 
meruailed that of an Jlande ſo faire and delectable, there 
was no moꝛe nopſe b2uted, eſpecially ſtanding as it ſee⸗ 
med to him in à ſea ſo ſaileable. e beleued that the pꝛin⸗ 
ceſſe was within, bicauſe there appeared to him no other 


bullding in all þ Jland, & therfoze taking wide keps,hee 
paſſed on towards the gate of ſtele, wher finding it doſed, 
he toke a great hãmer hanging therby, t bounſed at p gate 


with ſuch fozce vpon the ſounding ſteele, that the fury of 
the rap was heard thzoughall p toures, and a great part 
of b Jland. Fo2 all this none ſhewed themſelues to make 
him aunſ wer, although he had ſtod moze then an whole 
houre calling and knocking, at length with ſome trouble 
he departed frem thence to coaſt the water, if perchaunce 


be 


\ 
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he had gone a tcurne about,at one part of y wall he haps 
pened vpon a gentlewoman, which was in a little boate 
newly taking land at. a little poſtern doꝛe of pꝛon, when pÞ 
gentlewoman had taken foting on p lande, ſhe opened the 
gates, making ſhew as if ſhe would haue entred, leauing 
the vellell in p water. The Emperour ſtrained his voice to 
call vnto hir y ſhe ſhould tay, but ſhe fetgning as though 
the heard hun not, made fo py wicket, wher as ſhe was to 
faſten þ doꝛe: ß Emperour cryed pet lowder, then ſhe tour⸗ 
ned toward him, ⁊ as though ſhe had but then eſpyed him, 
the ſayd vnto him. What would vou haue fir knight⸗ The 2, 
Emperour pꝛaped hir to come ncerer, foꝛ p he would onely 
demaund a certein thing of hir: with this ſhe toke hir boat 
againe t with a little ower, rowed towards the land, her 
the Emperour was: whẽ ſhe tame ſomewhat nere p banck 
there ſtaping, ſhe ſapd vnto hun, Mhat is it 9 you would ,, 
haue ſir knight, in that you haue called mee ſo lowd. That,, 


which J would fayze gentlewsman an(wered p emperour „ 


is p you would ferry me cuer in ponr boat vnto the caſtle, „ 
foꝛ Þ J haue to do with ane of 5 Gtants which are within, ,, 
If you haue to dele with tbẽ ſaid þ gftlewoma,they be no ,, 
people on whom you way win honour. That is true ſaid „ 
p emperqur, J haue no deſire to trouble them, ik they wil „ 
do p which J require them. Sith it ſo ſaid p gentlewoman „ 
J will do your commaundement, bicauſe you loke like a ,, 
knight wozthy of this ſeruice. I mue pou great thanks fo2 , 
pour courteſie anſwered 5 y emperour,t with this he entred |, 
the boat, x ſhouing with p rudder towards ß caſtle he got 
thether. The gẽtle woman went in, leading p emperour w 


bir, cloſed 8 doꝛe after hir, cõducting him th2 cough little 


tourt to an other pꝛiuie doze, which was not cõmon en⸗ 
trie. She opened a wicket w a key which ſhe had at hir 
girdel, t bꝛought him farther info a gardeine the moſt de⸗ 
tichtſde p art might deuiſe. The emperour now toke him 
ſelfe to be in a terreſtrial paradiſe, galing a while theron, 
wout en p occaſid of his thether coming he was ſd 
eſtranged from 
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from him ſelfc, Out of this garden by an other doze, they 
came into a large courte of the taſtle, buylt with bꝛighte 
Alablafter,the excellencie wherof in p ymagerie & wozke⸗ 
manſhippe cannot be declared. Foz in compariſon of this 
enchaunted Caſtle, either the ſumptnons buylding of 
Manſolus tombe, oꝛ the famous Pyramides of Aegypt, 
oꝛ the maze of Dædalus mating, founde in Crete, maꝑ wel 
be foꝛgotten. And as the Emperour muſed on all this, the 
gentlewoman knowing him to be diſtraught, caught him 
by the hande, and bꝛought him to a pay2e of ſtapzes, the 
ſteppes whereof were all of Jaſper, by them he mounted 
with hir into a chamber foure ſquare, of the largeneſſe dt 
à a ſtones caſt. Jn this pet ſhe opened a nother doꝛe, with 
th:& ſteppes of ſiluer plate, out of the goldſmithes ſhoppe, 
th2zough which ſhe bꝛought p emperour into a moze ſtate⸗ 
ly chamber, foure ſquare as the other was and very rich, 
whereof the feeling and raofe were engrauen gold embol⸗ 
ſed with many pꝛecious ſtones, ſending fo2th ſuch a light 
as it was meruaylous. The Emperour toke no keepe ot 
the riches ofthe place, but of the beautie of a number of 
faire gentlewomen whome he ſaw, ſifting richly apparat- 
led in euerie part of Þ chamber. Among theſe one ſeemed 
to be the pꝛincipall, ſtalled ina ſeate higher then the other, 
and paſſing them all,ſo well in beautie as in rich apparel. 
She, as lady and miſtres aboue them all, held in hir hand 
a Lute, whereon ſhe played and ſung together with ſuch 
an harmony, that it was no lefſe daungerous vnto the 
poꝛe Emperour, then the alluring ſong of ß Permaides 
ſhould haue bene vnto VIyſſes company. She ſange ſwet- 
ly and ſhe withal reached hir warbling notes ſo high and 
ſo ſhill, that it much pleaſed the Emperour, Vir faire x 
golden haire hung downe hir backe, and couered both hir 

ſhoulders, And you mult pardon the Emperour if by this 
he was wholy poſſeſſed with hir loue,+ fozgot his late 
wife the Y2incelſe Briana, The entertainment was great, 
and yet this chaunge pzoceded not thzouh the beautie of 

the 
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the enchauntrelle, foꝛ his owne wife was much fairer, but 
rather by the ferreate vertue of the place, which was 
therto deuiſed, acto2dinge as ſhall bee recited hereafter, 
By this time the Einperour had cleane loſte the re- 
membꝛaunce of his wife , his Empire, countrey , and 
what els perteined to him, oncly reioyſing in the loue 
of Lindaraza, (oz ſo thys Lady was called) this hee 
effeemed fo2 his pꝛincipall happe and god Foztune . 
When the Emperour had ſtwde ſtone fill a while, 
this Lady roſe from hir ſeate, and laying downe hir lute 
which the helde in hir hand, with hir gentlewomen wap⸗ 
ting on hir, and with a god grace ſhe made towardes the 
Emperour, to take him by the hand, ſaping vnto him. You 
are welcome mot noble and wozthy Emperour Trebatio, 
foz whoſe cõming J haue long time wiſhed . The Empe⸗ 
rour glad of ſuch a welcome, making not ſtraunge of his 
courteſy,albert he could not finde wherby the ſhonld know 
his name, he aunſwered hir. Madame my arriuall cannot . 
be but god, th by it, A may beholde the pꝛicke & pꝛite of » 
all the beautie in the woꝛld, conſpiring as it were in your »» 
excellentie, and ſith you receine me with ſuch fanour, 1 
beſ&ch pon tell mo who pou are,leaft by not knowing you »» 
I might fozeſlow that duetie which J owe vnto pour pers »» 
on. This account replied the Lavy,ſhall be made in better »» 
time, Now know yon that J am all vours and there hal »» 
not be done by me oꝛ my gentlewomen other thing, but to ,, 
doe pou pleaſure in mp pallaice. The Emperdur was in⸗ 
trapped with hir pleaſant ſpeach, and knew not whether 
he were in heauen oz in the earth, and willing to kiffe hir 
hand foꝛ the grace ſhe ſhewed him, che thoright no ſtoꝛne 
of a kiſſe on hir cherke when it was pꝛofred. Then ſhe 
led hym by the hande vnto the place where bir owne 
thꝛone was, there the Emperour felte in himfelfe a great 
tontentment by the touching ok hir white and delicate 
handes, imagining with himlelfe that he was tranſferre d 
into a ſecond heauen. | 


D. Some 
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Some of the ladies helped to vnarme him, x other were 
P not idell, either playing on their harpes, oz ſinging and 
making ſuch muſike, as well eaſed the mindes of the en⸗ 
amoꝛed, ſome bꝛought rich robes to attire the Emperour 
withall, other conſerues and comkettes very comkoztable, 
with delicate wine in great plates and cups of golde to 
rekreſh him as he had nerd, bp reaſon of the trauaile he had 
taken on lot, although other meat liked him better which 
was the ſight of the faire Lindaraza and hir companie, e 
ſhe no lelle cnamoꝛed with him beheld him godly, & with 
bir knife in one hand, and a napkin in the other, ſhe hir 
elfe carued vnto him of thoſe plealant conſerues. 3 do not 
thinck that the Emperour refrained vpon ſtraungenes, but 
ſhe to qicken his ſtomake with many a pleaſaunt deuiſe 
and other amo2zous perſwaſions made him eat a god, and 
very lwerte were thoſe moꝛſels vnto him. When this col 
lation was ended, with ſome ſolempnitie p faire Lindarazaa 
lead him a ſide vnto a great bay window,opening vpon þ 
kreſh & gladſome gardein,th2zough which the Emperour 
with the gentlewomen had befoze paſſed, There they both 
beguiled the tune with pleaſaunt ſpeach c melodie which 
the ladies made in a freſh arbour vpon þ top of two tres 
the Lawzel t the Cipꝛes, the Tenor being mainteined as 
mong them onely by Highlingales. J denie nat but the ſa, 
uour alſo of þ ſweet ſmelling flowers refreſhing their Tpzits 
did encreaſe their appetites, and gaue hope of better iop fo 
tome. When it was time to ſup, the fables being ſpꝛed, 
they were ſerued of exquiſit deinties. Supper being done, 
the two eſtates fell to their wonted diſcourſes, . At was 
now night, and vet there needed neither toꝛch noz candel. 
The bꝛightnes of the ſtones enchaffed in p walles made 
the chambers as light as the daye, when it was time to 
fleepe,the fayze Pꝛinteſſe Lindaraza bzought the Empe⸗ 
rour to hir owne lodging, richly adozned with uke And 
golde where was a riche and ftately bedde, and fhers 
vnclothed by hir gentlewomen bolh of hem wen Bhi 
2 * e 
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bed, 1 remaining thus, both ol the reioyſed of their loues fo 
their contentations, As h Emperour had thus liued wan⸗ 
tonly many dapes, depꝛiued of his vnderſtanding, ſauing 
onely in honozing hir which was befoꝛe him. In the end, 
beautiful Lindaraza was great with childe, 1 bare him a 
daughter of rare beautie called Lindaraza, by hir mothers 
name: from who iſſued a great noble race, which bicauſe 
in his place it ſhall be largely declared, I ſhall ouerpaſſe 
nolb, bꝛieflp touching ſuch occurrents as J read off, in the 
meane time. 
4 The Emperours knightes finde not their Lord, and the 
Humgarians miſſe the Prince of England, Cap.Io 
Wen the Gmpreronr Trebatio was in his queſt of the 
nchaunted chariot, the fto2y telleth that his knights 
might not come nere him ſome bicauſe they could not take 
their hoꝛſes, and fome bicauſe his hozſe ranne ſo faſt,foz 
he ouercame in hal fe a daies iournep the trauaile of, vii j 
— I thmike)fs; that he was caried both by his own 
ire the diuels dꝛiuing, otherwile it ban ben impoſſis 
to haue endured ſo great paines. Fo2 this cauſe J ſay, 
although the knighfes rode ſo faſt as they might, yet they 
- could not come within the ſight of him,no2 finde whiche 
way he Was gone, pet with ſo:rowe and griefe.efpecially 
thꝛough the feare which they conceined by his medling 
with p Giants, they parted companies,euery man taking 
a ſeuerall way fo ſeize the Emperour, and they agree 
af the monthes ende fo mete at one place. The moneth 
tame when as pet none of them had heard any news of 
him, although they ſought him in diners partes. They all 
meruapled, dut not knowing what to ſap, in the end, they 
determinod at ſome other time to meat + to enter into this 
queſte againe. Ko; this time they altogether tobe to⸗ 
wardes the taupe which they lefte befo:e. the Tits 
. of Bel rado, where they abode not longe , but remem⸗ 
elues of their p2omile,they met at the place 
a and deuided themſelues accozamgly © - _

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The iii. Hungarian kniqhts, fering to be difcried by thoſe 
which went to ſeeke pꝛince Edward the couertlieſt which 
they might, they went toward the campe of the Emperour 
t ther remained ſometime, after they folowed into Greece, 
wher they tarried til p retourne of Emperour, accoꝛding 
as ſhalt be mentioned hereafter. Now by this time with 
no lelle care t diligfce,pzince Edward was ſought by many 
knights in all p kingdome, foꝛ that the king had giuen him 
no longer time to remaine in p monaſtery of the riner then 
th:e& dayes . There was already tolde xx. daies when he 
came not. Firlt the he ſent many of his knights to know þ 
cauſe of his tarrying,theſe retourned vnto þ king with an⸗ 
ſwere þ they neither found him in p minlter,noz could here 
tidings ofhim by the way. Then the king diſpatched other 
mellengers to enquire after him and his knightes in all 
the land, but they bꝛought the like aunſwere,yet again he 
ſent moze then 1000 well pꝛepared foz warre, with au⸗ 
thoꝛitie of ſerch th2ough al his kingdome, that they might 
b2ing newes of life oꝛ death. But al was one, laſt of al, fes- 
ring leaſt peraduenture he had ben taken paiſoner by fe. 
enmies,he wꝛote vnto the Emperours camp to know the 
truth, to the ende he might ranſome him, if ſo it were, but 
net hearing any newes, he then bewailed the Joſle of the 
pꝛinte, and became very ſozowfull, like as contrary wyſe 
b emperials bemoned their Emperour. Theſe things haps 
pened ſo in the necke one of an other, that Tiberios judge 
ment failed fo decide p truth, s he pittied him with no leg 
gricfe then if he had bene his owne ſonne,partly foz hys 
daughters ſake, who muff needs be partener of hir huſvads 
miſaduenture, t partly fo2 the-painceſſe parents who could 
not wont ſome ſoꝛow cõceiue of his miſſing, albeit al this 
happened moze byÞ miſgiuing of his own minde, then by 
unp certeintie he found, Pou haue heard perticulerly ti 
rare at the king Tiberio,now you mult conſiver of the viii 
Hence ol pᷣ king of Boheme by y ſembiable. An othet month 
dad end e þknights votaries r 
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of the Empersur without any newes ok their Lozde» 
which no doubte much moleſted the whole hoaſt, but in 
eſpeciall it afflicted the kinge of Boheme to tee them 
tome without him . As they made declaration of the 
whole monethes trauaile, it little pleaſed the king, one⸗ 
ly faz the laue hee barg ta the Emperour and the wante 
of his pꝛeſence in a time ſo daungerous , hee wept as 
ſoꝛe foꝛ him, as if he had ſeene his little childe giue vp 
the ghoſt , The lolle of the Emperour thus publiſhed 
thꝛough the armie,there was no one which ſozowed not 
inwardly,fo2 he had the loue of all his ſubiets, - |. 
Albeit this was bateleſle, yet his laus beguiled him, toꝛ p 
king vet charged moꝛe then 2.000, knights with y ſearch 
of » Emperour in al places, as well by ſea as by land, but 
it naught auailed foꝛ 2̊ iland of Lindaraza held him ſo ſure 
that he could not; be found, and if he had bene found, pet he 
was ſo wel garded, that the whole hoaſt had not ben able 
to haue deliuered hun from the inchaunted caſtle: Whilg 
theſe things were in doing, the king of Bohome him ſelfe 
fet the remainder on werke to afſalt the cite, with ful pur⸗ 
poſe not to leaue the ſiege, till either he knew where the 
Emperour mas, oa had lien a halte peare longer, at the 
ende whereoff he would raiſe the liege and {a depart into, 
Greece aggive-Jn this time the Hungarians iſſued outor 
their eifie- aa inſt the Grecians, and there was betweeng 
them many eruelh and bloady ſkirmiches The Greekes, 
did nobly as vou map reade in their feuerall hiſtoꝛieg at 
this time bicauſg fey. are not af the ſupſtaunce ot my.

Any and hotte bickeringes there were betweene the 
Emperours people and the kinge of Hungaric, 
while the ſiege laſted againſte the cifye of Belgrado:

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but bicauſe the hiſtoꝛy hath moze to intreate of other eſpe⸗ 
cial aduentures, it renitbꝛeth not euerie particuler, which 
happened in the ſkirmith, It ſayeth in effect that as thoſe 
of the citie were many,fo they were well pꝛouided of all 
furniture, that the Greeks might not enter into the citie, 
albeit many of them had done meruailous deeds in armes. 
After one veare was come and gone, the king of Boheme 
with all the pꝛincipall of his hoaſt, thought it beſte to 
raiſe the ſiege then lying beſo2ze the citie, and with bag e 
baggage to marche homewardes to Conſtantinople , to 
the ende, fo giue out a new oꝛder, foz the finding of the 
Emperour. Do within two vayes they had all charge to 
packe and p2epare the ſelues foꝛ their retourne :'the ſoul⸗ 
dyers not pet foꝛgetting the lofſe of their Lozde , which 
they ſhewed by their chere. The king of Boheme the em⸗ 
pcrours vnckle well perceiving it, and knowing how the 
nod Emperour, was wont to encourage and comfozte 
them, he toke ſome paine in it at that time, and being well 
ſetled in Conltantinople, foz the better pacifiꝑng of all 
tumults, the army as yet not diſper ſed, he fwke vpon him 
the gouernment of the Emppꝛe in his nephewes name, 
at the humble fufe of all the Emperialls, after he pꝛoui⸗ 
ded the beſt that he might, foz a ne we ſearch of the Em⸗ 
perour, wearing many god knights vnto this enterpꝛice. 
Which likewiſe the king of Hungarie did ſend certaine 
newes into Englande, and to haue ſome ſufficient guide 
to conduct the army honewards at the end of two peres, 
all which time he deteined the ſonldiers-, vpon hope ta 
finde their Captaine, na news beuig heard of him. The 
Binge embarked thei homewardes to arcafe Britaine, 
with giktes and pꝛeſents vnto the king of Englande, and 
ſufficient rewards plentifully beſtowed vpon the mainye, 
ouer and aboue the due payment of their wages, This the 
liberalitie of the king, p:ofited him net a lit le in other 
matters of great impoꝛtaunce, as vou ſhall vnderſtande 
in this hiſtoꝛy.

the moſt auncient and true recozds of the Al 
ens it appeareth that in tdac time, when H he. 
ede pꝛedeteno df the great E mperour Freba- 
tio ruled in the Empyze of Greece: there gouer⸗ 
ned among the Perſianis the mightie Orixerges king of 
Perlia and Souldah bf Babilon, fox his great power as 
mong the be. v. much renowned and feared-This man 
after he had lined iti great pꝛoſperitie , dped leauing be⸗ 
hinde him thze ſons,p eldeft king of Perſia, ſerdõd Soul- 
dan of Babilon , the thirde Loꝛd of the Craniſn'Jlande 
which is in the red Sea, whence allo 4&faketh: the name, 
bicauſe al þ lad is died with p colour. This third bzother 
from his vouth was very ſkudyous and genen abone all 
to Aſtrology, and other vnknowen ſcienees. In theſe he 
became ſo exqaiũitep ſcarſe in his time might any be cõ⸗ 
pared vnto hun. The greateſt parte ot his life time, he 
dwelt in that Jlame choſing that place as maſt conueni⸗ 
ent foꝛ his ſtudie.

Ukyere he remained ſometimes very well welcomed and 
beloucd of the Souldan, foz he was a god knight. The 
Souldan had a little ſonne and a meruailous faire daughs 
ter whoſe name was called Baliſea, of hir Florion became 
enamoured & requiring hir to wife ok hir father, ſhe was 
graunted him, and the mariage celebꝛate detwene them 
with great ſolemnitte of feaſts and triumphs, While he 
was thus within dwzes ſpozting,ther was wozſe newes 
abzoad; Foz amightie Pagan called, Africans the bꝛaueſt 
and boldeſt knight that euer was in all the cgaſtes of A.

The Peres 
of his kingdome ſent meſſengers vnto him, declaring the 
whole ſtate of þ coũtry, how vnable if was to make refs 
ſtaunce, without the leuping of a newe armp, and ſome 
fo2rayns ſuccours. 

Then the P2ince aſſembled the ropalleſt army that he 
might in the lande of the Souldan and ſhipped into Perſia, 
there to gine battaile vnto Africano,s to puniſh by armes 
his enemies intruũon. But he reckened without his hoſt, 
Foz he had not rode x. myles in hys owne kngdome when 

: the mightie Africano came and pytcheb neere with his 
whole army, and in the firſt fielde diſcomfited Florion the 
molt part of his people being ſlapne. The Peince Flori⸗ 
on haſted info Babilon, foz euer diſpatring to be reueſted 
in his ſegnioꝛies, and Aﬀricanes power was ſo great, that 
he well wotte al the Souldans — to be of little fozce 
to withſtande him The Souldan receined him gladde 
of his eſcape , but yet ſozye agayne foz his people 
and dilheritinge of his Nephewe in ſo noble a kings 
doms. 

As they were thus ſ620wfull within a fewe dayes afs 
ter came into y court the third bzother Lyrgandeo, which 
As the ſfozy ſapth inhabited the crimfin Jlande , at his 
comming they wer mach quteted, he bad them be at reſt 
and not take care foz the kingdome of Perſia fo2 that 

there was among the Chꝛiſtians a childe boꝛne in the 

happieft und moſt foꝛtunate houre that euer knight had 

bene boꝛne in, the which by god aduenture ſhoulde be 
bdꝛought to thoſe parts, and by His noble valeur aud 

vertue „ ſhdulde delpuer the Souldan and the Pin ⸗ 
cefe off his. daughter from deathe, oz (ron perpetual 
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impꝛifonment, e diſpoſſcſſing the wicked infruder, ſhould 
place the P2ince Florion in his lawfull enheritaunce , to 
his owne great gloꝛy and the vtter confuſion of his ene⸗ 
mies. This done that Florion ſhould enioy his kingdome 
in peace and tranquilifie all his life, vntill then he reque⸗ 
ſted them to haue patience, ſith it is not yet ſaith he when 
theſe things ſhall happen. | 

Lyrgandeo was helde foz a very wiſe man, and they 
all beleued his ſaying , foꝛ that at other times he had de⸗ 
uined of many things which came to pafle acco2dingly: 
but pet they knew not who that knight might be ſo ſtrong 
as to reſiſt the foꝛce of Africano, foz he was reputed the 
bꝛaueſt # moſt valyant knight of the wozlvbe,e they were 
very deſirous euery day to heare of his arriuall in their 
lande. Now not a moneth after this the wiſe Lyrgandeo, 
counſatled with the Pꝛince Florion in ſecret willing him 
immediatiy at that houre to take rr.knights of the beſt he 

had in the court and hiinſelie, and to embarke themſelues 
in a warte ſhippe, as it were to ſcowze the coaſts, Mher 
ſailing in the Sea Mediterraneum, Foꝛtune ſhouid being 
vnto their power two little bopes the moſt beautifuil 
and extellent that euer he had ſene, with theſe ſapth he 
you thall refeurne to Babilon, fo2 theſe are the nurſes of 
pour god happe. The Prince glad to pleaſe his vnckle, 
choſe gut his knights; and toke leave of the Souldan, de⸗ 

; parting; from Babilon, and paſſing th2ough Aſia the Icſfe, | 
he camo to a hauen in Phrygia,where he put himſeife and 
his mates in a ſhip well purnayed of vittaile, and lately 
rigged and trimmed fo2 ſome ſuch: vorags. In this with a 

pꝛoſperous winde he layled till at the ende ofxij: dapes 

mounting on the tilbacke of the ſhippe to oke if perhaps 
he might behold the thing of which the wiſe man bad 
tolde him . It was fo that he kenned à farre ot a little 
barke in which the gentleman of the @unne was diving 
towardes them, and the waues rocking it on eurp fide, Jt 
might be that this boate defended the burden naturaliye, 
| as 


\ 
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as onely following the courſe ol the waues: But Frits 
ther beleue that God which had created him with:fo won ⸗ 
derkull marks, foke this care and kerpe of him, vntiil 
that Florion eſpying the barke comming righte towards 
him, and the gentleman in it ſo beautifull and bzight-as 
an Angell ol heauen, no tounge can expꝛelle the tov that 
nowe he pꝛomiſed himfelfe touching the perforrmannce 
of that hope which Lyrgamdeo gane him to repollefie his 
kingedome. His conceit alſo as conterning the beautie of 
Donzel del Febo was, that ſoine one ot his celeſtiall gods 
had begotten him on ſame faire Lady here on the barth, 
and thereloꝛe as to a perlonage, which did participate 
with the deitie, he bowedehimſelfe, honduring and embaa⸗ 
ting Donzel del Febo, vpõ his knees thancked his gods 
foꝛ Þ grace they did him in delmnering into his hands one 
w whom they t hemſelues might toy. The beautiful voũg 

gentleman; which ſaw hun ſo beloꝛe him embaſed.,feared 
bun not a whit although p armour gliſtered, but with a 
ioytull and pleaſant tountenaunce rolled him and claſped 
his armes about his necke, as if he had knowen him 
long time. J doe not thincke that the deſtre of ſalety made 
him ſo to fawne vpõ Florion, fog they with whom he mas 
earſt acquainfed woꝛe no armour. But the Naince Flori⸗ 
on toke him vp in his armes and kiſſed his white © ro⸗ 
ſeall checkes as tenderly as if he had ben his olune childe, 
making hum to eate of p moſt delicate meats which he had 
. the on boꝛde. The little boy which was very hungry fed 
very well, and from that time fo2th loued the Pzince. Flo⸗ 
rion moꝛe then any ot her:as it is natural in man to pꝛe⸗-⸗ 
ferre thoſe of whome they receiue beneſites When the 
gentleman of the Sunne was well ſatiſſied, the Pzince 
Florion entred againe into his owne thippe and hoyſed 
laple toward Phry ga with a god winde, 
i:0 =0Y Prince Florin in bis waye eee 4 
99 aduenture the young gentleman Clauergudo 


ſonne 
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ſonne ta the king Oriſteo of Fraunce and bringeth him 
wich the gentleman of the Sunne to Babilon. Capexyij jo 
2 Þe ſecond dap after the Pzince D onzel delFebo, 
SL had bene thus taken into Florions ſhipper, they tours 
ned about. towards Phrygu whence: they firft departed 
andeſcreed at th2e& of the ddocke in the mo2ning right as 
gainſt their Gip;e an other the talleſt 4 beautifulteſt hyp 
that they had euer ſerne, which the faſter it ſayled, the ne- 
rer it app2oched to their veſſell.oꝛ the Pilot directed ther 
courſe ſtraight vpon Florions ſhip, and in hoꝛt ſpace they 
iopned together. This ſhip; grappling with the other, by 
and bya Chefetaine getting vpon the hatehes commaun⸗ 
ded all in the other ſhippe to peelde as pꝛiſcners. Then 
the ſtrong Florion not knowing who they were; toke a 
heuy & well ſteled batte il are, t getting vpon pᷣſhipboꝛd, 
made him aũſwer on this iuiſe. What art thau knigbt ſo 
arrogant, which'without:knowing who we be, wouideft 
„ make vs thy pꝛyſoners. d hat map vou be ſapd the 
v that vou can acquite your ſelues from the terrible Mam- 
v briniano which commeth in this ſhippe, now ercept yeu 
„ do this that J commaund vou, all the woꝛid is not; ffi» 
„ tient to make vou a way to efcape his handes. Untill this 
„ day there was neuer boꝛne a man:which-hath made lyke 
-» effuſion of humaine bloud in this Sea. Then fayne weuld 
» I fe this bzane knight aunſwered p Pꝛince Florion, and 
„ ſcarcely had ſpoke theſe woꝛdes, when the diucliſh rouer 
armed with a very great t heauie armonr;# à battell are 
of fine ſteele in his handes, iopned to the P2znce. fpedely, 
and without God ſpede you, layde at him ſuch a a blowe 
vpon the headperce, as might haue clouen his head in pe⸗ 
tes. But the ꝛince was delyuer and quicke, and ſcruig 
the battell are deſcending the ay2e beatt befoꝛe it, he ſtept 
aſide t the vlowe fell vpon the plancks of the ſhip, which 
made a-qreatpeece thereof to fall into p water, auite ſhut⸗ 


ny him, from hape of a feeond blowe, Cheu * bolde 
orion 
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Florion cloſing with him, gave him a buffer 1oith his 
ſ\wo2de, vpon his great and fine helmet thaf he made him 
bowe his knees, and with the great weight of his body 
ſcarſelx migbt this rouer ariſe, but he tournedhimſeife: 
with great paine to ſtrike the Pꝛince Thore beganne a 
bꝛaue and ter ible battaple, either of their knights much 
amaſed in beholding the, Now wel fare thy hart thou wa⸗ 
lyant Florion, foꝛ thou much diſappointedif Mambtinia⸗- 
no of his enterpꝛiſe, madſt him confelle that in twentie 
peres robbing on the Sea, of ſo many as he might finde, 
he had neuer met knight which had put him in io great 
baunger,noz fonght with one ok ſo great koꝛce. Thus they 
fought halle an houre 4 no man might iudge who ſhould 
haue the better. Che great rover ſfrake With all his ſoꝛce 
at his enemy, (but the finall houre of his owne life owe 
edging niere hun) fo it was that the couragiois P2ince' 
a ayoyded it æ as he was already entred into the god ſuc⸗ 
eee ok bis vovage, hanihg in his power the gentleman 
of the Stine, (6 fired all with wꝛath, his colour (as a 
man might lay) bewzaying his choler, he gane the touer 
with both hys hands ſuch a blowe vpon the head that he 
he felled him to the grounde, and befoze the rouer might 
get on his knees, he gaue him another betweene his hel- 
met and his n:ckepzece,and layd him flat vpon the planks | 
of the ſhippe. Ther the wꝛetched Mambriniano with his 
gltittonos deſire ſpitte out his ſtincking and cozrupted - 
ſppꝛite, and the noble Florion reſted not heere but with 
a b2zaue and ffoute courage entred in the ſhippe and 
lapde about hin on both fides, The knights of the ro⸗ 
ner to revenge their Loꝛds death wounded him on all 
all parts, but by and by there boꝛded them the twen⸗ 
tie knights of the P2jnce,all chofen men of war r helped 
their Loꝛd in ſuche wiſe , that in ſhozte time the grea- 
felt parte of their enemies were fapne , and the reite 
ſeeing their fall, yeelded themſclues to his mercye. The 
battaite thus ended, the Pꝛince would ſee what was

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in the ſbippe ſoꝛ he beleued that there was within great 
riehes accoꝛding as the dealings of p rouer had ben. Ther 
was much treaſure found, but ſearching euery place ok it, 
they faund in a cabbin a knight ol an indifferent age; clo⸗ 
thed with rich garments, and by his graue c untenaunce 
ſwing to he ot god account, and nere vnto him a young 
gentleman of foure-o2 fiug yeares olde, very beautifull 2 
ſcemely araved in cloth of golde and about his necke a cole 
ler ot golde ſet with rich and pꝛecious tones, The young 
gentleman was fo gratious in behauiour.p if Florion had 
not hefoꝛe ſœne the gentleman ol the Dunne he had be⸗ 
leued him to be the faireſt and pꝛopereſt gentleman that 
euer be had ſens, and-defiring to know, who they were, he 
ſaluted them courteouſly , willing the knight to tell him 
who they were. He which had already knowne Florions 
great vertue in the battaile-that hee had with the reuer, 
roſe, with the young Ane e fi 55 where he 
55 Dyrknight Jam a pilot. fot | All Brinianoy 
»» which toke me and this young. genfleman at a place. nere 
„n hauen of the Dea, and ſith G O D by 0 ath; 
bene ſo faucurable vnto you, that ina rightcous battaile 
„ you haue flaine him, we. remaine now foz. yours: to dor 
7 with vs that which Hall ſme belt vuto pou,and we haue, 
„gd hope. that with a knight of ſo grtat valcur „ there 
v cannot happen vato vs ſo much cuill as, with him which 
» toke vs pꝛiſoners The Pꝛince accepted well that which, 
he ſayd vnto him, and pzayed him to go on in detlaringe 
who he was, foz that by lacke of knowledge he mig ht. 
fozellacke to doe to them the honour that they NN” 
Albeit nowe the knight wiſhed. that he might dinemble at 
foz the daunger which might enſue, yet in the ende, Wits 
ting his affiaunce in the Pꝛince, he ſayb vnto hun. Sith 
» it lpketh you fir knight to know who le be only to pleaſe 
„ you J will tell it vou, though A would glably hane ſup⸗ 
2» pzefſed our names till Faztune ſemetvhat moze Ts 
| uo 
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vnto vs ſhould haue bewꝛayed it. But knowe you that , 
this poung gentleman is called Clauergudo, and is the „ 
ſonne ol the king Oriſteo, king of Fraunce, onely inheri- „ 
tour and ſucceſſour of that great kungdome, and J haue „ 
to name Armineo, being bother ts the king Oriſtco 6 
vnckle to this young gentleman. The whole oꝛder of this „ 
miſtoꝛtune was in this ſozte. One day foz to ſpozte our „ 
ſelues in the company of many other knightes „we rode ,, 
to a fay2e foareſt nere vnto the Sea, and the knightes ,, 
which came with vᷣs, the moſt of them delighting inhuns ,, 
ting,ſeuered themſelues-foz their diſpoꝛt, in ſuch manner „ 
that the young gentleman and J with onely x. knigbtes „ 
were left in a freſh and fayze harbour about a well,nere ,, 
adioyning vnto the Sea. In this time while our knights „ 
followed their game, this great Koner Mambriniano „ 
whether eſpying vs, oꝛ by chaunce taking lande foz freſh , 
water, wer knawe not, but with moꝛe then xx. knightes ,z 
he beſet vs and although wee defended our ſelues ſome⸗ 
time, in the ende, this gentleman and J were taken ,, 
pꝛiſoners, and our. x. knightes flayne and ſoze wounded zz 

befoze the other knightes which hunted in the fozreſt 
might vnderſtande of it. Pe carrped vs tohis ſhippes „ 
where it is moze then a moneth p wee haue ben in this ,,

Foz my ſelfe-Sir, as J neuer hope fo libertie, fo re⸗ zz 
ſpect not my impꝛiſomment, but ſoz this fayꝛe young gen⸗ z, 
tleman my heart is ſoꝛe wounded. J had rather ſuſfer. r. 
deathes, then anꝝ ſuch miſfoztune ſhould happen to him., 
Bicauſe that when fuch newes hall be repozted to hys ,

ned in p court of the Souldan as in þ tourt of the king his 
father, x when my god foztune wil ÿ my ſeat ſhah be eſta⸗ 
bliſhed, he c you ſhall retourne into Fraunce W my ſhips, 
my people, my ſelſe alſo if it be ſo tonuenient. When p 
pꝛince had here ſtaped, Armineo was wel contented with 
his talke, taking him foz a knight of great pzowelle, x al⸗ 
thought p long ay py p pzince Clauergudo ſhould make in 
this countrey.greeued him: yet with hope to retourne in 
the ende, ſeeing it was not in his power to doe atherwiſe, 
he ſubieced his will to the pꝛinces commaunde, with 
courteous woꝛdes rendꝛed him thanckes foz the ſtoꝛie of 
his aduentures, & fo2 p offer he had made the, 8 pith of his 
aunſwere being in 2 woꝛds this. Be it as vou haue ſaid 
ſy2,fo2 I denie nat but Þ gentlemã Clauergudo ſhal gaine 
very much by bis bzinging vp in vaurs e your vnckles ſo 
noble a court. With-theſe-pzofers to and fro, Florion toke 
Clauergudo in his armes. & entred in his own ſhip, Armi⸗ 
neo following him, when Armineo had behe lde within 
Florions ſhip the yaung Donzel del Febo, you muſt not 
meruaile though hr bleſſed himſelfe,foz there was none 
whiche had had but a bluſhe of him within his tender 
F. ij. reares 
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-ycares,but toke him rather fo be a celeffiall Seraphin, 


then an humaine creature, and belæued that this might 
not be done without ſome great miſterie,as if ; younge 
gentleman ſhewinge in hys infancie the comelineſle of 
ature, and other excellent quahties wherewith he was 
endued , beſides the ſtraunge findinge him alone in the 


rage of the tempeſt, dyd well fozeſhewe his nobilitie 


in time to come. But when they ſawe him naked and the 
poꝛtrature of the Dunne , with the b2ightnelle that it 
gaue to the beholders it was ſo ſtraunge that they called 
to minde Phactons fall out of heauen, comparing thys 
pounge gentleman with Phaeton as ifł he had bene 
Phoebus ſonne, like as Phaeton was, although ſome- 
what diuers, agapne in this foz that Phaeton faking his 
fathers chariot, foz his pꝛeſumption was dꝛenched in 
the Sea, this pounge gentleman was pꝛeſerued in the 
Sea, as betokeninge ſome greater ſecrecie in Nature , 
Armineco was belt apayed to haue the companie of ſo 
excellent a gentleman foz the Pzince Clauergudo . Now 
by ß way this may vou learne, although they could not 
tell Donzels name, vet by the tokens he had vppon him, 
they named him the gentleman of the Sunne, ſome what 
in other tearmes in the Perſian tongue, but in ſignifica⸗ 
tion, all one with the name that his mothers gentle wo⸗ 
man gaue him in Hungary, beeing woꝛth the markinge 
that both Perſians and Hungarians ſhoulde ſo iumpe in 
naminge him. Wut to maße halt homewardes they 


tone the way fo Phrygia, and with a god winde ere. xv. 


dapes they landed there, and comming a ſhoꝛe, they 
ſente harbengers afoꝛehande, as well fo aduertiſe the 
Souldan and Lyrgandeo of the Pzinces comming 
as to puruape by the wape, of lodginge foz the 
effafes, The two young gentlemen be- 
ing not a little welcome vnto Florions 
two vncklcs, as you may reade in 
the next Chapter,

O ye ſouereigne Gods, immoꝛtall thancks 
be giuen dnts you foz the high lauour you haue ſhewed 
vnto vs, in bꝛinging into our power this rare gentle⸗ 
man ag frog haue imparted of your molt ſecret 
graces. O that mine armes coulde once merits ſich an 
heanenly burden. O how well may Babilon reiopte fith 
he is thether brought, whoſe gloꝛy ſhall no lelle lifter 
thxFIapthe earth, chen the bꝛighe Dunne chineth in the 
wolld. Who'deferneth to haue his biving amonge the 
demigods fox his valotr and mightineſſe O © how be thal 3; 
raet out the memozie of Ninus and Xerxes, and all the „, 
pꝛide of the Aſßirian monarches. From hence foyth „ 
Afstria, fo: bieingonely the traveil of this gentlentans „

lawe of God: in ſuch manner that although his educati⸗ 
on was among the Pagans, pet the Pꝛince was alwaies 
god chꝛiſtian. The wiſe Lyrgandeo likewiſe carefnil 
of the gentleman of the Sunne, i of Brandizel, read vnto 
them diltgently what was cõuenient, ſaue that as he was 
a Pagan, ſo hee acquainted them onely with Pagan ſie 
in their religion: Which errour notwithſtanding afs 
terwarde they both 'renouticed , This was the trap⸗ 
ning vp ol the poung pꝛinces in the court of the Souldan, 
as -heedfully loked vnto , as it it had bene in their pa⸗ 
rents courtes. But as their yeares multiplied , ſo they 

exceeded, all others inferiour in iudgment, wit, diſcre⸗ 
tion, godlineſſe of ſtature, actiuitie , and all that which 
was requiſite:to ſach pꝛinces, but eſpecially and aboue 
all his equales , Donzel del Febo ſurpaſſed . Foz at⸗ 
teining to the age of x.peares, hee ſeemed fo bee moze 
then xv. both foꝛ witte and ſtrength, courage and pol⸗ 
licie, and by the bianefle of his body beeing withal well 
featured) men gathered vndoubfedly of his might. They 
made their argument thus. Ir he be ſo ſtrongly ſet in his 
youth at x. veares, what will he bee at xx. And truely als 
though his father the Emperour Trebatio was big of bo- 
dy, às the hiſtoꝛie hath already ſpecified,beeing. viti. fot in 
height, pet Donzel del Febo ouerreached him ſomewhat, 
E with al this maintoined p pꝛerogatiue of his pꝛopoꝛtid. 
So y I thinck. our painfers as well Grecians as Aſsiri⸗ 
ans had ncuer te perfect knowiedge fo dzawe and finith 
p true p2opoztion of man, befaꝛe they had the view of this 
knight. His picture was ſent into ſundꝛy parts as 5 no⸗ 
bleſt painfury ere was wzought. Beũdes this, ther appez 
red in his face a maieſtie ſo graue 4 pꝛincelike, ᷣ it ſtroke 

a feare of him into mighty Pzinces. Foz all this, he was 


pet oł behauioue affable 4 ſomewhat familiar, p he which 
F. üiij, knew him 
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him well, albeit bis mozfall enimie could not but highty 
tommend al it, What ſhal J ſay? as the Adamant tone 
deaweth to it the hard and ſharye y2on hy bis bidden 


vertue, ſo likewiſe this knight pꝛotured the lone, as well 


of foes as of lriendes, and of as many as knewe him and 
were conuerſant with hun, And fo this younge gentlo⸗ 
men Clauergudo and Brandizeb, and other younge gens 
tlemen which were bis playfellowes were fo gladde of 
him, that they could at no time be. witbaut) bim. Nowe 
bicauſe we baue moꝛe perticulerly to deſcende inta this 


ſtozie hereafter, and to deſcribe; the manifolde graces of 


this knight, fo2 tbeſe matters we will let them paſſe at 


this time, and remember vcu of his age uf rij.ycares , at

* Any times the Souldan and the Paince Florion, with 
V ſome other knightes fo2 their recreations , rode on 
hunting into a thicke wod ſtanding in a faire foꝛreſt ſea- 
ted ſomewhat neere the Sea, and plentifull of all kinde of 
game, eſpecially of wilde boares and fuch like beaſtes. 
Nowe when the young gentlemen could fit their hoꝛſes 
and were able to endure ſome trauaile, they take them 
with them, and furniſhing them with boate ſpeares in 
their handes, they appointed them to the chaſe Some 
game ther was killed befoze them, wherin they foke greaf 
pleaſyre: but eſpecially þ gentleman of Þ Sunne, which by 
himſelf wearied a wilde beare,+ two boares ſo ferce as 
might haue frayed a right god knight. Nis pꝛactiſe was 
alwapes to hunt alone, to haue no mans helpe to the 
encounter with any wilde beaſt. And it was ſo, p one day 
the Souldan would go to the ſame ſoꝛreſt to delight him⸗ 
ſelfe,there foꝛ certeine dayes taking with him the Pꝛin⸗

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telle Baliſea his daughter, and the traine of many Labyes 
and gentle women and the maſt pꝛincipall Loꝛdes of his 
tourte, bicauſe the place was gallant and deledable, and 
replenuſhed with varietie of game, being as J ſayd hard 
won the cliffes of the Dea, Fo2 this cauſe there were re⸗ 
red vp many panilions there, and there was puruayed 
of other pꝛoimiom neceſſary for the houſholde. Be made 
his owne tent to be pitched in a ſtouriſhing medowe next 
to a godly fountaine : Ther reſted he one day ſolacing him 
ſelfe among his knights, fo2 the firſt day they wente not 
vu to ſecke their game. The next day rarely in the moꝛ⸗ 
ning the Pꝛince Elorion the voung gentlemen and the 
moſt part ot all the unights toke their way though the 
foꝛreſt clim ing vp a ſteepe hyll, and parted themſelues in⸗ 
to ders companpes, ſome to rapſe the game, and others 
to be at the rec eipte. The Souldan and the Pꝛinceſſe with 
hir Ladpes, and only xv. knights remaining in their tents 
as veaniavofull-of any daunger ik any ſhoulde happen. 
The Bunne being almoſt at the higheſt, and his beames 


moꝛe direct, the Souldan with the P2incelle his daugh- 


ter and hir gentlewomen lefte their tent and came to the 
fountaine the water being cleere and the place well ſha⸗ 
dowed with trees, there in the quyet ſhade ta abide the 
comming of the Pꝛince Florion and the young gentle⸗ 
men to dinner. In the meane time the gentlemen ſewers 
pꝛepared the cupbwꝛde and the cokes made ready foꝛ din⸗ 
ner. The tables being ſpꝛedde vpon the greene graſſe and 
euery man attentiue fo his function, the officers to their 
tharge, the knights to their game, and the Souldan with 
the Pꝛinteſſe and Ladpes to refreſhe themſclues in the 
cole ayze: there came in place a mightie and wofull Gy⸗ 


ant, with moꝛe then twentie knyghts after him The 


Ladyes ſcreched out, but ther was no remedy, Foz the 

Gyant with his knights toke the Souldan, the Pzinceſſe, 

and mot of the gentlewomen and conuayed them into a 

chäriok diawne by ſtrong hoꝛſes IT with

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them fo2 the ſame purpoſe, with the outcries of the Lay 
dyes the knights which were in the tent iſſued and (&ing 
their Loꝛd and the P2inceſſe with hir Ladyes ſo carryed 
awap perkoꝛte (albeit this they did moze foꝛ ſhame then 
20ugh hardineſſe, yet) they made fowardes the Gyan 
with their woꝛdes and began to compatſle him about, but 
they lo ill perfourmed their duetie that in ſhoꝛt time them 
ſelues were either wounded, ſlaine, taken, oꝛ put to flight, 
and their Loꝛd foꝛ lacke of reſcewes was bound and fet⸗ 
tered . The Gyant hauing his pꝛave withall the haſt he 
might take towarde the Dea, where he had a god ſhippe 
in redinelſe . The lamentable noyſe which the — 
made was ſuch that it beat thzough'Þ apꝛe unto ſkyes 
and yet could not penetrate ſo farre as to P2ince-Florion 
NIN. oꝛ his knights, either that they wer ſo eager in the purſute

| | death oꝛ duraunce. The lothſome Gyant wondꝛing at the 

voung gentleman comming toward him, with great fury 
lite vp both his hands to his head, and there ſtaying on 
fte as he was, made a fierce and ſterne countenaunce of 
diſdayne till the voung gentleman appꝛoched. But the 
noble 4 valyant Donzel del Febo bo2ne foz the achieue⸗ 
ment of greater aduentures, with a furious mode as it 
had bene thunder d2ew nere, and with his boarcſpeare in 
bis hunde being very ſtrong, ſharp, and well ſteeled with 
all his foꝛce he ſhoued it into p bꝛeaſt of the Gpant, that

cloudes dꝛiueth the windes befoze it, might euer giue a 
moze ſodayne oꝛ moꝛe foꝛcible blowe then that which 
Donzel del Febo gaue the Gyant, eſpetially the knights 
of the Gpants retinue not witting who he was, imagined! 
that their 6wne gods had ſent him downe krom the hea⸗ 
uens foꝛ the moꝛe notable chaſtiſement of their Loꝛdes 


trueltie. Now ſome of the knights hearing a ruſhing, a

But from that 
time fo2th, (although befoze likewiſe they loued him) yet 
nowe they made much moꝛe of him, and the Souldan with 
the Pꝛinceſſe and all the courtiers helde him in great ac⸗ 
count alwaye, Hotwithſtanding the repozt'of men, and 
the high extolling ok his actes to his owne face, the gen ⸗ 
tleman ol the Sunne kept the ſame tenour of life, not bea⸗ 


| ring dime any thing bpon his god foztune, but rather

ſayles & became moze lowlier. This his humilitie made 
him much moze to be joued, as the ſpeinckling FRED 
augmenteth the flame in a ſmithes fo2ge ; Clan 
at this time egged on by Donzels god hap,and — 
of riper peares ſued to be made knight. But the wyle 
Lyrgandeo fozgſeeing ſomewhat, and to haue him kepe 
company with Donzel-del Febo, and Brandizel withſtod 
his purpoſe foz that time. Clauergudo was but about, ritif 
oz rv, peares of age, but he was ſo comly and: nimble in 
all feates of armes , that there was not a knight in all 
the court which outpaſſed him , In this manner were 
theſe two gentlemt bought vp in þ Souldans court, with 
great magnificence as if they dad bene in their fathers 
courts, e abone all, they were ſo thzoughly enffruced in 
learning, that ther were none able to came in rentrouer- 
ſie with chem. al this equal to both, not withſtanding the 
difference of bel&fes which ſhall be a like ere it be long. 
Clauergudo which was guided by Armineo his vnckle, 
was a chziſtian:and the gentleman ofthe Sunne beleeued 
in the lawe ol the gentils, as the wiſe Lyrgandeo had 
taught him. Lyrgan deo himſelſe bing hꝛed and bꝛought 
pp in the ſame errnur by his fatber;foz all his great cim⸗ 
ning was not able to finde out the vanitie of hys falſe 
Cods. O the pꝛouidence of God howe much be wer 
bound to the, and howe ill doe wir acknowledge thy 
great godneſſe in ſuffering vs to be become chꝛiſtians, 
when thouſandes wiſe men and myghtie monarches 
dye in p lawe of the gentils, nat all their power- anaileas 
ble to ſaue their ſoules, and their learning nat worth a 
ruſhe foz the diſplaying of the. falhmde of that lawe, 
wherein their Fathers haue noulled them.

ding to make him a true chꝛiſtian, dio by his meanes con⸗ 
uert the wiſe Lyrgandeo to the knowledge of his wyll; 
and poure out his grace aboũdantly vpon the whole kings 
dome of Perſia, acco2ding as moꝛe largely ſhall be reti / 


ted. But to retourne, the two younge genklemen , albe⸗ 


it contrary in pꝛofeſſions, yet in friendſhippe and god

He Souldan and the Prince Florion with all the 
knightes of his courte } greatly pꝛaped their 
Gods that the gentleman of the Sunne might 
come to h age to bee made knight, foꝛ that 
tage into d kingdome of Perſia, 
foz his cauſe as willing ta haue him with them fo2 þ great 
pꝛoweſſe which reſted in him, and they thought their ſtay 
not ouerlong, ſeeing it was not vnlikely that whiche the 
wiſe Lyrgandeo pꝛophetied of him, that he ſhould bee a 
valiant knight, and that without him their entoraunte 
into Perſia were to ſmall effect . Foz this cauſe, they em⸗ 

ployed their care in the aduauncing foꝛ warde of the gen⸗ 
tloman of the Sunne. This gentleman now being of che 
age of xvj.peares, was ſo high and well faſhioned that he 
wanted little in ſtature of any man. Ons day Pzinco 
Florion with many other knights being abꝛoad af p riuer 


to lipe at a fowle,the-young gentleman ae . 
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laic . The Souldan with many of his knyghtes and 
gentle women toke their paſtime in one part of his great 
pallaice where entred in at 5 gates ſire auncient knights 
with while beardes hanging downe to the gyꝛdleſteꝛdes, 
and all armed (ane the beadpietes, compaſſing on eache 
ſide a gentlewoman fayꝛe and young, clothed al in mour⸗ 
ning apparel, and hauing a crobone ot golde vpon hir head. 
This Lady was led by a knight great of body well and 
ſtrongly pꝛopoꝛztioned, and armed at all pointes with a 
rich and ſtrong armour, This knight lifting vp the viſoz _ 
of his helmet, he wed himſelfe to the Souldan, where then 
. perceined his face to be very foule and fearefull , of co- 
loure moꝛe tawnie and ſunburnt, then cole blacke . bys.. 
eyes flaminge in his heade, his noſtrels wide and large, 
b:oade-lipped , and his ſharpe fanges iſſuinge out of his 
mouth like boares tuſkes, and reaching to his chinne, 
ſo that there was no man liuinge but might haue bene 
— of hys fierce ſemblaunce. But beſides this, hee 
was ſo highe that there was not any in that place 
whom this knight exeseded not two ſpanfultes at the 
leaſt, and in makinge of his body he was ſo large and 
well quartered, moꝛe them the compaſle of two knightes.

bigge as they all meruayled at his god making, When 
Cheualiero del Febo ſtayed , Raiartes dzewe nere, and 
with a pꝛaude voyce ſapd vnto him, Thou pꝛeſumptious 1” 
knight,what wouldſt thou gine.now not to be here alone „ 
with me: doeſt thou not thincke it no wiſedome to aduen- „ 
ture thy body wher ther is no hope of ſafety. Alſuredly Ras ,, 
iartes aunſwered the Knight of the Sunne, hetherto J 
haue not ſeene the thing wherefoꝛe J ſhould repent me of , 
mn enterpꝛice, and hetherto J haue had moze experience „ 
of thy vayne and foliſh woꝛdes then of thy great * va⸗ 53 
lpaunt pꝛoweſſe. Raiartes was fel angry at this (the foame 
{ring thꝛough his viſour) would haue runne vppon the 
Knight, but being awarded by ö Judges to the liſts while 
the trumpetts ſounded, he groned out thus muche to him 
ſelke in the curſing of his Foztune , Oh how doth Foz- 
tune enuie my felicitie in pꝛolonging the time thus that 


J cannot ſo ſone as J wold diſpatch this wzetched knight 


ſaying this and ſomewhat els the trumpetts ſtayed, and 
with great rage he ranne towardes the Knighte of the 
Sunne, but the knighte bearing his ſhelde befoze him, 
with his ſpeare in his hande met Raiartes with all his 
foꝛce, with the violence of this courſe, the groundeſhoke 
under their hoꝛſes, and this firſt iouney bꝛaſt their great 
ſpeares into ſmall ſhiuers. Raiartes with the ſtrong en⸗ 
counntry of the knight of the Sunne, doubled and fell 
auer the arſon of the ſaddle, his hoꝛſe carving him out of 
the p2eaſe, to bluſh without company foz neuer in his life 
time had he receiued the iyke blowe; But when hereco- 
uered his ſeate, and ſaw the Knighte of the Sunne not 
ſtirred in his ſaddle, and now with his ſwoꝛd in his hand 
comming toward bim, he dꝛew out his \wo2d which was 


hꝛoad and * in great choller to receiue * 
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fo2-a luretie with the edge of his [woꝛde; te (ſupply that 
which had failed in the popnt of his ſpeare, Woth of them 
madde angry, Raiartes to amend that which he had mard 
in b2ceaking his ſpeare, and the Knight of the Kunne to 
revenge the pꝛoude woꝛdes which Raiartes had ſpoken, 
their frſt blowes were ſuch that their pauiſes wer hew⸗ 
rn a ſunder, and fell to the ground the other patt they af- 


ter thꝛewe from them and griping their \wozbes'in'both 
their handes, they hitte eache other ſuch blowes' vppon 
the helmette that flakes of fire iſſued after them. By this 


time neither of theſe knights were well pleaſed with the 
ether , and they let dꝛyue ſo each at other that inſhozte 
ſpace ther made plain their fingnler můheds , & they which 


'fawe it iudged it to be the bꝛaueſt battaple which they 


had euer ſerne between two knights. The valtantknights 
with malicious eies ſoꝛrowing each at others welfare, bi⸗ 


cauſe their armour was fo god that no ſwao;d would en⸗ 


tet, were much moꝛe wode laying about ths without 02- 


der and taring not where they hit, ſo they might {is tho 
bloud ſpin as fat as the ſparcles enereaſed. 


It 'was nowhalfe an houre ſince the battaile began and 
Raartes well feeling the courage of the knight of 5 Sun, 
in that he had gotten none aduauntage auer him in all 5 
tine. Nowe with what courage foughte he Thineke 
ag beſides himlelfe foꝛ the delire of the Lapp at 
t time he donbfed whether this were the gentleman 
-of the Sunne, whom befoze he had continued, and if it 
wer not he, yet he meruailed in himſelfe who this-valiac 
knight might bre, in the meane while þ Souldan g Florion 


with all the beholvers of the battaile were efoniſhtd: at 


the greatpzoweſſe and valour which the knightof h um 
thewed againft Raiartes, They thought truelyphe-woula 
pꝛoue the beſt knight of the 'wozld,fith:in"lo tender pears 
he was of great vertue. The Pꝛinceſle Radamira which 
loked on this battaile befoze,haife againſt his wil foz fear, 
now viewing how wel hir knight had behaued himtelte a⸗ 
" 2 
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gainſt hir enemie, with greater toy and hope ſhe gaſed 
on him x often pzayed hir gods to graunt him p victozy, . - 
But as J tolde you Raiartes ſœing his aduerlarp ſo vali⸗ 
antly beare himſelſe againſt him, and nat being able to 
gouerne his ill will he liffe him ſelle vp in his ſtirops and 
lent the knight of the Sunne a blowe with all his fozce, 
that although he could not cut his fine helmette, vet he 
made him bowe his head fo his hozſenecke, being blyn⸗ 
ded with the continuall ſparkes of fire which came out of 
his heavpece , The woꝛthy knight of the Dunne com⸗ 
ming agayne to himſelfe and ſitting ſurer in his ſaddle, 
retoutned the lyke blow to Raiartes, ſo that Raiantes loſt 
his memoꝛie and reteiued an other blowe on his bulke a⸗ 
gaynſt the ſaddle bowe , which made the bloud guſhe out 
of his mouth and uoſtrells, and the Knight of the Sunne 
followed him to haue'bnhozſed him. But Ratartes] reco- | 
uered, and ere the knight of the Sunne conlde hit him, 
be gaue him on the leſte ſhoulder a mightie blowe that 
with the weight thereof he had falne to the grounde but 
foz the embzacing of his hozfe necke. Againe Donzel det 
Febo repayed him with a plus vltra, the ſurpluſage moꝛe 
then an oꝛdinary intereſt, and they wounved each other 
mangling them felnes pitifully the claſhing of their ar 
mour was ſo great, that it rang ipke bells in allthe citie. 
This was the ſecond houre of the fight, and the mach 
was equall not being knowne whs had the better hand. 
Raiartes not greatly pawſing, but in his anger reuiling 
his gods ſapd vnto himlelfe , Dh immoztall gods, howe „ 
little is Raiartes beholding vuto pon if a man is able to „ 
-refiſt his might: why? if the repozt of my valyant dredes ,, 
and noble pꝛo weſſe made knowne in the heauens cauſeth , 
vou to maligne my ſtate, tome you downe and fight with ,, 
mo, koꝛz 4 had rather be variquyſhed by pour Drities , 
then to be yelded ko mans ſtrength.

Foꝛ Raiartes ſeeing that the 
longer the battaile laſted, the farther be was from p.vicos 
ry, with all the foꝛce he might, he ſtroke the knight of the 
Sunne ſuch 4. blowe on the helmet that his ſences were 
bereft hiny,+ had he not taken holde of the ſaddle bow, he 


bad kiſſed tbe ground. So the fray was renued, but the 
knight of þ Sunne gaue Raiartes another blow as ſtrong 


which bewitched his bnderftanding, foz his hoꝛſe carried 


bim about the lield, toſſing him on the pomell of his ſad⸗ 


dle as if he had bene dead. The knight of Sunne think ⸗

But Raiartcs had not followed him iii. pates with his

wet with bloud,in great fury ſpurred his hoꝛſe, and met 
Raiartes with ſuch a blowe,y the fine helmet could not 
denie him paſſage, but that he clone Raiartes head in ſun⸗ 
der. Beere Þ ſhute of 8 peole + the pꝛinces Baliſeas calling 
hir awaked the pꝛinceſſe Radamira as it had ben out ot 
a ſound fleepe, and little loking foz: fo god newes : and 
the god knight, (-Raiartes being dead) put bp his ſwozd 
into the ſheth, and demaunded of the iudges if ther were 
ought elſe to do to make the Pꝛinceſſe fro, The Pꝛin⸗ 


ceſſe hearde this gladly,and the iudges annſwered hym 


noe,foz that ſuſſiſed which he had done. Then = 
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the noiſe of inſtruments, and much honour, the iudges led 
the knight of the Sunne from that place to the pallaics 
where with great ioye and pleaſure of the Souldan and 
Florion, he was well reteiued, they ſhewing as muche 
god wyll to him, as if they had neuer inoughe in mas 
king of him, The gentlemen, Clauergudo, and Brandizel, 
glad of their friends conqueſt holpe to vnarme him. Then 
d pꝛinceſſe Baliſca came & the pꝛinteſſe Radamira,dwinge 
hir duetie to the knight of the Sunne, and as not able 
elſe to requite the curteſie he had ſhewen hir, ſhe offes 
red to him both hir landes and hir perſon the better fo 
ſerue him. Thus they toke their reſt many dayes, and 

the god knight was much bonoured of them all And 
there was a great feaſt made, and diuers iuſtes and tur⸗ 
ners there pꝛoclapmed, fo2 the dubbing of Clauergudo 
and other gentlemen kmightes , At this feaſt, the Wzince 
Clauergudo behaued hun beff,ſo that all men indged him 
to bee a valiant knigbt. And after this, the Peintenle 
 Radamira minding to retourne, deſired a dale conduct of 
the Souldan, who ſent with hir an hundzed knights, and 
other men of warre which ſawe hir ſafely landed in hir 
countrey;and in full poſſeſſion of the crowne .* Foz after 
they knewe that Raiartes was dead, willingly they gangs 
bir place, and the P2incefſe remained Lady of it, al⸗ 
though not very fre of hir thought from the knight of the 
Sunne whom the loued ſo well that in long time the faꝛ⸗ 
gate him not.

comming within a bowe ſhot of Atricanos owne tent, he 
winded his hozne fo louds, that it was eaſelp hearde, in 
both the onimies campe,and the citie of Babilon, Imme⸗ 
diatelp, the Souldan, the Pꝛince Flotion;Clauergudv;any 


dther knightes erped Alarme, and ifſued fozth of the gates 
in baffajle' araye to ſe what the god knight ol the 
Sunne woulde doe, and by and by the walles and highe 


towers were full fraugzt with as well nobles as com⸗ 
munaltie. The king Africano in his tent buſied about o- 
ther matters, hearing the Chziineſſe of the ſound was 
ſomewhat diſquiet not thincking any knight to haue had 
the hardineſle fo ſuͤmon him to the battaile, and deſirous 
to know who he was, he called befoze hun one of the two

man and king of the Camarians, a little tegion adioyning

his charge, delaped no time, but haſtely arming himlſelfe 
with fine ſkeele,he toke a ſtrong ſpeare in his hand, and 
rode foward the knight of the Sunne;who'in the mydif

a Opaunt come againſt him, as deſirous fo purchuſe hes 
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nonr vpon his lykeneſſe, But the Gyant ſayd vnto hym. 


Mhat art thou knight ſo bolde and venturous, that hatt 
tn ſuch wife diſturbed our cape, wyth the noyſe of thy 
ho ne, The night ofthe Sunne replyed.J-am a knight 
pf þ'Sobldans which'come to the king Afficano to make 
him anfwer to the letter by him ſent vnto the Sauldan, 
Nw returne von backe and tell him, J am here to doe 
my melſ#ge;and'if he will heare it bidde hum come armed 
and well hozſed foz otherwiſe J will not make hun an⸗ 
were. The Gyant very ſcoznfully toke vp a great laughs 
fer, and giuing the knight a lit:le ſo wee en thehelmette

that thon arte the maddeſt knight in the woꝛlde to chal 


lenge him to battayle,at the only heariug of whole name 


the greateſt part of al Aſia doth tremble, and if chou wert 


not a ſiinple fle thou wouldelt not in ſuch ſozt-diſconet * 


Africano himſelfe muſt hear my meſſage ſayd the Knight 
of the Sunne and he muſt heare it armed, fo2 otherwiſe 


J will not open it. The ffrong Herbyon was angrye at 
the knights woꝛdes and thincking him to be but as other 


knights were 02 amongſt the meaneſt he offered to haue 
ſet the knight belide the ſavdle and ſo ko haue dꝛawne him 
perfo2ce to þ king, ſhewing herein no leſſe pzive 4 diſdain 
then the greedy Fawlcon doth in the purſute of the fim-

will J vtter it. The Gyant anſ we red he would doe jt, 
and not being able fo ſit on hoꝛſebacke, he was compelled 
to go on fete thꝛough the campe, dining in 
the remembꝛaunce of the knights 15 that hee 
was perſwaded that rot range bak 1 7 Aflyrians could

haue done him ſo much, harme as ighte hay 
done. The Souldan with the Painces Florion and Clas 
uergudo wer no leffe amazed in their cotemplation to bes 
holde the euent of the firſt welcome, and they gaue great 
thanckes io their gods foz ſending them lo 2 19 9 
Herbyon came befoze the king A fricano his dene 
withont fapling in any part declared to him that hh 
had chaunced with the knight, and the meſſage. which 1 
ſent by him, moꝛeduer telling the king that he . 
that knight to be the ſtrongeſt knight in the wo2lde,, fo; 


mw with thele two blowes which he had giuen 6" I 
a 
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bad thzowen him to the grounde, and might haue killen 


him. 

The king Africano not a lyttle ſozy fo ſo y trig Her- 
byon ſo ill entreated and abaſhed at the fozce of one only 
knight, would there vpon haue put on his armour to haue 
bene auenged on the knight and to heare his mellage, 
But the other Gpaunt then in pꝛeſence called Dardario, 

and much about Herbyens pitch, being of no lefſe value 
then the firſt, in his choller menacing the knight, ſwoꝛe 
a great othe that he would bzing the knight bound hand 
and fate vnto the king, wherfoze ene a great hoꝛſe he 
paſſed th2ough the campe and apꝛoching niere the Knight 
of the Sunne, he would not ſalute y knight, but as his an- 
ger was th2oughly kindled, with a great ſpere as big al- 
moſt as a Pyne tree, he pꝛepared hunſelic fo2 the carter, 
And the wozthve Greeke knowing the Gyauntes er- 
rande dyd the lyke and ſpurring his hoꝛſe he came vnto 
the cloſe. The greate ſpeare of the Gyant was thought 
to haue perced the harnefle of the knight by reaſon ol the 
few ſhyuers that it made but it did not ſo, and contrarp⸗ 
wiſe the knights ſpeare couched with great derteritie ens 
tred thꝛough the body of the great Dardario a great parte 
of the ſtaffe appearing at the ſhoulders. | 

By this meanes the monſtrous Gyant fell dead from 
his hoꝛſe with ſuch a grone as the tall Cedars of Libanus 
make, being rent vp by the rote. The Babilonians reiop⸗ 
Led extedingly at this: but Africano was all enflamed 
wyth choller to ſ& his Oyaunt flayne wyth ene oncly 
blowe and knowing that to himſelfe alone this. baſe . 
bidve /in great rage roſe from the ſeate where hee ſafe 
without ſpeaking a woꝛd „ entring into his tent armed 
bituſelfe with ſure armoure, and choſe him a very ſtrong 
ſpeace,not tarying foꝛ ſquyꝛe oꝛ page to helpe him. 

Inthis auger he was ſo terrible that none of his peo⸗ 
pledurffg come nere bun, and ſo with a moſt fierce and 
ctuell contenancehe armed hiniſelfe. 809 lane as þ Pagan 
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had buckeled on his armour,immediatlyther was bꝛbught 
him a hoꝛſe ſuch a one as could haue carried tenne armed 
knights, as J thinke of the ſame bꝛedth whereof the hozſe 
of Troy was, The trappings of the hoꝛſe aſwell golde as 
the ſtirops and all his armour ſet with pꝛetious ſtones, 
that he might wyll ſceme a great Loꝛd whichwas map⸗ 
ſter of ſuch armoꝛ p. but this was the ſtraungeſt ſight that 
Africano ſet vpon ſo mighty a hoꝛſe made him not with⸗ 
ſtanding fo bow e double vnder hun. But to go fozward 
Africano taking the greateſt ſpeare which might be had, 
rode with a fofte pace towards the Knight of the Sunne. 
The Knight of the Sunne ſawhim come from amongft 
his people and thought pꝛeſently that he was the kynge 
Africano aſwell foz his rich armour, and his hozſe ſo cu⸗ 
rioullp barbed, as the talneſſe of his perſonage which he 
very well noted to be not farre dillonant from the com⸗ 
mon repo2t : ſo he beſ&ched his gods from his heart to be 
fauourable vnto him agaynſt fo ſtrong a Gpant. Africano 
well viewed the knight of the ſenne his ſtature and mas 
King, and vpon theſe pꝛemiſles inferred thus much, that 
Well might he be a man of much fozce which ſo well ſhe- 
wed it in his exteriour countenauce,and much moze in his 
-. d#des and valout. But comming neercr vnto the knight 
as his cuſtome was little to regarde the whole wozlde,ſo 
with a pꝛoud x. dildaynkull voyce,he ſpake vnto p knight. 
Thou miſerable 4 wꝛetched knight, thou ſayſt thou art a 
?? meſſenger & bꝛingeſt a meſſage vnto me, fheu Haft ſlapne 
2 the Gpant Dardario and almoſt þ ſtrong Herby on, which 
” two had ben ſafficient to haue bet downe p walles of Ba. 
bilon, J ſwear vnto thee by my gods ij if al þ woꝛld were 
” ginen me foz thy raſome thou ſhouloſt not eſcape y death, 
„The Knight of the Sunne embaſing his voyce mildelpe 
„ aunſwered, It 3 haue had to doe with thy Gyants Afri» 
„ cano,they were occafioners of it themſelues, fo2 J came 
„ not hether to other purpoſe but to make the aunſwere in 


9» the behalke of the Sonldan,and if J tame onely: 9 ſerke 
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the thou oughtſt to haue bene firſt which ſhould haue pꝛe⸗ 
ſented himſelfe to mee, and to haue heard what 3 would, 
haue ſayd, and to haue heard mee as a meſſenger, and not 1 
to attempt my death as a knowen enemy. Now that thou ,, 
art come Atricano, J tell the why J am come, heare it * 
thou wilt. The gods which hare pꝛeſerued me from thy, 
Gyants haue reſerued me to fight with thee . But liften ,, 
on tc. Here the rage of the Pagan ſtopped the courſe of his „ 
talke, and the mightie Africano ſmiting his hande on his 
thighe fo2 anger lite vppe his other hande alſo to haue 
buffeted p knight, but a better minde ouertwke him that 

he thought it reaſon to heare the Souldans aunſwere be⸗ 
foꝛe he ſhould condepmne the meſſenger, and ſo ſtaying, 

he bad him fell on quickly, fo2 J will well puniſh thy of- 
fence whatſomeuer aunſwere the Souldan ſendeth mee, 
The knight of the Sunne wiſhing the battaple with all „ 
his heart ſaid, Then know thou 4 fricano that thy letter 
being receiued and reade in the pꝛeſence of my Loꝛde the »» 
Souldan, after conſultacion had, mp Loꝛd ſendeth the this »» 
aunſwer by me. Albeit befoze this time thou art notoꝛi⸗ »» 
dally defamed fo2 a tyꝛant in y thou halt falſely 4 fraudu; »» 
litly ench2oched vp many kingdoms,yet he ueuer thought »» 
thou wouldeſt haue enterp2yſed the vſurpation of the „ 
molt ſacred Aſſyrian Empy2e,an Emppꝛe conſecrated to »» 
the gods, and clapmed by them as their right, and in their »» 
righte gonerned by my Lo2des aunceſtours as Liefete⸗ 
naunts to the gods and their Feefarmers, and therefoze „ 
though peraduenture the open wꝛongs done vnto men, the 
gods doe often parden and winke at, pet ſeldome leaue „ 
they vnreuenged the iniuries offered to themſelues, and „ 
as it is to be thought ſo manifeſt a contempt of their de⸗ „ 
uine power ſhall not eſcape them. Beſides fo?2 the citite , 
of Babilon, he letteth thee to vnderſtande that thy ſelfe art 
not ignoꝛaunt that it is his and that he hath right to it as 
heire to the king Orixerges his father on that part of his „ 
liuelode, and that thou galt uo title noꝛ colourable _ 92 
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„to demaund it. Wherefo2e if it be ſo p thou wilt take 
„ it agninſt all reaſon from him, he felleth thee that he can 
v5 no leſſe doe then deſend it from thee g the whcle wozld, 
„ foꝛ hamng right and iuſtice on his fide, he little feareth 
„ the muaſion of man, deliuering his meſſage in this fozme 
of woꝛos, the knight of the Sunne lapde. This is the 
Souldans aunſwere,and pauſing a while, he began againe 
„thus. Aud J, Africano traued of my Loꝛd to be the meſ- 
„enger, foꝛ J would thou ſhouldſt know how daũgeroullp 
„ thou offendeſt the dinine Gods in entering vpon p king⸗ 
„ dome of Perſia, and diſenheriting the Pzince Florion, the 
„ legittimate and oncly Lozd of that kingdome. Now ther⸗ 
2 fo2e thou ſhouldeſt well doe, to ſurrender thy claime 
„into his hands, and contente ther with the reuenues al⸗ 
>» ready recetued, t the iniuſt deteining of his right ſo long 
„ time. If thou wylt doe this not foz myiſake, but foz the 
„ high gods agapnſt whom thou haſt hainoufly treſpaſſed, 
» thereby thou ſhalt pacifie the Gods and læſe the name 
5 of a ty2ant, (0 odious and ſo deteſted amongeſt men, It 
„ thou wylt ſtyll perſeuer in this thy ty2annjcall cbſfina- 
3» cp, J vfferly deſie th to p death, and certifig thee Þ either 
»» J wil ſlay a ty2ant , oz vpon a tpꝛant J will be flaine, 
'Whileſt the knight of þ Sunne amplified at large vpon 
this point. Africano albeit very angry, pet marked him 
from top to toe, waying with what confidency he had dil⸗ 
charged his charge, ſometimes quietly admoniſhing to a⸗ 
mend, e otherwiſe thꝛeatening £4 defying with a fierce ſem⸗ 
blaunce. But as he cared neither foz God noꝛ man, ſo he 
ſwallowed vp y knights woꝛds, reputing the knight foꝛ a 
fle, foꝛ he thought his name only to able to afraye any 
„ knight, thus he replied, Wer thy hands fwlith knight as 
„ gad to fight,as thy tongue is fine in pzeaching,J would 
* not meruaile though thou hadſt p hardines to defame A 
* fricano. But J wil curtal thy copie w this curriſh anſwer. 
„ Pꝛepare thee to 5 battaile, take this pꝛomiſe at my hand, 
. if 4 be ouercome, I wil leue to Florion not onely þ kings 
dome 
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dome of Perſia buf alſo all that which J my ſelfs haue of ,, 
polleſſions in Alia, & ſo ſaping Africano made againſt the „ 
knight, but the Knight of the Sunne wiſely to o2der „ 
his affayzes aunſwered him ſaying, Stap a little Africa- „ 
no and heare that which J ſay. Thou knoweſt that alre- ,, 
dy this day J haue twiſe fought with two of thy Gyants, „ 
and am fo2ewerted,if now J fight with thee and thou ſab- ,, 
due me, what honour ſhalt thou get thereby? will not men „ 
ſay that thou tokeſt me at the aduantage, when J was „ 
hurt befoze oz weryed as J am:? Appoynt that our com- ,, 

bat be to moꝛrow, and that aſſurance be had of this cen⸗ „ 
dicion on either parts, ⁊ ſay thou the ſame befo2e the pzin- ,, 
cipall of thy army, that if perhaps J ſhonld ſay the in,, 
this battayle, y Souldan ſhould not neede to haue anewe ,, 
ſkirmiſh with thy people. This deniſe of the knight was „ 
foze againft Africanos minde, ſoꝛ he would willingly haue 
purged ſame parte of the choller which be bꝛought with 
him boiling in his ſtomack: but ſeing this auowance could 
not be at this time made with the warrantie of his hos 
nour, he graunted to the condictons, and thus aunſwered 
him. Let it be ſo as thou ſayſt,foliſh knight, J wil do ther 
a pleaſure in delaying p time of reuenge of my knights 
and thy foltſh wozds,but ſith J may not refraine my an⸗ 
ger hauing thee befoꝛe me, retourne haſtely to 5ᷣ citie and 
J will to my tent, t with this he tourned þ rapnes of his 
hoꝛſe t᷑ came to his pauilion wher he fed vpon melancholp 
aͤll the day, not ſpeaking to any one. The Knight of þ Sun 
deffered pᷣ battaile till p next dap, not ſoꝛ Þ he was werp, 
but to aduertiſe p Souldan of ᷣ which was agreed vpon, 
now þ rather to aſſure himſelfe retourned to citie, wher 
be was receiued w grat ioy & pleaſure of all his friends, 
r being within þ pallaice he told p Souldan to what iſſue 
he had bꝛought p matter, he was very iopfull by reſon of 
p wiſe Lyrgadeos pꝛophecies which he hoped the to be ac» 
copliſhed,e partly doutful of þ ſucces,bicauſe pzince Floris 
on knew Africanos ſtrẽgth was ſuch as few 1 to 
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reſiſt it, he would haue had him not. fo deale in this ads 
nenture alone, and requeſted him to ioyne vnto him ſome 
ther companids, namely Pꝛince Florion & Clauergudo, 
which themlelues laboured greatly, but hee gaue them 
thanckes and ercuſed humſelfe with this that it was ſa 
decreed, but ſayth he ther may be a time wherin ou may 
employ vour foꝛces. Fo2 he knew the people of Africano 
to be ſo hardy that if perchaunce their Loꝛde ſhoulde be 
lapne oꝛ be in daunger, they would either ſuccour theire 
1.92d, oꝛ wozke his reuenge vpon the conquerour. Ther⸗ 
foꝛe he willed them to bee in a readineſſe. So theſe two 
knights gladly accepted that charge, and all that dap chole 
out of the people, thoſe which ſhould the next day keepe 
the ficlde with them to be at hande fo2 ſuccours ta the 
night if any treaſon ſhould be compaſſed agaynſt hym. 
The night of the Sunne twke his reſte merelp till the 
dap wherem he pꝛoſpered as pou ſhall now heare.

kept Africano out from enioping the Citie. But their 
Lozdbeing flapne-and they left without an head, theys 
- courage was ſo quailed that ere two houres palled , the 
greater part of thi was llaine likewiſe,# of thoſe which 
remained on liue,the moſt part fledde by one and one, the 
Afvirians purſuing them till the Souldan commiannded 
the retreate to be blowen,fearing to be ouertaken by the 
night, by this meanes fomeeſcaped to their countrey,mofk 
of thanbeing inhabitantes of Media, where alſo was 
the abode of Africanos ſon called Brandimardo, not being 
able fo2 ycarcs to be made knight, and thereſoꝛe goinge 
not out with his father to p warre, Theſe ſo ſone as they 
came home crowned Brandimardo and incenſed him to 
the renence of his fathers death, fo although he was of 
peares pounge and tender, yet was he very ſtronge and 
of a luſty bodp, beeing lyke vnto his father as well in ſta⸗ 
ture as in qualities, and in deede beeing continnallp lapde 
at by his fathers ſubiects, paſſing into Greece, he behaued 
himlelfe manfully as ſhall bee ſhewed you-, Well the 
Souldan and thoſe which were with him as von haue 
heard, retourned in ioß and pleaſure, and highly magnify-

But the citizens hauing vnderſtanding of Afri⸗ 
canos death by the fugitues in the laſt diſcomfiture of A⸗ 
fricanos hoaſt, and thinking it not ſafetie fo2 themſelues 
to rebell agaynſt their liege and naturall Loꝛde Florion 
eſpecially he hauingthe aide of Þwhcle floure of Babjls, 
ſet their gates wide open fo2 hys armye, # ſent of theyꝛ 
woꝛthpeſt knights to Florions tent to inuite him to his 
owne citie, and to craue pardon fo2 their foꝛmer reuoul⸗ 
ting, in that time when they were lefte deſtitute of mans 
fuccour ; not being able of themſelues to withffand the 
foꝛce of Africano. And alſo excuſing themſelues that 
they had neuer a guide to conducte them into the fielde,- 
agaynlte ſo ſtrong an enempe, bauing in his power the 
greateſt part of all Aſia. 

The Pzince lightly excuſing their fault cafely condi⸗ 
ſcended vnto their requeſtes, and being gladde of fo god 
enterteinement at the firſte , the next daye rode info the 
titie, with the topfull acclamations of the- whole multi- 
lude.

Foz the ix. daye alter 
that the knight of p Sunne, Clauergudo, and thoſe which 
wer w them had ſailed in p Perſicke ſea, p̊ night attached 
them ouertaſt with darke clouds without any ſtarres aps 
- p-aring whereby the marriners conſtrued the roughneſſe 
o þ wether en py moꝛrow e therfoze guided towards land 
to caſt anchoz in ſome god herberowe till p ſtoꝛmes cea⸗ 
ſed, Eare the dawvng of the day they diſcovered a docke 
not karre from the continent in their ſerming very @m- 
modious, but in deeve very daungerous as it p2oned, En- 
tring the docke,thgy ſcarce had leaſure to thzow out their 
anchoꝛs but two other ſhipps iopned with them- toſ&ke 
ſome ſafe roade out of the tempeſt, Theſe which laſt gat 
fo the poꝛt were very deſirous to knowe what the other * 
might be, and therefoꝛe an armed knight ſo huge and 
great as if be had bene a Gyant mounting on the ſhippe 
boꝛd called aloude vnto them to aunſwere him. Some ol 
the other ſhippe hearing him in this wiſe crying, leapte 
vpon the hatches ſaying. What is it fir knight that you 
would haue? Pary J would know aunſwered the knight 
* what you are and whether you will. One of the com a- 
ny being ſtoute and of ill behaucur , and ſuppoſing thys 
knight to be ſome Opant of that countrey minding to ſet 
„ vpon them, made him aunſwere thus. Refourne to thy 
„ dwelling „ and bee not carefull to knowe them which 
„ knowe not the , atherwyle aſſure thy ſelte heere are 
„ knightes which will chaſe the hence in ſuch ſozte as it 
„ ſhal wel grieue ther. The ſtrange knight ſlomacking this 
rudeneſle, ſayde agayue. Afſuredly. knighte then arte 
„ ſome vilapne boꝛne oz of baſe hp2the;fithe in ſuch oꝛder 
„ thou rewardeſt me demaunding onely vpon courteſie,but - 
„ ſeing J cannot learne it of the with thy god will, J will 
rom⸗ 
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compell thee therebnfo with thine ill will, and ſaying no 
moꝛe he dꝛoue at the knight ſo ſtrongly that he claue both 
ſhielde, hetmette , and head vnto the epes. O what a 
miſcheefe doth ill (peach bꝛeed vnto man, 1 how inercuſa- 
ble was it in this knighte when he redemed this franke 
ſpeach with his owne lyfe,and ſolde to make payment the 
lyfe of many others. An olher knight ſeing his fellowe 
flawne, ſtept info his rome, and ſinote at the ſtraunger, 
where by the clattering of theyꝛ harneſſe , the dinne was 
ſo great that it rayſed the people on both partes by cluſt⸗ 
ers. And there was a great fray betwirt them, the knight 
of the Sunne no2 Clauergudo witting of it, till the great 
knight had onerth2zowen and put to death fiue oz fire of 
thoſe knightes which came neereſt to hande. 

The Unighte of the Sunne ſeing his knighets fo de- 
ſtroped, eſpecially by this greate knighte leauing the o⸗ 
chers bent his foz ce agapnſt him, and ſtrake him a blowe 
ouerthwart the headpeece making him to abate his cou- 
rage. The great knight aunſwered the loane,and the bats 
tayle was verye hotte betweene them, fo2 thoughe the 
night was darke yet they knewe where to hitte aſwell 
by the flames which ſpꝛang out of their helmettes as the 
claſhing of their armour , Clauergudo put himlelfe as 
monglt the thickeſt and at his firſt godmozrow flew tenne 
knights and then not finding with whome to fights, het 
lepte info his enemyes ſhippe with his vncle Armineo 
where he felled moze then xxx. knightes,and the ſkirmiſh 
beganne a freſh either part willing to helpe theirs , and 
the foure ſhippes grapled together, ſo that the fighte 
would haue ben dangerous ik it had laſted löger, but halte 
an houre & a little moꝛe ouerpaſſed,p tempeſt which befoze 
thꝛeatened fo appeare now oufraged,t the poꝛt not verpe 
ſure, the iiij.ſhips were deuided by the ſtoꝛme euerp one 
withdꝛawing himſelfe to ſeeke ſuccour. Now in the ſhip 
wherein the knight of the Sunne and the great knighte 
fonghte there were no moze knyghfes but * two, 

foʒ 
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fo; all followed Claucrgudo into the other ſhippes 
two knights left alone were ſo earneſt that they toke lit⸗ 
le keepe either of the tempeſt oz of their daunger . The 
ſacces of b battaple was doufefull,ſometimes enclining 
ts » one part ſometimes.to y other, neither partquailing, 
but gathering their fkrengthes to them by the emulation 
of cach other, Fo2 p knight of the Sunne verely beleued 
that excepte his enemye had bene ſome ſuch as Africans 
was he could neuer haue abid theſe moztall ſtrokes: and 
the other knighte thought aſwell that no mans fozce 
could be machcable with the knights, and either of them 
both had better cauſe to thanke Lyrgandeos kindeneſſe, 
eſpecially this ſtrange knight at this time, foʒ had not his 
armour kept out p edge of y other knights armant ſwoꝛd 
eh could not haue pꝛolonged y battaple till day lyght, pet 
at 5 time he was ſo oucrmatched 5 if a ſodapn adufcture 
had not bzoke vp their fight, he had ended his lyfe in that 
lace. | 11 
8 But when it was bꝛoad dap by this the battayle ſur⸗ 
ceaſed, that the ſtraunge knighte knewe the deuiſe of the 
Sunne vpon the knight of the Sunnes helmette, which 
when he eſpyed letting his worde fall, and lifting vppe 
his beuere, he caſt himſelfe at the knights fete with this 
„ ſpeach. Oh my Loꝛd the Knight of the Sunne pardon - 
„5 Þ2ap your fricnde who by meere ignozaunce , hath made 
„ vpon your perſon, and who acknawledgeth in pou ſuche 
„ ſouercigne vertue as may not be in other but in thore to 
,» whome our gods haue imparted of their godnclle, Foz if: 
„the Bay had lyngred, oꝛ that the moꝛning had not bene 
„ſomewhat cleare J ſhould haue receiued a full papmente 
„ fo2 my raſhneſſe:and ſaying this, he would haue embꝛa⸗ 
„ ced Del Febos knees, Now the knight of the Sunne lo 
„ ſone as y others viſour was pulled vp knew well that he 
„was the P2ince Brandizel whom his father not willing 
„ to make knighte befoze his veares were moꝛe, had lefte 
with the Souldan in Babilon. Foz he was ſcarcely eigh⸗ 
tene 
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tene yeares of age, vet being in armour be was as bys 
as pou haue heard ach and taking courage ppon his figs 
ture, in his Fathers abſence hee lape at the Souldan 
his graundfather ta he dubhed knight,thincking it longs | 
till be were with is father, and bis great friendes the 
knight of the Sunne , and the. Paince-Clauergudo, @6- 
after p he had abteined his lute ol his — — 
maunded licence of departure of the Souldan and the pꝛm⸗ 
teſſe Baliſea his mother to paſſe into Perſia, muhich was 
graunted him, and two ſhippes charged with ij. C. knights 
fo connaye him thether , where after the kourth dayes 
ſayling that chaunſed to him, which the hiltqꝛie bath, re⸗ 
counted. But to retourne, as ſone as the knight of the! 
Sunne knewe his deere fciende the Pꝛince Brandizcl ves 
ry glad to haue found him ſo valant and hardy he em⸗ 
bꝛated him hartel p. and ſo they comuumed of their vdwne 
e the de lire that each had to ſer othorg. But as 
gan their ſeuerall Cozics by enterchaunge of: 

gent tr one and then an other: The Parriners-erpy: 
the chippe rent in perces. Do ſome lepte into the 
and other thꝛewe out planckes to ſaue themſelues 
. knight of the Sunne finding the cockeboate 
nere vnto hum, let if downe into the water by a cable; 
x talling the pꝛinte Brandiel. he lept into it firſt humſelte. 
Thus muche is ozdinarp in the courſe of worlolx 
things. but that which is to come is beyond the credit ola 
ſtoꝛie as it were an extraozdinary myꝛacle. Fo2 when 
the knight of the Bunne lept info the beate, the cable 
rent in peeces,and. with the fozce of the iumpe, and the 
rage of the windes together, the baate launched into the 
depth , that the Pzince Brandizel coulde not folle we 
hym, but gotte mto a little boate whiche the geuerneur 
of the ſhippe had befoze taken. But by and by after 
theſe Pʒzintes had thus eſcaped, the ſh yppe wherin they 
had bene; toꝛe in pextes wyth. the ſtoꝛme. Some bees 
ing dzowned, and other ſome in * little daunger, as 
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the waues began to 'fwell, ſo ener pꝛognoſticatinge of 
their owne deathes : The knight ol the Hunne ſaylinge 
alone in the vollell, and in ſuch feare of deſtruction was 
not ſo ſtoute harted as to contemne the ſencelefle ele⸗ 
ment, but confellinge the imbecilitie of mannes power 
ſabiected vnder theſe weake thinges as fy2e and water, 
beſides / caſualties infinite moze , h& commended hym⸗ 
ſelfe vnto hys Gods by carnefte pꝛaper, not yet onelp 
foꝛ hymſellfe, but alſo fo2 his fricnde Brandizel , not bee- 
ing able to diuine of his delineraunce . Siftinge thus 
in the boate all penſine, till the wyndes were ſomewhat. 
alayed,and the Sea wared moꝛe calme, afterwardes her 
imked about hym and ſawe that her was out of daunger, 
with other two thinges whiche made hym moꝛe to mers 
uaple. The one was the great foyzon and plentie of 
all victualles,ſuffictent to a man foʒ many dapes, the o⸗ 
ther was theſwyftneſſe of the boate in the Sea, hauinge 
neyther fayle no: gare fo rule tt, and muſings. ok this 
in his thought, hee coniecured pzeſently that it ſhould be 
done by Lyrgandeo, and therefoze as very glad of ſuche 
a mans friendthippe in ſo needefull a time, hee gaue bym 
thanckes as hartelp as if he had ſeene hym there, In 
thys oꝛder hee was vppon the Sea many dayes wyth- 
out knowing whether the wynde woulde dzyue hym, 
tyll that from out of þ Perſians Seas he came into the 
Occean , and ſo coaſtinge the whole countrep of Af, 
lying vppon that ſea,he was carried into Africke, which 
ſtretcheth vppon the wyde Meſt Seas. In which coun⸗ 
trey the hiſtoꝛye leaueth hym tyll an other wynde ſer⸗ 
neth,nowe it pꝛoceedeth with the ſto2ye of hys friendes, 
Brandizel and Clauerzudo,who were on the Seas toſ- 
ſed in lyke manner. Clergudo as the ſtoꝛpe tolde you 
bo2ded his enimies with fiftie knyghtes in his compan pe 
and made greate hauocke of them, fo that he had not 
left any of them aline if the ſtoꝛme had not riſen ſo great⸗ 
ly, Foz the windes were lo outfragious 1 
7 them 
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them; and when thep coulde ſtande no longer on ſhyps 
boꝛde to frye it out, they lefte not off, to aſ ke who each 
other was, the one party ſayde we are Babalonions, and: 
the other, we are Perſians, all this happened in god time, 
foꝛ when they knew each other, they fel not againe to qua⸗ 
reling, but they agræd to emptie their ſhips, thereby to as 
uoide the daunger. o Clauergudo hauing now icaſure 
to loke about him, the battaile being ended, and not ün⸗ 
ding the knight of the Sunne, noꝛ the Peince Brandizel, 
withall remembzing howe he had left them twaine in 
fighting, was greatly afraide leaſt that the knight of the 
Sunne ſhould endaunger the pꝛince, befoze the one ſhould 
know the other. Therefoze he beſæched God like a god 
chꝛiſtian to deliuer the both, c to make them know each os 
ther, thereby to make greater account the one of pᷣ other, 
it is to be thought that this his pꝛaper was heard, foꝛ the 
ſecond day following the ſtoꝛme lacked, z the ſhip wher⸗ 
in they ſapled arriued to a poꝛte, not fatre from a place 
where they were newly rigged, There they had not Eats 
ed an houre, but that they ſawe the boate in which the 
Pzince Prandizel was. The mariners in Brandizels boat 
not being perfect in the hauen, woulde not venture to take 
landing there,but coaſting a longe they palled by ß ſhyps. 
to finde ſome. moze ſafe place to land in. The pzinceſwas 
aſcried by his me in his chips, z therfoꝛe they made ſignes 
vnto p gouernour to ſtere towards the,ſo þ Louerneur vn⸗ 
| derſtanding p tokens, guided thether. The pꝛinte Clauer⸗ 
gudo & his vnckle Armineo, ſtanding on the batches redy 

o welcome the Pꝛince Brandiel, betwerne whom there 
were ſhewed tokens of great god wil, g each made much 
of other as two faithful friends. But queſtiening abeut þ 
knight of ß Sunne. The Pzince Brandizel declared the 
manner of their parting, c the daunger wherin he had left 
him. This cauſed great ſoꝛrow in the, foꝛ they loued him 
as dcrely as any father his childꝛẽ oꝛʒ anp wife hir buſbad, 
And to e their greefe, Arminco remebzed vato 17 
B, ij. "od 
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the woꝛdes which the wife Lyrgandeo had ſpoken to the 
knyght of the Sunne at his departure. Whereby they 
were perfwaded that his departure by ſach achaunce was 
but foz the achiuement of things moze wczthy of him a⸗ 
lone, and foꝛ whom enely they were reſerued. Now ha⸗ 
ning ſtaped in this hauen fwo dapes to repayꝛe their 
ſhippes, when they were in a readinefſe they ſapled to⸗ 
wardes Babilon where they were godly retepued of the 
Souldan and of the Nneene , both very toyftll of the 
newes as touching Perlia, and the king Florions peaceas 
ion, and agapne as ſo2rowfull fo2 the loſſe of 
the knight of the Sunne,and the perill of death where 
in Brandizel ſaws him laſt, But in ſhozt time after there 
were letters reteiued from Lirgandeo, conteining the cer- 
keintie of hys laletie, the manner of his eſcape, ꝛ the af- 
faires wherein he was employed. Which laft point bed 
a great deſire in Clauergudo, æ Brandizel toffrap thzough 
the wo2lb,andtfo exe rrile the feats of armes. And a while 
after they had reſted themſelues in Babilon,thep bꝛought 
the Nuene' to Perſia by land, fo: they wonlde wv nioze 
adnenture the Seas, eſpecially hauinge the Quene as 
parte of their burthen, and the hiffozie bzyngeth them 
on their waye as karre as Perſia, whence: if retourneth 
towarders Hungary to matters of -lyke impoꝛtaunte, 
wherein the younger lonne of Trebatio had to deale, 
whoſe pꝛoweſle is no leffe woꝛthy my paynes, then hys 
b:others valoure is wozthy of your remembzaunce , - 
fo; he ſurpaſſed all other knyghtes in loyaltte and might, 
being equall to Donzct del Febo in all n heres 
after you ſhall here.

Tes E ſtoꝛp left the Pꝛinceſle Briana ſtraungely-afflice 
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ris diſcouered to Roficleer ſecrets 
ſonne, Cap. 6 
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Edward hir huſband, x Donzel del Febo hir ſonne, which 
griefe no doubt had quickly killed hit, gad not a Pymph 
ginen hir comfozt at þ well in the oꝛchard as it hath bene 
ſhewed. But vet it ſomewhat eaſed hir melancholy that 
che had the fayze and conrteous Roſicleer, in whoſe one⸗ 
tp company ſhe was wont to beguile hir nuſhappes,and 
by his meanos fo fozget hir mileries., Foꝛ he was ſo gra⸗ 
tious, as that he was beloued not onely. of his mother, 
but of the other aentlewomen alſo which might not one 
minute ſpare his company,as if he had bene childe to eue⸗ 
ry one. This Roſicleer when he atteined to the age of.xif. 
yeares,remoued out of the monaſtery to a houſe hard by, 
where his nourſe Leonardo kept, whom he thought to be 
his father. Heere he was diligently enſtrudes in all gad 
literature, and in the exerciſe of armes, both to be able to 
. in peace, and as god a warriour in 
t duer and befides the knowledge of the tongues, 
 hetein Leonardo was very curious an hating trancys | 
led foz his knowlodgs th:ongh the molt parte ot Fure 
and Aſia,being thervnto both wiſe and wol d 
cleer was of ſuch pꝛegnant wit, and fo ae 
that he little needed the helps of a teacher d to Þ which 
his nourfe rend, he added by his owne induffry ſomwhas, . 
that hs botame fo pꝛoſoũd in theſe ſtudies, as if he had ben 
fudyed in them all his life time at Athens. But reinays . - 
ning thus, onder the gouernaunce of his ſuppoleò father 
till he was xiiiſ. yeares of age, he chen was ſo highe and 
big made that fewo in that countrey were fo tall, and bee⸗ 
ing at chis age, he was able fox ſtrength to doe that 
whiche' these knpghtes together were unable to doe.

Pos this cawſs-Roficleer thus Rept in at this age and 
6 g became very 3 * ſcraight encloſure

as it he had pꝛofeſſed already a vowe in ſome cloyſter, and 
his minde euer ranne vpon his deſire to be made knight, 
to the ende hs myght experiment the aduentures of the 
woꝛlde, © learne by pꝛofe that which be had often heard 
by rehearſall. Mœrevnto hauing no hope noz helpe by 
this reſtraint it abated his cherre g encreaſed his ſadneſſe. 
Leonardo his nourſe marking in what plight he was ol⸗ 
tt demaunded the occaſion ot his heauineſle, but could by 
no meanes we inge it out of him, and ſo one daye talking 
with the Pꝛincelle, hee tolde hir that vnleſle ſhe founde a 
remedy foz hir ſonne, his thought would anoy him. The 
pzinceſſe bery penſiue at that mhich Leonardo had told, 
commaunded Roſicleer fo be bꝛought beſoꝛe hir pzelence; 
Roſicleer comming into the pꝛeſence of the Pa inceſſe. 
kneeled downe,and humbly aſked what was hir graces 
pleaſure . The Pꝛinceſſe bidding him ſtande

„this thy heauineſſe, and if thou wanteſt ought whiche 
-» thy father can not ſupply,vtter it freely, and J will pꝛo⸗ 
„ uide the of the remedy to haue ther contented. Roſicleer 
hearing the woꝛdes ol the Pzinceſſe , kneled downe 
- ,, Againe,and layde. Madame J kife your. hande foꝛ the 
Nha ſouereigne grace you ſhewe me in hauinge ſuche com⸗ 
,» paſſion on my griefe, and J am well aſſured that if it were 
„ foz anything wheroff J haue nde, your Ladyſhip would 
” furniſh me of it, as hitherto you haue done, but if J bee 
7, lade oz ſolitary fo2 any thing which grieueth me , it 
„ is «not foz neede of any nccefſarye pꝛouiſton, foz J

When Roſicleer had thus ſapd, » 
the pꝛineelſe feeling alreavy-in him ß beroicall ffomack ol 
his father Painte Edward as the thought) and calling to 
minds the continuall caſualties of knights arrant, burſt 
into teares in great aboundaunce, which occaſioned great 
ruth in the young Roſicleer, but Þ he durſt not demaund 
the reaſon. After a while the Pꝛinceſſe to withdzawe hir 
ſonne from his thought, oꝛ by ſome meanes to remitte his 


griefe e to cõloꝛt him, ſtretching hir armes ouer his neck, 


ſaid vnto him. O my ſonne Roſicleer, already thy valiant „

the higheſt exploytes whereto his heart dꝛaue him, and 
Kkneling downe befoze hir, he killed hir hand foz the ſe⸗ 
erecie which ſhe conctonated with him touching his true 
oziginall. Bis mother by the outward iope he made, ſup⸗ 
poſing his fozmer thought to be put out of conceite was 
very glad, dut p Pꝛinteſle was deceived in him. Foꝛ Ro- 
ficleer hearing himſelfe fo bee named the ſonne of ſo 
- mighty pꝛinces, if befoze he wiſhed fo be made knight, ei⸗ 
ther of a wanton delight oz foz ſome greater octaũiõ, now 
he thirſted greedely after knighthob,as thincking himſelf 
bound in confcience to aduaunte his lignage in the right 
of his parentes, and his care encreaſed howe fo ſteale 
from thence . This care he couered the beſt wayes Þ he 
might,+ ſtaped with his mother comfozting hir in all that 
he coulde, vntill that the Pzinceſfe went to hir lodginge, 
and be refourned with Leonardo who onelp hearde that 
which the Pꝛinceſſe had declared. But from that tyme 
foꝛth, as J ſave, he canuaſed in his thought fo and fro,

'Pgbf-daves after Roficleer knewe himſelfe fo bee 
the ſonne of the Pzinceſſe his Lady, de above with 
Leonardo caſting how he might conuay himſelfe 

from thence without the knowledge of any man. In the 

ende one night all the houſholde being on lepe,bis lodg⸗ 
ing ſtanding in one coꝛner ſeuered from the gentlewo⸗

The Pozter belened 
him, and ſadled an hoꝛſe commending Roſicleer to God, 
who from thence rode ſo faſt that by the moꝛrow he was 
vepond hew and crye. Befoze none the Pꝛinceſſe ſente 
foz him, but he coulde not be founde , then the Painceſſe 
geſſing what it might be, was ſo ſozrowfull-that it little 
kapled of hir death, which aſuredlyſhe had not auoyded 
but that there came to hir remembꝛaunte then that which 
the Nymph had fozefold hir in the fountaine of hir loues 
as concerning hir loſſes, and ſo with ſome lyttle lyngrmg 
hope foz the retourne of Foztune baniſhing all delyghts 
ſhe ſhut hir ſelfe vp cloſe in the monaſtery, moze lyke an 
obſeruant Lowelle then a ſtately P2inceſſe, whence alſo 
the neuer departed vntill that God had permitted hir fo 
recouer hir huſband, as ſhalbe tolde you, 

But to retourne vnto Roſicleer, being neither ſicke 
noꝛ wel af eaſe betwene the conceit of his mothers griefe, 
and the hope of being made knight by ſome aduenture, 
He gaue him ſelfe vnto 5 queſt of ſeking Pꝛinte Edward 
t Donzel del Febo his bzother, and therfo2e his entente 
was to paſte into great Britame to ſ& the king Oliuerio 
his grandfather as he had hearde, and by ſome ged hap 
to be made knight. In this.fourney he made ſo greate 
haſt, that in ſhoꝛt ſpace he entred into Al maine, and ther

himſelfe amongſt the mountayries which werv thicke ol 
tall wode, and other lower'buſke, ſeming tobe no ways 
vnto him, and he ſtrayed ſo long nat finding his way that 
the Sunne was ſet ere he knew how to get out, wheres: 
foꝛe hauing no other remedy he clymbed vp ta the:'toppe; 
thereof to take a view of the plate on each ſide, and hee 
ſaw beneth him a derpe and large valley as it wer a mile 
from thence, enuironed with: ſteepe and high hilles in 
which there wer ſome caſtells and other bupldings very 
faire and godly .

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caftels i in ö valley, By v-timeRoſicleer had ridden a myle 
in the valley be ſaw therein ſituate many caſtels and edi⸗ 
fices ſo-nere together as that p valley ſ&med to be wel 
peopled, and taking his way to the neereſt, hee ſawe two 
voung men and an olde man with battayle ares in theire 
handes r in their armour ride in great haſt as ſomewhat 
diſgupeted, as they came nere to Roſicleer + ſawe þ childe 
whom they ſought fo2,they were very glad, and well ey⸗ 
ing his god p2opoztion and beautie ſapd. God reward pou 
faire gentleman. fo2 you haue ridde vs of a great part of 
trouble- which we ſholy haue ſuffred in ſeking this child, 
and we p24ye vou on your fayth, howe pou came by him.

Roficleer angred at the heart to hear of the mallice 
of the w2etch Argion, would haue giuen away the polſli⸗ 
bilitie of his lpuelode to bane bene made knight, onely 
to haue let the lande free from ſo intollerable ſlauerp, and 
therfoze he appoynted with himſelfe when he were made 
knight in England, fo refourne hether and fo wage bat- 
tayle with Argion , And ſo ſtill deniſing of futh things 
he came to the caſtell of Balides, where he alpghfed and 
was frindly entertayned by the auncient mans wife, and 
the young gentlewoman their daughter named Lyucrba, 
both areatly pꝛapſing Roſicleers god fauour and feature

Tas He ſupper being ready Roſicleer, with Balides his 
. wife and childꝛen ſate at the table. but there was lit⸗ 
tle diſcourſe at the bo2d ſaue that the beautifull Lyucrba 
felt ſo great griefe in d remembꝛance of Argions nicffage 
that in lieu of meat ſhe fed on teares, and hir parents hel⸗ 
ped to bere a part with their fighs, which made it a very 
melancholicke ſupper vnto Rolicleer. And in the necke of 
this, ere the cloth was taken vp, they hearde great rap⸗ 
ping at the gate, and loking who they were, they ſaw 
moꝛe then rx. knights & other ſeruingmen, with tozches 
in their handes at the gates. Thoſe of the heuſe demaun⸗ 
ded what they would, one of them aunſwered. Tell Bas 
lides that Argion our loꝛd hath cemmaunded bs fo bzing 
Lyuerba by and by,fo2 he tarieth fo2 hir to haue hir com⸗ 
pany this night, O how vnwelcome was this arrant vn⸗ 
to the parents, and how pitifull vnto the gentleweman, 
which ſwonnded at thahearing of Argions name, and all 
the heuſholde wepte bitterly. Roſicleer foꝛ company mo⸗ 
ued to great pitie, with the beſt courage that he might to 
giue remedpe vnto this outrage, deuiſed a pꝛeſent ſhifte 
and bid ſome of the ſeruauutes ta tell thoſe which were 
without that they ſhould tay a while bnfill the gentle⸗ 
woman were in a readines, and after that, that ſhe ſhculd 
be ſcent vato them.

their purpoſe, foꝛ that he faw how willingly Roſicleer had 
made this offer, he conſented to call his friendes, eſte⸗ 
ming it farce better to dpe in ſuch a quarrell then to ſe e 
ſuffer ſo great a miſchefe, The gẽtlewomã Lyuerba being 
made pꝛiuie there vnto by hir father kneeled downe befo2e

The people without hauing a glimps at Roſi⸗ 
cleer hy the lyght of the tozches, tone him to be the fay⸗ 
reſt gentiewoman which they had euer ſ@ne , and verpe 
glad to bꝛing ſo god tidings vnto their mayſter, they ſet 
him vppon a palfray pꝛouided foz the purpoſe, only they 
were agrieued at the time which was ſo ſhozt that they 
could not ſuffictently gaze on hir.

They ligbting a great candle ſet 
on a candleffick of ſiluer went out, s ther remained onely 
this Lyuerba with Argion, leiſurely vnclothing bir ſelfs 
to delay time, and that the ſeruauntes ſhonlde miſtruſt 
naught by hearing a buſtling in the chamber, firſt ſhe 
put off hir vpper gone then to hir peticoate, and ſu 
ſhe Gaped a'whyle; Argion callinge on hir tp diſpatche

Roſicleer tõming 
dolune, opened the gates, ſo that they all entered, x lighting 
many tozcbes which they bꝛought with them they caſt thẽ⸗ 
ſelues into ſeuerall copanies to ſerch euery coꝛner ⁊ rang⸗ 
ing without feare;th2oughout the caſtel when they knew 
that Argion was'flaine,# killing fo many as they foind 
that in dane though there were mo then an.

in ſuch ſogt that in the caltel ther was not one left to take

and hows 
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as they all would willinglp oben him foꝛ their Loꝛd. But 
he ſeuerally making ſemblaunce ot great lone: to euer y 
partie made them to rife,adutfingthem on this ſoꝛt. That 
foꝝ their-deſnteraunce they aught to attribute it vnto 
God: with hatty thancke s: foꝛ:it which by his 'gopnefle 
had pꝛouided pᷣ the eur luſt of wicked Argion ſhould laſt 
no longer. But fo: that they called him their Noꝛd, he ſaid 
be would be their friend, and neuertheleſſe ſith they re⸗ 
queſted him there vnta.ᷣ he would not refuſe their pzoffer, 
not foxhimſelfe;but in deꝛde ta giue.o2der to that whiche 
ſhould ſyceee foo the quiet gouernment ol the ſeignenie.

So haz 
uind dbtaynod ther purpaſes either of them pꝛepared foz 
his iournep , and mette together at one time in this hauen 
neither ole them knowing other, no2 of theire intentes, 
Whcafter they had knowledge tach of other, and had 
conctonated about their enferp2ice,they determined to go 
together as friendes, and bad ſtaped thee dayes foz the 
winde ere Roſicleers comming, wham god foꝛtune dꝛoue

Nature ast wer willing to manifeſt hir owne wozks 
and to diſcauer the ſecret graces , which ſher beloze hay 
couered in his comely perſonage.

At his firſt comming into 
the boate he rake net the Gyant, but with great modes 
ration and moze diſcretion then was needefull (but that

Roſicleer nnich wondꝛed boch at p gentlewomans ſpech, 
and at the Gyants crueltie without gad occaſion, and e⸗ 
ſpecially at the incredible ſwiftneſſe of þ bote, laylyng in 
the Sea., faſter then a birde flyeth in the ayze, which 
made him iudge Artemidoro to be a very wile man, in 
that he had fo great authoꝛitye oner the Dea. And there⸗ 
foꝛe he reioycedhimſelfe; vppon hope to ſi the wiſe man

Holde wyll J make 
ready fo2 your pallage info Britaine, foz there muſte bee 
chewed the firſt flow2e of your manhod. Roficleer Was 
greatly confuſed in his vnderftading,at the woꝛds which 
p wyle man ſpake beeing pet plaine +-ealy, and he able to 
make Engliſh of euery woꝛde, but the cauſe was,foz that 
be was vnable to finde out p true ſence which this diui⸗ 
nitie carried, bering repugnannt to hys foꝛmer beleefe;So 
backing and geflinge about it to make Ivkelihodes of 
impoſſibilites, and examining euerp point bp it ſelfe, pet 
coulde he neuer bee ſetled noz make god conſtruction 
of it. Fo2 bis mother tolde hym that pzince Edwarde 
was his Father. The wiſe man deliuered the con- 
trarp. And ik his Pother knewe his Father, then 
howe coulde his Father be dead ere he was begotten, 
and howe coulde his mother recouer hir lawefull hul⸗ 
band bceinge dead, and howe coulde his father become 
ſuch a monarch alter his diſceaſe, and ſo fozth. Nowe 
if he gaue credit ta the wiſe man „ vet no man better 
knoweth the childes father then the mother. So that 
fo2 renerence of the wyſe man, and to reconcile hys 
mothers wozdes with the wife mans reede, he kranied to 
bymſelfe foꝛ that time a newe article of beliefe that hne 
thinge myght be, and not bee.

foz a newe knyght . Artemidoro gaue at the ſame time 
to Roſicleer a bay courſer ſtrõg & wighte of limb, which 
bee had bought foz that purpoſc in the countrey of 
Spayne where the beſt b2&d of ſuch hozſes were. And af- 
ter all things (cf in oꝛder thus foz their tourney,, ta, 
king men w them ſoꝛ their neceſſary vſes, they ſhypped 
theſclnes in a faire Bark, ſapling with great ſwiftneſſe, 
as the wyſe Artemidoro had by his ſkyll directed it, 
in which tourney the hiſtoꝛy leaneth them tyll theyz 
ſodeyne appꝛoche vnto the lyſts, within great Britain,

Tuſty. Ther catne4bether allo two gyants ol an admirable 
veight t fiercenes being ſuch a terrour to p; poꝛe tõminal⸗ 
tv enhabiting b villages nere to London, 5j the pœꝛe mans 
feate made them the moze inſolent to commit diuers rp⸗ 
ots and other treſpaſles befoꝛe the feaſtes began. This 
was the ſeuerall csuntenaunces ot the knyghtes uf moſt 
account, but fs make ſhozt, thete tame beũides manp oy 
ther unigbtes both Chriſtians and Pagans vnder the 
kinges weit of ſaferondue whiche himſelfe gaue out. 
neuer England moꝛe flouriſhed of knightes, no: 
neuet nation was lyke to Eugland. But nowe the: firſt 
dape of the iuſtes bofo2e they ſhould ryde to the tyite, 
the King e Oliuerio innited all the kinges and: Pzinces 
fo liner © in his pallaice,vhere'they were feaſted royal⸗ 
y and with great melody , After the tables taken vp, 
theknyghtes went to arme themſelues, and the kinge 
conducted by fhe auncient Lozdes and Barons of hys 
court toe vp his ſeate in a windowe ouer the tiltparde, 
and 'vppon a ſcaffolve befoze him reared foz that purpoſe, 
he commaunded the pꝛices to be put, whiche were dy- 
ners,fo2 vnto the crowne befoze ſpoken off, hee added a 
choller of lyke valure , and many other lewels able,foz 
the hondur of atfeminge them a the>wozthinelle 
thereof, to animate a'daſtard knyght to ſuch an enter- 
pꝛiſe. After this the zinteſſe Ohuia comming fozth of 
the great pallaice wich an Loo. ladies and gentlewomen 
mounted vpon a ſtately ſcaffolde very richly hanged .

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Wut in the middeſt of theſe the fayze Painceſſe Olivia 
ſhewed not leſſe maieſty then the krech and fragrant roſe

dyes. and ane de cane the Knights in place,

Che king —— 
beholding the kings countenaunte favbe and qeffing t

he rode to 8 whome the Gpant mette ſo 
fo2cibly that Allamedes tay on the ground, and Brandage⸗ 
deon dzeſſing himſefe in his ſaddle paſſed on, By and by 
Orgiles Pzinceof Ireland ſette vppon the Gyant, which 
ſom2what eſtoniched him: but neuertheles Orgiles happs 
foz himſelke was in no other manner then his fellowes. 
Then came in done Don Argiles to take Orgiles parte, 
and fiercely encountred the Gyant,but to p ſame purpole. 
Now was Don Syluerio aſhamed befoꝛe the Painceſſe 
Oliuia to haue taryed behinde ſo many god knights, and 
therefo2e fo2cing his courage to pleaſe his Lady vppon 4 
lyght courſer he ranne againſt Brandagedeon, his. Fozs 
tune was ſo god that he made Brandagedeon to loſe ane 
ok his ſtirops and the raynes of his bꝛidell, but Brandage⸗ 
deon quitted this with moze then a tollerable vſury , foz 
he carried him beyond p-crouper almoft-a ſpeares length, 
which diſgrace befoze his Lady Ohuia made him de 

angry, and willyngly would he haue challenged the com⸗ 
bat, if both leyſure and place had bene conuenient , gt 
long after the Pzince-Bargandel gathering his foztes at 
the beholding of the Pzinreſſe Syluerina went to encouns 
ter the Gyant, either of them being well heated, but dis 
uerſly, as ariſing of diuers cauſes, but their ſtrengthes 
encreaſed by their heat es, made their ſhocks ſo terrible 
as neither parte had great aduantage. The;Gyant fell ys 
pon the crouper of his hoꝛſe and rode the length of a ca- 
rper ere he might ariſe agayn.Bargandel fel ta the ground 
with his hozſe vnder him. This made him hange his 
heade, and ſtyzred vp his friend Liriamandro fag his ſur- 
tours, who cauſed Brandagedeon to. embꝛace the faddell 
bowe , himſelſe being cleane lfte out of the ſaddell br 
Brandagedeon the Gyant,, and Liriamandro layeon the 
_ grounde to complaine him of his miſhappe befoze his mis 
tres Rodaſylua.After theſe ther was none left ſq bardy, 
a6 fodare encounter Brandagedeon, which-cauſed$king 
. zdather Princes to loksxytully, q the Oyant . 
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bitnſelfe as inſolently, foꝛ when there was none lefte he „, 
lyfte vp his voyce in thele fermes . Come fozthe, come „ 
fozthe, pe knights of the hreat Brit aine, F eithcrkrowe,, 
what the foꝛce of Brandagedeon is, 02 if yeu dare not ,, 


appeare, ſende'me the p; ices pꝛeſentlp, foz to none of the 

wozlve they doe ſo rightly apperteyne as to me, and this 
ſayitig, he gallopped vp and downe in the place, expcding 
eicher ſome knight o2 the pꝛices. The king ſeing none 
come to annſwere his challenge was verye angrye 
and would haue giuen his beſt town to haue bad a knight 
which coulde haue quayled the Gpants courage, and foz 
very griefe be tourned himſelſe from the windowe , tyll 


the ſodayne ſhofe of the people, cauſed him fo loke out 


agapne. 
Then he eſpyed the people flocking together towards 


one co2ner of the lyſte, and in the midſt of them an aged 
man with a long white bearde riding ſoffly on a Mule, 
and bearing the countenannce of a very wiſe man. After * 


him he ſawe a knight well harneſſed in white armour, 
richly beſette with pꝛetious ſtones ſo that no man in the 


place had the lvke, his helmette had a fine plume and his 


hozſe the lyke, the pomell of his ſaddell of Goldeſmithes 
caruing;-and. the ſeate all embꝛodered with golde and fil 
net ; Enery thing belonging to the knighte ſo bꝛaue and 
luſtye, that none nowe but gazed on the ſtraunger. After 
him a god diſtaunte there rode a genflewoman an eaſpe 
pate vppon a palfraye dꝛiuing beſoze hir a ſumptuous 
hozſe. 
The gentlewoman comminge nere vnto the pallaice 
alyghted, and vnlacing hir male, ſpꝛedde a faire tente in 
the playne , made all of clothe of golde, with ſuche 


ſctraunge deuiſes, that neyther kynge noz keyſar in 


the woꝛlde but myghte haue vouchſafed it foz hym⸗ 
ſelfe. But that whiche was moſt commendable, was

The king badde Roſicleer to alyght, which diſmonn- 
ting from his hoꝛſe aſcended by a payꝛe of ſtapꝛes ts a 
little ſcaffolde befoze the kings windowe, where kneling 
downe in the ſight of the whole multitude , he receiued 
the oꝛder of knighthod at the kings hands, The king de⸗ 
maunded wher the young knight ſhould receiue Þ ſwozd, 
and the wiſe man aunſwered that he ſhould ſtape foz that 
fill he could conquer it. Then after his duetie done to 
the king, Rolicleer refourned to hozſebacke , and wyth a 
lynelye grace ſo demeaned himſelfe vppon his hozſe , as 
that it well pleaſed the beholders. Now foz that which 
followeth you mult enfend that the wiſe man vttered his 
ſpeaches to the king in the audience of the whole mul- 
titude, many knyghtes and other compaſſing him about 
to heare his arraunt, ſo that fewe 02 none but were pars 
takers of ik. Amongſt them was Brandagedeon bea⸗ 
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The Mrrour of Rnighthood. 
ring himſelſe within the lyſfes as p2oudly, as the Cocke 
ot the game doth in the Cockepit when the crauen is chas 
ſed. Then hearing that the tent was put fo2 a rewarde 
to him which coulde vnhozſe the poung knight, when 
„ bc law tine he cryed aloude to Roſicleer ſaping. In god 
»» ſoth new knight thou bew2ayeft thy folly and lacke of 
„ experiznce, when thou ſaweſt me ſtand in this place with 
„ Inv ſycare in my hande to make that challenge, which 
„ ſhall not be in thy power to maintayne ſo ſurely,but that 
2» J wilbe the mayſter of thy pauilpon, f pet Gods bleſſing 
„ oft thy heart fo2 bꝛinging ſo fayze a Jewell being in ded 
„ fitter fo2 me then fo2 ther. Roſicleer whoſe courage ne⸗ 
„ uer tapated, aunſwered as ſhoꝛtly. Jt ſhalbe thine Oyant 
„ if thou winneſt it, and there hall no man foꝛbid the the 
„ poſſeſſion of it if thou cucrthzowe me. And without moze 
wo2des he toke a great ſpeare from the ratler, and tour⸗ 
ning his bozſe heade he rode ſoftiy to the place wher the 
iuſtes were kept, In hys wap thether, Roſicleer lyfting 
bp his eyes to the ſcaffolde of the gentle women, he ſawe 
the beautifull Oliuia ſtanding direalp agaynlt his face, 
exceeding no leſſe the other gentlewomen in b2ightneſſe 
then the Mone excelleth the ſtarres in a froſtp night. O 
pe Roſicleer what a loke was that which locked ther 
from thy reſt, foꝛ with hir beautie thou waſt wounded at 
the heart, that albeit in time the ſkinne duergrew it and 
e fleſh.healed, yet the ſkarre remayned : z neuer knight 
in the woꝛlde loned moze lopallp then thou didſt. Foz 
though the ſight was ſhoꝛt and the blowe quicke, yet the 
wounde was depe and the ſmart cureles . O full many a 
bolde enterpꝛice diddeſt thou achiene ere thou gaynedff a 
reaſonable guerdon fo2 thy greate god will. And thou 
faire Pꝛinceſſe, being within the hearing of the wiſe mans 
ſpeach, diddeſt not ſpare to lende thine eares to an other 
mans tale, and thine epes to an other mans bꝛauerpe, 
that thy ſuccours being farre from the, thy hearte had 


nat the power to repulle thy aduerſarye » loue 2 
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onelp occaffon of thy vnreſt. But Lozde what alteracion 
both of you felte by the enterchange of your lakes, which 
ſerued lpkewiſe fo2 meſſengers fo tell pour tales betwixt 


. you, 


And yet J cannot deeme but that this loue fo enraged 
bis courage againft Prandagedeon as otherwiſe mape 
thincke he had not done ſo well. But comming into the 
place, hee addzeſled himſelfe towardes Brandagedeon, 
both of them now being in a readineſſe . The kynge af 
this tyme very ſozrowefull fo ſ& the newe knighte in his 
firſt battaple to endaunger himſelfe vpon a Gpant, and 
woulde haue talked with A rtemidoro about this matter, 
but the wyle man gaue no aunſwere , and fo the ende 
not to diſcouer moze then was behouefull, hee conuayed 
bimſelſe out of the kinges ſighte . So the kynge helde 
fill his opinion of the young knightes weakenes , till the 
iſſue diſp2oued his thought, 

Fo2 inthe caryer when the two knights mette in the 
middeſt of the tyltepearde, the Gyants ſpeare burſt vpon 
Roſicleers headpce, no moze mouinge him with the 
blowe, then if hee had ſfroke againſt a wall ; But Ros 
ſicleer hurlyng at the bzeaſt of Brandagedeon auerthꝛew 
him and his hozſe to the grounds , the hoꝛſe in the fall, 
bꝛuſinge the Gpantes ſhoulder, that his knightes were 
fapne to carry him out of the pꝛeaſe, wherat all the ſtan⸗ 
ders by with great admiration behelde Roſicleer, euerye 
man being a P2ophet as his heart gaue him, that Roſi⸗ 
cleer woulde pꝛoue the beſte knyghte in the woꝛlde, ſe⸗ 
ing that at his firſt encounter in tilte hauing neuer had to 
doe with an knighte befoze he had ouerthzowen ſo migh⸗ 
tie a Gpant. 

The king nowe thought that Roſicleer had well as 
mended the greate cozſie whiche hee had taken at his 
knightes dyſgrace , and the other knightes were 
glad to haue that huge monſter ryd awaye , bolder and 
weuenger valyaunfly to aduenture themſelues againite 


Ro- 
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Roſicleer then againfte a Gyanf and their courage 2 
the moꝛe foz the richnelle of the tent which had inuegled 
their touetous mindes to venture the purchaſe. But ; 
the knights entred to iuſte with him, he ouerthzew 1 
all, being moꝛe then an Joo knights, without that anp 
man was able to fit the ſcconde iourney. Then the kings 
knights cntred by name Brandariſtes, Brandidarte, Allas 
medes the Pzinces Argiles and Orgiles, Don Brunio 
Peince of Numidia and other, al which he thzew down ſo 
lyghtlpe as that they mighte not tourne one courſe moꝛe 
that dare. Some helde moꝛe tacke with him as you ſhall 
beare hereafter, but by the way the king tourning to his 
Lo2ds, ſpake on this wiſe, 

„ Truly my Lo2ds, ik J had not my ſelfe ſ&ne the bas 

» [ourous dedes of this knight, J (ould hardly haue cres 

„ dited an other, ſo incredible the truth is that one ſhoulde 

2» wozke ſuch maſteries. J would the iuſts were ended that 

2» J might fee this knight vnarmed to know him and ho- 
nour him as is reaſon. {rue it is aunſwered his nobles, 

2» and fo2 his valour there is not ſo puyſſaunt a Pꝛince in 

the wozlde, but that he ſhall haue cauſe to be glad of hyg 
ſeruice. This was a bꝛeathing time foz Roſicleer, but 
pet J am perſwaded that it was no playing time although 
no enempe appeared, foꝛ he had a greater conflict within 
his bones then he pꝛofeſſed outwardly, and therefo2c his 
heart neither fully aſſured, noz yet in daunger, gaſed vp- 
pon the beautie of Oliuia. Wherby the fire entring cloſe⸗ 
ly by the vapnes waſted and conſumed his fleſhe, ſwner 
then he felte the flame, oz coulde thincke of remedye: but 
better confideringe that hee was within the compaſle of 
loues ſegnio2ye , and that bis matter was fo bee trped at 
the great Aſſiſe in loues dominion, he toke better aduiſe- 
ment, to alter it to an action vpon the caſe of couenaunte 
agaynſt his miſtreſſe, the matter aring vpon exchaunge 
of, lokes as pou haue heard. And foꝛ this cauſe he en⸗ 


en Dergeaunt Vope to be his Lawyer , and feerd 
diuers 
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divers others to aſliſt him, vut maffer Diſpayꝛe an olde 
oger had wonne the daye of him, had not the whole 
vench, e eſpecially the chiefe Juffice Deſert, ſtaped· vpon a 
demur, which relieued much Roſicleers courage and made 
him loke moꝛe freſhly vpon hope to finde out better eui⸗ 
dence fo2 recouerꝑ of his ſute. But as Roſicleer thus 
plped his cauſe at the barre} fo gentle Cupid attended 
vpon his miſtreſſe, faithfully ſeruing him, and beatinge 
into hir head the remembꝛaunce of his aces and the 
beautie of his perſonage, that the wyndowes of hir de⸗ 
fire being ſette wyde open, ſhe vewed hir fill wyſthinge 
vet to ſee his face, thereby to comfozt hir ſelfe if his 
viſage were aunſwerable to bys vertye , Nowe Don 
Siluerio with an enuions epe, mynding to interrupte 
this medlea;p2zougked Roſicleer to the lyſtes, whiche 
Rolicleer refufed not. Roſicleer ſhaked ſomewhat 
in hys ſaddle, but pet withoute daunger of fal - 
linge and Don Siluerio with his courſer tumbled to 
the grounde, ſo euill entreated'as that h&@ was faine 
to fozſake the lyſtes. Whe Pzincefſe Oliuia remem⸗ 
b:inge. his fozmer impostunitie was nothing agreeued, 
thinckinge thereby'bys ſufe to haue flaked , the rather 
to delight in hir newe champion. By thys tyme the 
creafer parte of the aftername was ſpent, and very few 
remained in that place which durſt rde a courſe wyth 
Roltcleer, albeit the number of were moze then 
3000. But laſt of all:Bargandet and Lyriamandro wil- 
ling to pꝛoue themſelues vpon the newe knight with 
great courage, which the fight of their miſtrelſes tau⸗ 
ſed in them, rydde both againſt Roſicleer, and in they? 
waye as ther two ffrane who ſhould be firſt, Bargandel 
giuing the ſpurres to his hozſe ran againſt Roſicleer, Bar- 
gandlel in his race hit fo ſfrongly that his ſpeare flewe in 
peetes, hut Roſicleer knowing Bargandel, by a deuiſe that 
be had e mindſull of his foꝛmer courteſie, when he came 
ehen vp b end of his a t rode by — 
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touching of Bargandel. Bargandel not fling his aduer⸗ 
ſary thought that he had milſed his reſt, and therefoze 
taking an other ſpeare fo2 the reencounter, he rode again 
towardes Roſicleer, but Roſicleer did ag he did befoze, 
whereby he clecrely: percetued the knightes entent to 
be fo2 to ſpare him, and war ing madde angry he auoy⸗ 
ded the place , pꝛeſently ſtepped in the inte Lyrias 
mandro, to whom likewyſe Roſieleer ſo behaued hym⸗ 
ſelfe as vnto Bargandel, albeit: himſelfe was well ſtur⸗ 
red with theſe ſhockes, Lyriamandeo as madde as Bar- 
gandel to finde a friende without occaſion, and not know⸗ 
ing his meaning rode after Bargandcl, whers both of them 
departed to diſguiſe themſeiues thincking to beguple 
the knight, if peraduenture he had had ſome knowledge 
of them, Not longe after the trumpettes hlowed the re⸗ 
treate, and the iuſtes ſheulde haue ended when theſe 
two knigbtes entered wyth velowe plumes and gupl⸗ 
ded armour their hoꝛſe trappings alot yrle wo, t parting 
company,the one of them ranne againſt Roſicleet, whom 
he mette ſo ſtrongly that their ſpeares flewe in pieces, 
neither of them beeing vnhozſed „ whereat ail the peo⸗ 
ple were dilmapde, foz no knight that daye but was 
duerthꝛowne of as many as Roſicleer had encoumtred. 
But theſe two knightes rode againe the ſeconde time, and 
as with moze choller, ſo wyth fercer ſtomackes they 
met, that Roſicleer fourned with his hoꝛſe moꝛe then iii. 
paces backe wardes, hauing much a doe to bzing him foꝛ⸗ 
ward, and the ſtraunge knight loft his ſtirrops & fell to þ 
ground, w his hozſe ouer him. Mis companion tone his 
rome & ran twiſe againſt Roſicleer, neither of them los 
ſing their ſeates, but at the third encountry he fell to the 
ground as his fellowe did , Roſicleer à little diſeaſed in 
bis ſaddle , rocouered lyghtly . The yelowe knyghtes 
thus ouerthzowen mounted on theyz hoꝛſes to re⸗ 
tourne the way which they had come fopt'dilpteaſint 
at the little harme they had done vnte ä 
LS ep 
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they beſh2ewed themſelues fo the further attemptißg of 
his acquaintaunce, and muſinge who it ſhould bee, they 
remembꝛed themlelues of the younge gentleman Ros 
ſicleer and of hys greate pꝛoweſſe whereto themſelues 
were p2iuy,thincking that perhaps it might be he. but yet 
bicauſe of his younge yeares they remoued this thought 
agayne,and coulde not well iudge who he was. Then 
the king commaunded euerp Unpght to leaue off, at 
which the noyſe of the inſtruments were hearde ſo loude 
that the whole place range of the ſounde thereof. Oli- 
uia nowe mynded to diſcende with the other Ladpes, 
wherefoꝛe the knightes 4 other Pꝛinces flocked together 
ta giue their attendaunce, amonge whome Roſicleer as 
fo warde as the beſt in god will, pꝛeſented himſelfe vnto 
his miſtreſſe, which pleaſed hir not a little. Entering in⸗ 
to the great tourt of the pallaite they there alpghted, 
where the king welcommed thẽ making ſeuerall tokens 
of courteſte to eucry one, comming to Roſicleer he deſi⸗ 
red him to be at hys appoyntment foꝛ that night, fox 
that he had greate deſire: to ſee hym vnarmed, all the 
reſt gladly obeped, but Roſicleer with his beuere ſhutte, 
requeſted his maieſtie of-pardon fo2 that it behoued 
him to diſarme himſelfe in his tente, till the wyſe man 
had permitted the contrary and ſo ſavinge hee toke hys 
leaue of the kinge, enteringe intg hi 

found the wiſe Artemidoro ,'w 
bided hys comminge , when Rof 


bles were couered and the boꝛde was furniſhed of all 
delicacies whiche Artemidoro had thought on. The 
wiſe man himſelfe beeing both Coke ? Cater. Roſicleer 
ſitting downe gaue him harty thanckes fo2 his god pꝛe⸗ 
uiſion but in deede his ſtomacke was full wih the Pꝛin⸗ 

ceſſe Oliuia, which had ſo. poſſeſſed his entrayles that 
the daintie diſhes did a not whyt delight his aypetie. 


. i. During 
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During this time the Pzinces and the knightes whiche 
ſupped with the kinge highly extolled Roliclcers woꝛthi⸗ 
neſſe , eache of them beeing deſfrous fo knowe him , 
fo2 they all iudged him to bee of highe parentage . 


Thus was this night beſfowed till the daye came, 


wherein they were to expect freſhe matter of diſcourſe 
and tabletalke. 


TAn aduenture which chaunced in king Oliuerios 
court, Cap. 3 3. 


He next daye after, diuine ſeruite finiſhed, The king 
SO invites to bꝛeakfeaſt all the knightes, and that done 
toke his place in that ozder as you haue heard befoꝛe, lo⸗ 
king that ſome ſtraunge knight ſhould iuſt with the new 
knight. Now when the place was peopled with both gen⸗ 
tle and vngentle,x that the Pꝛinceſſe Oliuia was placed 


on hir ſcaſtolde, in came Roſicleer, mounted vppon his 
courſer,+ vaunted himſelf as iopouſlp befoze his miſtreſſe 
as if he had not feared the ſkirmiſh with. x. gyantes, but 
that which liked the P2zinceſle beit, was a conceit deuiſed 
in the penſell of his ſpeare,beeing a burning tozche, the 
ware d2opping from it, ſignit ping thereby p miſery ef los 
uers, with this poſy vnderneth in Romaine letters. Extin⸗ 

Extinguor, After Roſicleer was thus entred, ma⸗ 
ny ffrong and valiant nights, ſuch as had not iuſted the 
daye beloꝛe, deſtred to tre themſelues vppon the ne we 
knight, eſpetially Albalaxes king of Mauritania, who vp6 
hope to be Lo2d of the rich tent, tote a great ſpeare, and 
with all his fozte ranne ugainſt Roſicleer, but Roſicleer 
was not taken ſo tardy in the receite but that hee mette 
the valiant Pagan with ſuch ſtrength, as hoꝛſe and man 
tumbled to the ground. Roſicleer rode on ſomwhat trou⸗ 
bled with this entountry, ere he was wel ſet in his ſad⸗ 
dle, there ran againſt him an other Pagan L od of Buſia, 
but Roficleer finely vnhoʒſed him, and in the ſame courle 
Arn J. ourrs 
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ouerthꝛeto foure others that there was not a knight dert 
to dare him, at this time he tarried ſometime a waiting 
fo; newe commers in, but there was none , Dnely at a 
toꝛner of the liſtes, he ſawe a huge Gpant in white ar⸗ 
mour vpon a great courſer, with a hoarce and diſdainful 
voice tommaunding the people to make him rome. And 
not farre from this gyant a gentle woman vpon a paliray 
in ſtraunge attire much different from ours, hir face was 
all bedewed with teares as if the gyant had vſed violfce 
towards hir. The gyant appꝛaching to the place where 
the kinge ode, made no reuerence, but the gentle wo⸗ 
man kneled downe,ſaying, know moſt extellent Pzince 
that the renowne of this court hath bꝛought me from far 
countries hether,chieflp foz one cauſe, which the wicked⸗ 
neſſe of this gyant hath nowe made two, the oꝛiginall of 
them both pou ſhall here nowe vnder one. In the far⸗ 
ther part of the Eaſt nere vnto the great Cataya , there 
gouerneth a Pꝛinteſſe named Iulia, as pet but young ot 
peates, but not younge foz handlomneſſe, bing new as 
it wore in the pꝛide of all hir beautie. Hir father was 
- right cunning Pagic ian enſtrucing hir ſo perfedly in 
his ſtkill, as nowe therein there are fewe comparable, ? 
Foz fince his death,ſhe hir felf diuined dy bir knowledge ?? 
that ſhe ſhoulde be pꝛiſoner to two. gyants, and ſhaude 
be inlarged by one knight which Gould fight with ibhem 
both. Foz the caſe ſhould ſtand thus, that if hir knight ?” 
were vanquithed ſheſhoald as perpetnaliy captiuate be 
at their commaund, otherwile to be at liberfie if they 
were polden Mir lelfe foꝛeſeing this, and nat finding who 
he might be, hath pꝛouided zy hir knowledge not to bee 
begmled;:Fod by dir Arte ſhe hath made this worde, 
which nannight map euer buſheth, but onelp he whiche 2 
miſt fizht wyth the two gpants foꝛ hirlibertie, and be⸗ 
ſides the (wvzde is ſuch as without it, it were an hard ” 
adttenture; but wyth it the Bnight mape boldely ven⸗ 
turt on his toes.

That 
ſ&ing in his name he hath ſo well fitted Candromarte 
fo2 his aunſwere, and foꝛ that cauſe was to fake the bat⸗ 
fayle vpon him, nowe hee p2ayed him to weare thys 
ſwoꝛde lykewyſe fo2 bis ſake, whiche he would warrant 
to be god. The knight dyd his meſſage acco2dingly,but 
Roſicleer making his ercuſe gentely,refourned p fwa2d 
„ with this aunſwere,J humbly thancke the kinges ma⸗ 
„ ieſtie foz ſo high a pꝛeſent, the ndt receininge whereoff 
commeth not of any refuſall but by a pzomiſe which J 
„haue made, as his maieſtie can teftifie , neuer to weare 
,, [wo2d,but if 4 winne it, r therſoze J craue pardon at his 
5 ” maieſties handes fb; this difcourfefte,otherwyfe J were 
,, greatly to blame if J thought not my ſelfe honoured by 
„ beeing girte in a kinges weapon. The mellenger deli⸗ 
uered Roſicleers aunlwere in the ſame wozdes as Ro- 
ſicleer had giuen it out. ſo the kinge fomewhat lamentin 10 
the knightes wilfalneffe,as he thought, weapenieffe 
wage battaple with ſo abled a warriour, muſed vppen

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this and fo2 the reſt commended himto God. All the ſtan⸗ 
ders by were ſozy to ſ& the new knight ſo cduragious as 
fo fight with a Oyant without a weapon, and eſpecially 
the beautifull Painceſſe Olivia coulde not but bee an an- 
gred at the new knights ieoperdeus aduenture, as if ſhe 
had had no ſmall title o2 clayme to his perſon.

S they pꝛepared themſelues fo the carper, d peo- 
ple gathered together to ſeithts dangerous fight 
between the new knight and the Gyant Candras 
marte, and they as glad fo ſe the iſſue vpon their 


lyght courſers with their ſpcares in their reſtes ſo vyo⸗ 
tently hurled agaynſte the other that the grounde pelded 


vnder their feete,the. fozce of their ſtronge armes iopned 
with the fury of their hoꝛſe in ſuch wiſe that the Gyant 
made ſmall ſhiuers of his greate ſpeare and conſtrapned 
Roſicleer to take his pillowe on his hozſebacke , but the 

newe knichte gaue the Gyant fo mightie a blowe that 
he made his ſtirops fall from him, and quickely cloſinge 
with the Gyant , he dꝛewe him by foꝛte from the ſaddell, 

and thꝛew him to the grounve ſo that he ſomewhat bzu- 
ſed the Gyants ſhoulderbone , and pꝛeſently would haue 
tourned agapne vppon Candramarte to haue made a diſ⸗ 
patch of all. but that the Gyant be ing of greate courage, 

and enfo2cing himſelle to endure the remnaunt, gotte on 

his legs, and addzeſſing his ſhielde beſoze him, with his 

Fawlchon in his hande awayted Roſiclecr „ foz ſo ſone 
as Candramarte was downe, Roſicleer then alyghted and 
ſent his hoꝛſe to his tente, Rolicleer now being on fote 
made towardes Candramarte , Candramarte firſt aſſap⸗ 
led Roſicleer with theſe woꝛdes.

? ſubbne ther, and although J bzing no ſwozde with mee, 
pet J hope in the liuinge God that thine ſhal pzofet me, 
and ſerue my tourne ., Then the Gyant was in ſuche 
a rage that the fury of his choller- with the bluftering of 
bis bꝛeath iſſued thzough the ſigbtes of his equimas in 
Ixke ſoꝛt as the ſmoke iſſueth out of a foznace . And his 
ſeconde aſſault was with his Fawlchon with both his 
hands fetched compaſwiſe againſt Roſicleer, which ſeing 
the blow comming with ſuch fa2ce, foz ward lyſt vp his 
thie'd therin to reteiue 8 ſtroke, but Þ blow was ſo mighs 
tie, p it bewed the ſhield aſunder, « deſcending vpon the 
-beadpeece, made Roficlcer abate his lokes and bowe his 
-knes, fo2 ſauegarde to his fall. The Opant doubled vs 
pon him, but Roſicleer neuer pet daunted, and reconering 
bis courage almoſt agaynſt the hare ſtepte aſide that the 
Gyants blowe was all in vapne, and being ſomewhat 
gut of charitie with the firſt, he determined no moze to 
-reccine any ſuche counterbuffes, ſo that an halfe Honre 
after the combat had laſted the Gyant myght neuer byt 
him one blowe foz all that he coulde doe.

So Roſicleer was retained foz the 
kings knight, and all the olde courtiers both P2inces and 
knightes of great name ranne to mbꝛace Roſicleer with 
great pleaſure vnto tht᷑ to haue his company except onely 
Don Siluerio P2ince of Lufitania,whda ielous thought 
bered as towardes Roſicleer foz that hee had vnhoꝛſen 
bym in the pꝛeſence of his Lady. But after this oꝛder 
Roſicleer remained in the Engliſh court, where he refted 
bimſelfe till this ſodeine aduenture called him foꝛth as 
ſhall be tolde vou. 1 


CA gentlewoman came to the court from the

He ſtoꝛie recounteth that Roſicleer abode many 
97 in king Oliuerios court, well liked and loued 
of both king and nobles, In which time Roſicleer gaue 
the king the rich tent which the wiſe Artemidoro had 
wꝛought foz him, wherein the king toke great delight. 
Foz although he had many other, both curious foz mas 
king and coftly foz matter yet had he not ſenem his life 
any either ſo rich 02 of ſo cunning wozkmanlhip , ſo that 
the kings god will towardes Roſicleer entreaſed by Ros 
ſicleers pꝛeſence, and in that alſo foz his company many 
other great P2inces and ſtraunge knights remained with 
ò king ſo long time after 5̊ theſe iuſts were ended, which 
beginning of friendſhip betwirt Roſicleer and ſome ok 
theſe knightes grewe in the eude fo ſuch perfection by 
his gratious and familiar behauiour, that neither fauour 
of friendes noz dꝛeade of daunger might wyth theyz 
willes ſunder them from this amitie. And if Roſicleer 
had ſuch power oner knightes . ſtraungers, what had he 
ouer the Pꝛinceſſe Olivia being ſurpꝛiſed with his loue;e 

. hauing 
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- hauing engrauen his Image ſo depely in hir immagina⸗ 
tion, p he neuer departed from hir thought, but euermoꝛe 
there renewed in hir remembzaunce his knightly dedes 
and great valour, whereby ſhe made an euident demons 
ſtration of his linage as if naught cls had bene emmy to 
bir purpoſe . But this faire Pꝛinceſſe now ſo languiſhed 
with p tozmet of this amoꝛous thought 4 pleaſant liking 
ok hir loue Roliclcer, that nowe the conuerſation of hir 
gentlewomen was yerkſome and to be ſolitarie did moſt 
content bu, foꝛbearing withal, both hir reſt in flerpe, x hir 
ſulkenaunce in feeding. In which melancholy ſhe was ſo 
far gone without the feeling of hir owne diſeaſe, as p no- 
thing might eaſe hir highnefſe but Roſicleers pꝛeſente, 
Which bzed hir greater bale in his abſece,by y griefe gal- 
ling hir molt fo thinck that ſeing he was a ſtraunger in 
z land, he would ere long retourne to his own countrep. 
One day caſting hir ſelfe vpon hir bed, and toſſing ſuche 
ike things in hir fancie, ſhe ſent out many a fozrowfull 
Ugh as þ foꝛerũners of this which followeth. O loue,loue | 
How wel it eaſed me befoze times fo heare loners mourn, * 
to read their ſtraunge fits, lo ſee figured befo2e me p vas *? 
riable ſucceſſe of their attempts, with the fearcful frights 
of thy ſubiectes and captiues. O how well at eaſe was 4 
when being farre from the fire & cut of daunger,J might 
laugh + loke on warme me by their flame. But now not 
ſo free noz clean denoid of thought, J rue the little pitte 5» 
J toke vpon their paine,4 am therfoze ſcoꝛched not with⸗ „ 
out deſerf, O loue, loue, by whom, not the febleſt onelp, 
but the ſturdieſt alſo © ſtouteſt are vnable to quench this v 
fire, if if pleaſe thee to kindle it. Alas do not p wiſemen »» 
ſeme fwles,+ Þ hardy cowards if it be thy pleaſure;e dare 5» 
any man cõleſſe þ truth in this his paſſid, are not al like 5» 
icke men begiled, call ſowze ſwete,payne pleaſure, bale 5» 
bliſſe, griefe gladneſſe, t the loſing of their late libertie $ 5 
enlarging of their new franchiſe to contẽt their fanties. 
And thou vnkoꝛtunate Oliuia art thou Pꝛinceſſe of great 
O ii. | Britaine, IF 
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„Britaine the daughter ok king Oliuerio, the weman ſued 
„ vato by ſo pliant peticioners both Pꝛinces and {tnightes | 
„of great courage, whom thou haſt all refuſed. Ao aſſu⸗ 
„ redly, but thou art ſome baſe and meane gentle woman ik 
„ the fight of one onely knight not knowen vnto ther hath 
lo dimmed thy vnderſtandinge , that reaſon is become 
„no moze defenſible, Where is thy late pꝛide Olivia, 
„where is thy auncient pleaſure , where are thy hautpe 
„lokes, where lyrs the charter of thy libertie , where is 
2 the eſtimation of thy beautie, where is the excellencie of 
„ thy eſtate. O the miſerable and enerchanngeable fate 
„ok man, lyke vnto the hearbes oz flowers whiche the 
„moꝛninges dewe refrclheth , the nones heate opzeſs 
„ ſeth, and the night ſhade encloſeth in, as the graue doth 
„our bodpes: beeinge a liuelp moꝛrall or our moztalifie, 
„ Alas Roſicleer, my father thinckes he hath made a great 
„ purchaſe by thy being here, but J would fo God J might 
„ be as ſure heire to this ptirchaſe, as J am otherwiſe cer- 
„ tepne to repent thy comminge hether . And pet what⸗ 
„ſomeuer the euent be, my loue commaundes in me the 
„ contrarp. Foz is it not better foz me fo ſee Roſicleer, and 
„ to acknowledge the godnefſe of God fowardes man, in 
„ inhablinge of him to the achieuement of ſuche won⸗ 
„ ders, whereby and by the emoying of his fight J rereine 
„ ſuche pleaſure , then neuer to haue ſeene him though J 
„ loſe the hope of augmenting my ſtate. And truelp befall 
„ what maye in ſpight of Foꝛtunes rancour, J wpll ſtaie 
,, my ſelfe vppon this choiſe, and wyll not exchaunge it, 
Uerie wyſe was the P2inceſſe Oliuia, and as the tymes 
affo2ded very well learned, but yet theſe ſpeaches pꝛoce⸗ 
ded rather of hir paſion,then of aduiſed reaſon oꝛ god 
readinge . And the lyke combatte to this of contrary 
thoughtes Roſicleer endured,enterfaining in his hearte 
the counterfaic-of the pꝛinteſle in y ſecret contemplation 
whereoff he was diligently occupied, immagining theroff 
the bzauozie of hir beanfie;and the great deſert in hir to 
be

to beguile his ſolfne conceits which ouercame his nights 
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be beſt beloued. But as againe to the P2incefſe in all this 
ſubiection to loue & his lawes, hir honeſty is chiefly to be 


noted, which foz all that both þ remedy was aboue hir ta⸗ 


pacitie,x the paine likely to ouercome hir paciece:yet bars 
out the bzumtes thereot in ſich modeſtie rather by (uffe- 
raunce then ſtriuing withall, that neither coulde Ros 
ficleer euer affare himſelfe of hir liking, noz any of hir 
ſeruaunts wing it out by the maner of hir deſeaſe, Ros 
{icleer was as cloſe, which in him was the occaſion f 
farther trouble, o coueting to be alone the better to re- 


topte hunſelfe,and to enter moze narowly into the ſerch 


of his owne habilitie with the:likehthod of his ſute, hee 
ſtumbled as in a blinde way vpon two blockes ſo placed 
as that if he auoided the one, he mult needes hit his ſhin 
againſt the other: Foz this was one, If he reuealed not 
bis griefe o not made hir pꝛiuie to his eſtate, there was 
naught to pzeferre him befoze an other knight . Againe 
b other was, if be laid open his race, his ſupplitatiõ would 
lacke ſuccour. owe howe could hee with candlelight, 
nat hazard a fall vpon the one o2 the other. Fo2 he was 
perſwaded þ pꝛince Edward. bꝛother to the patnceſſe Oli- 
uia was his father,whercfcze the nere kinrcy was fo be 
concealed if he loked fo2 helpe, and vet the. concealment 
was the onely debarring of his hope. In this conflict he 
did nothing but afflict himſeife, neither daring to diſcos 
uer his maladp, noz minded to diſfemble it altogether, 
by fo much the moꝛe in woꝛſe cafe then d P2inceffe was, 


as the infirmitie of hit ſexe did leſſen hir paine by ve loing 


at the fir ſt, and the magnanimitie of his courage to haue 
the maſter p, did in the end make the deeper impꝛeſſion in

and ſo the iſſue pꝛaued inhim, But being one daye with 
the king and the other noble P2inces in pᷣ great pallaice 
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reft,he awe entering a gentlewoman well apparelled, 
which when ſhe came niere bowing humbly to the king,

„ ble king of the great Bricaine , The P2incefſe Priana my 
2» miſtrefſe and wife vnto the Pzmce Edward pour ſenne,

„ fped by your god grace. what vou haue heard of hir Loꝛd 
„ and huſband, foꝛ ſhe neuer ſaw him ſince his firſt arrival 
„ into Hungary, Py Lady alſo by me greteth þ Pꝛinceſſe 
» Oluuia pou daughter, vnto whom ſhe commaundeo me to 
deliuer a cofer of iewels, but coming to land on þ Enlith 


27 coaſt, 3 was ſet vpon by a great gyant,named Brandages 


* deon as J heare, mho taking the cofer from me badn me 
tome fo this court, here to tel a new knight which once 
2» vnhozſed him, p he would make aunſ were to none but ta 
» him as concerning the coffer,and that foz him he would 
» ſtay at pſhoze,there to make ſatiſfaction accoꝛding as be 
was charged, J beſech pour god highnes 'therfoze to ſend 
that newe knight m your daughters quarrel againſt this 
Gpant. Roficleer hauing knowne this gentle woman as 
mongſt thoſe which attended vpon the Pꝛinceſſe Briana 
his mother in the monaſtery of the riuer, t that G@' had 
to name Arinda was glad to haue y opoꝛtunitie offred to 
ſerue the pꝛinteſſes Oliuia and Briana, gnd therefoze ry» 
fling from — he ſaf he came befoze the king, to who 
„ be ſayd. Sir ſeeing it is Roſicleer whom this gentlewo⸗ 
„ man ſcketh, and that Brandagedeon hath ſent ſoz me, 4 
„ beſech your maieſtie to gine me licence to goe in theſe 
„ affaires, fo2 it is out of reaſon to fozflacke ſuch woz- 
thy ſernice to two fo noble Pzinces . The king loth 
” of any occaſion at all miniſtred whereby he ſhould foꝛ⸗ 
ſake the court fo2 feare leaſt his retourne would not be 
ouer haſfie,fo2 he knewe well that he was nothing ads 
dict fo Hleneſſe, yet ſeeing his impoꝛtunitie both fo aun⸗ 
ſwere the challenge and to employe his trauaile, in the 


name of theſe two pꝛinces would not gaine ſap his = 
poſe 
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poſe, but wiſhed him not to goe alcne fo2 that the gyant 
was wel manned with abcue xrx. knights, luz this cauſe 
Bargandel & Lyriamandro, other pꝛinces & knights offe- 
red to go in his companp, but they could not pꝛeuaile, ſoz 
he excuſed himſelfe with this, y it ſhould redound to his 
diſwozthip,if he ſhould take moꝛe compan then the Gy» 
ant loked foz, And by and by he craued pardon to depart 
to his chamber ther to arme himſelfe. The gentlewoman 
Arinda well knowing him, but foꝛ that time ſuppꝛeſſung 
it, while Roſicleer bucled on his armour, went to deliuer 
hir meſfaxe vnto the P2inceſe Oliuia, vnto whome ſhee 
folde that the cofer with ie wels was intercepted by a falſe 
barratour a Gpant named Brandagedeon, and thut þ nem 
knight had taken vpon him to fetco them againe, whiche 
when the Pzinceſſe heard, although ſhe was glad to vn- 
derſtand ought from the pꝛinceſſe Briana, yet was ſhe ſoꝛ⸗ 
rowful when ſhe heard that Rolicleer would leaue þ ci⸗ 
tie, and would go alone thether where the Gyant above 


him, foꝛ hir minde gaue hir Þ ſhe ſhould not ſee Roſicleer 


in haſt, but tourning from this ſhe demaunded cf p gen⸗ 
tle woman many things in perticuler touching hir Lavy, 
fo that the gentlewoman ſfayed with hir till. Roſicleer 
being armed called vpon hir. Then the pꝛinteſſe ſapth, it 
ther be no other remedy vou map go with him, albeit tell 


the knight fro me, that J had rather the ie wels were loſt, 


then he ſhould put himſelf in ſo great a ieopardy. Arinda 
ſayd ſhe would doe hir commaund , and went downe to 
Ro ſieleer being alredy on hozſeback with his eſquire Te 
Iyo,the likewiſe toke-hir palfray',.and they thzee rode 
thꝛongh the Citie of Lonion,muche gaſed after by the 
king and all the knights and Ladyes which ſtode in the 
windowes and battlementes of the pallaice , and wyth 
great ſoꝛrowe pittied him to ſee him goe alone, perſwa⸗ 
ding themſe lues that it Btandagedeon were llaine oz in 


daunge r, that his men would reſcewe him. 
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TA crucll battaile betweenc Roſieleer and Brancages 
devn with his knightes, Cap,3z6 


5 R Oficecr beeing thus accompanied with Arinda and 
Telyo his ſquier, willed the gentlewoman to guyde 

„ bim on the waye to the place where Brendagedon was, 

* ”” Arinda knowing him well inougb, ſapde. Hoble Rolis 
„ Clecr, I dare not ſo doe. The Gyant is fierce and ſtrong 
„ And hath with him many kmightes , which if her haue 

„ næde ſhall helpe bim, and then ſhall J ſee you in perill of 

* your life. Better were it Roſicleer that you ſhould leaue 

„ this enterpꝛiſe and take the waye towardes Hungary, 
there to comfo2t the ſoꝛrowfull P inceſſe Briana, which 

„ lince your departure from the monaſtery hath neuer ben 
mer. Roſicleer perteiuing well that the gentic woman

Pꝛinteſſe Rodaſylua hir owne daughter , Now our miſ⸗ »»

„ tlewoman, but in relocct of the Gyants firength it wyll

” ſared in hir thought, ſhee ſpake on this wyſe . Be not

? tour felfe away fo2 the recovery of my damage , it is no 
great matter fo2 me to take ſome paynes in goyng with 
* pou: but it wilbe foine griefe to retourne agapne laden 
” with a frech complaynt of a new murder. And therefoze 
2» fo2 Gods ſake let the Gyant alone. Roficleer ſayd, J may 
2» not, but ſeing vou haue pꝛomiſed pour company, gette vp 
„ behinve my ſquire, and caſt your care vpon God, which 
» will puruape fo2 your eaſe, as beſt ſhall lyke him. 
„ So thep foure tcauapled towardes the place where the 
' GOyants abiding was, and comming neere vnto the ſhoze 
they ſawe him harde by the water where he (ate vpon a 
great hoꝛſe, and moꝛe then thirtie knights in a craper 
not karre off, as if they purpoſed to boꝛd a tall ſhip, which 
was on flcate in the Sea halfe a mile. Brandagedeon by 
and by knew Roſicleer to be the new knight by the rich 
arm-ur he bare, the ſclfeſame being wozn by him in the 
inſts, wherein he was hurled to grounde. foz which cauſe 
pꝛeuenting Roſicleers ſalutacion, with a loud and hollow 
voice he cried vnto him.

Brandagedcon ſpake no wszd, but ſignified his meaning 
by his demeanour, foz he tourned his hozſe head in great 
rage and toke a heauy ſpcare with him, the other vnder⸗ 
ſtanding his ügne, did as much, This firſt journey bꝛake 
their ſtaues E made them try the reſt of the battayle on 
fote.Zhe Gyant being cleane vnhozſed,+ Roſicleers hoꝛſe 
giuing backe,ſop he ruſht agaynſt p ground, but þ ſucces 
was diuers t vnequal in Þ riders themſelues. Foz Roſicles 
er keping his ſaddel felfe no harme in his body, c the Gps 
ant thzown vyolently to the earth, was well ſhaken with 
the fall. | n 

But the combate is not yet ende d, fo: Brandagedeon 
being ſtrong and mightie helde Roſicleer very harde, as 
in deede it could not be other wiſe, foꝛ bet wirt them alone 
the fight continued two houres, all p meane time neuher 
part giuing ouer, no2 making any lemblaunce of diſcem- 
fiture, In thende the knight hauing treble acuanntage o⸗ 
uer þ Gpant, firſt in Qucen lulias ſwoꝛd which byt ſo2e; 
ſecondly in Artemidoros harnes which held out the fozce 
of the Gpants weapon: and thirdely the nunbieneſſe of 
his bodye ready both to aſlaile ſtrongly and to decline 
as lightlp from the others blowe, by whiche meanes has 
uing made a wide hole in the Opants aimour hee woun⸗ 
ded the Gpant at his pleaſu re. 

The execution ok this challenge to ſo little diſpleaſure 
on Roſicleers part, made Arinda thincke it long till ſhee 
choulde blaſc it at home in the monaſte re ol the rruer:

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but hir pleaſure was ſone ouertaſt, fo2 there was mini- 
ſtred vnto hir a cup of colde water in ſfede of betteg, lp⸗ 
king to alay hir thirſt.

This was no 
cuen match, thirtie knights and a Gyant to ſet vpon one 
ſilly knight, befoꝛe almoſt tyʒed with two houres battaile 
againſt ep Gpant. But what thing may reſi Gods ozdi⸗ 
naunce? The Gpants knights lapd on with ſuch coura⸗ 
ges, that it reuiued the Gyant , fo2 they were all choſen 
knights , but J doubte not but that Roſicleer beſturred 
bumſelfe, fo2 ſo many as he mette , hee either mapmed, 
— wounded, flewe, 02 thzewe to grounde, And being ouer⸗ 
awed by number and freſh onſettes,he was fapne fo2 de⸗ 
fence to his backe, to withdꝛawe himfelfe into the Sea, 
there to ſtande in the water and receiue their blowes be- 
foze him, 

Howe Telyo his ſquyze and Arinda the Hungarian 
ſeing him fo2ced to this extremitie were very wo begon, 
but the gentlewoman Luſitanian as deſperate of all ſuc- 
cours by his meanes, gallopped from thence vpon hir pal- 
fray which ſtode by the thoze, no leſſe complayninge the 
daunger wherein ſhe lefte this god knight, then recurcs 
leſſe lamenting the vniuſt death of hir bzothcr. As ſhe had 
ridde ſome parte of hir wap towardes O liuerios courte, 
there were two knights in hir iudgement very luſtp and 
armed at all ponts which made all the haſt they mighte 
to gette nere hir.

The two knights with 
theſe newes poſted a mapne, and by the ſame way which

which at p time ſfode in þ water againſt xi. oꝛ xu. ot the: 
* fo2ſs many were left on liue of thirtte perſons,thoſe alſo 
which then lyued being well nurtured by Rolicleers diſci⸗ 
pline, that they woulde pꝛeaſe vppen him without god 
warrantiſe. 
Now by that time that the two knights came, Noſi⸗ 
cleer had killed moze then twentie, leauing a paſſage ſo 
well trode as they might eaſelp trace out his fateſteppes. 
At their firſt bꝛeaking in among the Cyants knights they 
burſt their ſtaues vppon two ok the ouerthꝛowing them, 
and then dzawing their \wozdes ſtrake ſo luſtely that the 
allaplants were glad to leaue Roſicleer, and to defende

whereby Roſicleer knewe them, the one to be Bargandel 

and the other Liriamandro his dere friendes,, Roſicleer 

after his pꝛeluppoſed thancks ſo happely ſlumbling on 
his kriendes helpe,fell to other matters, and firſt aſked of 
N them 
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them ſoz what cauſe they came thether, they made aun- 
Cw2r that the only keare they had left the Gpants knights 
ſhould at once encloſe him, moued them to abandon the 
court fo2 his reſcewes. And as this talke was intterrup⸗ 

ted by the comming of the two gentlewomen and Telyo 
Roſicleers ſquire to demaund leaue of ſerch in d Gyants 
boate foꝛ the cofer and fardell which had bene taken from 
them, ſo after the geutlewomen with leaue obtapned, 
departed foꝛ to ſearch: theſe thꝛe knights began a depe 
conſultacion of their owne affaires and what they ought 
„ to do. Bargandel ſpake firſt in this wiſe, We haue this 
3» moneth and moze loyfered very idellp in kyng Olinerios 
„ tourt without exerciſe of armes o2 armoure, therfoze it 
„Wer not miſbeſeeming vs knights if we ſhould foz a time 
„ fo2bcare our retourne to pꝛactiſe dædes of armes that cur 
-» god name t hondur may enlarge our credit in this king⸗ 
„ dome, and be a meanes of the ſure ſettling of our niemo- 
„ rics in this lande, and the rather thereto am J ledde,foz 
„that J will not feare any diſwoꝛſhip oz danquich in pour 
„company. J am content ſayth the newe knight with this 
„ 02 any other thing which you ſhall deuiſe. But what ſhall 
„ we doe with theſe gentlewomen. Pary ſaith Liriaman⸗ 
„ dro they ſhatl retourne to the court with the dead body 
„ of the Orant, ther to pꝛeſent his carcaſe befoze the Pzin- 
„ celle Oliuia as a token from the Roſicleer and in part of 
„ payment fo; the great diſhonour which the Gyant hath 
"> p2ofered hir in witholding hir Jewels. They may lpke⸗ 
„ wile when they be there matze all our excuſes vnto the 

„ king foꝛ dur ſo ſodapne departure. 

__ - By this time the gentlewomen refourned with theire 
owne carriadge, and what with the lengthe of the bats 
2 and other accidents, the dape was ſo farre chutte 
m, that being verye darke they were conffrayned altoge⸗ 
ther to fourn? into a kepers houſe nere at hande, where 
they were welcome at ſuch warninge. Foꝛ hee kne we 
the tyꝛes knights at the great feaſtes, wherefoꝛe 4 ens. 
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fertayned them as honourably as he might. That night 
not hauing wherwith otherwiſe to buſte themſelues, and 
the oppoꝛtunitie of the bearers putting them in minde of 
their miſtreſles, they gaue themſelues to enditing euery 
man of ſeuerell letters vnto his lone and Lady. Bargandel. 
and Liriamandro deliuered theirs vnto the gentlewoman 
of Lulitania, but the other not willing to make manifeſt 
bis chopſe foz that tune toke Arinda a letter cloſely to 
carry vnto the Pꝛinceſſe Briana his gov Ladie, and af- 
terwardes amongſt other talke he required to ſ& the co- 
fer of Jewelles which the P2incefſe Briana ſent to Oliuia, 
as if it had bene onely to haue ſene the riches thereof, 
Arinda gaue him the cofer which he opened, and tolling 
vp and downe as if fo ſe all the Jewelles, he ſecretly cons 
uaped his letter to Oliuia vnder all the papers, and rede⸗ 
lyuered the cofer without being ſuſpect ; * Well fo make 
an ende the talke had an end, x when p reſt went fo their 
reaſt, Roſicleer fel into his oꝛdinary humoz,dziuing in his 
thought, the whole o2der of the deliuerp, and hir receife, 
with hir manner of tourning ouer the papers fo viewe 
- every Jewell, this being but the firft aſſay of the humoz, 
but when his fancie bꝛought him to the finding ot the let⸗ 
ter, Loꝛde what a fight he ſuſtayned,foz the better vnder⸗ 
ſtanding whereoff, you muſt immagine a young ſcholler 
but lately entred into ſchole poyntes onerſ&ing of hys 
theame befo2e he bꝛinge it to the reviewe of hys ſchwles 
mapſter, and belceue me in farre greater doubte hunge 
Roſiclcer of his Ladyes lyking then the boye doth of his

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playne incugh, oꝛ this is kaultie, oz this ſhould be amen⸗ 
ded, and to dꝛawe all info a lumme, in euerpe perce hee 
woulde blame cither the lpttle witte in inuention oz the 
lacke of elaquente in the detiuery of the matter, but cheif- 
iy his owne ouerboldeneſſe in pꝛeſuming vpon fo high a 
Vꝛinceſte with ſo rude a diſcourſe, and yet J dare ſay it 
did him god to beguple the Painceſſe with this letter in 
the colour of a Jewell. which ſhe muſt receiue and reade 
thꝛouah, ere ſhe could learne the contents theroff,0z know 
the penman, And beginning to recken a freſhe after this 
com#o2t, he ſtayed himſelke vppon theſe two popnts, firit

waye , afterward taking his leaue wyth a friendly em-

tage being eſpyed on either part by the beholders, what 
was within them,themſelues beſt knew, ut Roticleer 
rather delighted then afrayde at his enempes courage, 
deupſed by himſelle howe to winne that valpaunt 
knight foz friende and to leaue the combatte, foꝛ vppon 
ſo ſlender a quarrell bee thought the hazar de would be 
to great. Pary foz all that he dyd his beſt, loꝛ when be 
kelte the ſtronge buffeftes hee coulde not but pelde the 
luke. The Tartarian knyght burning in rage, rather to 
haue þ maſtry ouer ſo valiant knights, rather the foꝛ any 
ill will he bare to Roſicleerompaſſed howe by mayne 
fozce to ſubdue his aduerſary,:t:in this thought he ſtrake 
ſo furiouſly that with bis charge and the others aun⸗ 
(were the nopſe was ſs confuſed and great wythall, that 
it was hearde bppon the toppe of hylles as the ſhotte of 
Artilerie 2: When the Tartarian knight was ſo well 
heated as you haue heard, hee dꝛaue a blowe with both 
his handes full at Roſicleers head, which lighting vppon 
the fine and inchaunted helmette,notwithilandinge des 
pꝛiued Roſicleer of his eve light 4 enfeebled his hearing 
at that time. Bat Roſicleer could not fo tone fo2gette 
if, and therefoꝛe whyle it was freſhe in bys remem⸗ 
bꝛaunte, he reſtoꝛed the lyke blow which in y deſcending 
miſſed the Tartarians ereſf, otherwyſe it had put bym 
in daunger , But Alpdinge vppon his ſhoulder it was 
ſo heauie that it made the Tartarian ſtoupe to his ho ſe 
backe. The next daungerous blowe which the 1 artart- 
rian gaue, made Roſicleer bwwe vnto bys ſaddle both 
ths ſwonde and the raynes falling from him. Bargandel 
and Lyriamandro ffandinge by fell therewyth info a 
ſtraunge admiration of the Tartarian in that hee not 
onely kepte Roſicleer pla, but put him to his troumms, t 
by this time J tbinck their deũre to fight with him was 
well abated, ſeeinge they knewe nowe howe well hee 
coulde handell his weapon. And Roſicleer hauinge got 
greater courage though the griefe - wounde, kept 
lf, | no 
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no moꝛe bis ſeate, but ryſinge in his yzroppes and 
recouering his ſwoꝛd which was faſtened with a lyttle 
chayne vnto his ſaddle bowe, he hit the ſtrong Tartaxi⸗ 
an ſo great a blowe,that the blcuv guſhed out both at 
his cares and noſtrelles, and hee laye foz-dead vppon 
tho crwper, the hozſe carryinge hym abonte the felde 
tyil he reniued , After not without ſome abaſhment 
as one come out of an other wozld : the Tartarian 
when hee fcite the bloude iſluynge in ſuche meaſure, 
lyft vp bis hande and callinge foꝛ helpe on hys Gods, 
ſapinge . Alliſt mee O my Gods -agaynlts 'thys fell 
knyghte, fo2 if J tarręe moze of theſe blowes mp lyfe 
ſhall ſone bee ended, and when he had ſo ſapde, as pur⸗ 
poſed to make an ende of the frayc her toke his ſwozde 
with both bys handes, and wyth all hys fozce follows 
inge the blowe, he ſmote Roſicleer vppon the helmette 
to no greate harme on his bodpe, but the weight theres 
off aſloniſhed hym as muche as if a Towze had fals 
len vppon hym, whereat Roſicleer wared madde ans 
grye,and not remembꝛinge that whiche befoze hee had 
pꝛemeditate as to ende the battayle in qupetneſſe, hee 
repayed the treſpaſſe wyth treble dammage to the 
Tartarian , Foz albeit the Tartarian myght well be 
reckened amonge the moſte famous knightes of elder 
fyme , being couered wpth a helmeffe ſo well tem⸗ 
pered as any P2ince- myght haue, pct liuinge in that 
age and encounteringe ſuche knyghtes, hys rome was 
but nerfe the veſte. And when hee ſawe that terri⸗ 
rible blowe oner hys heade, hee coulde haue wyſhed a 
whole mountapne betwene hym and it. But there 
needed no ſuche impoſſible meanes fo auopde thys 
milſoꝛtune. foꝛ it was pꝛouyded by the diuine maieſtpe 
of God that thys noble knyght ſhoulde dye a Chapfti⸗ 
an , and that greate friendſhyppe ſhoulde growe be- 
tweene theſe thꝛee knyghtes, and therefoze God ſo dp⸗ 
rected Roſicleers hande, that it fell not right, but glaunce⸗

RKoficlect penned this letter either not well in his- 
wittes 0z.els greatly perplexed in his thought, ſo harde it 
is to finde an iſſue, but A beleue rather that it came from 
heart to hand, and was: ſo-ſette-downe, without karther 
aduiſe. Vet in the meane time that Fidelia redds the let- 
tor, the fayze P2incefle bꝛoade awake to heare thoſe amo⸗ 
rous woꝛdes, and fælyng them in hir heart with the lyke 
lone wherein Roſicleer wꝛote them. When it was ended 
heaping out aboundance of ſighes vpon the argument of 
the letter, ſha ſapde vnto Fidelia. Ah Fidelia what foz ce

Dh my Fidelia, tome, come, and helpe mee 
nowe either to ſet foꝛ warde my miſhap with ſome dei⸗ 


perate ſhyft, oꝛ ta lende me thy faithfull counſell and ad⸗ 
uiſe the better to aſſwage my griefe and to fozgette the 


ſame miſfoꝛtune which nowe - aſſayleth mee. Alas I ſe 
that it is not foz my quyetneſſe to bnaniſh Roſicleer, and 


il by the excollencp of my eſtate J am fozced: to chaſtyſe 


his ouerboldneſſe, in ſo doing J ſhall both barre. him from 


the ſight e light of his eyes and make the firipe redound 


vpon mpne owne head, foz who ſhall receive greater 
ſmarte by his abſence the 4 ſhall. What a wicked woꝛld 
is this, wherein men of foꝛce muſt neglect other mens ver⸗ 
- tues;andmagnifie their owne: nobilitie wythout deſerte: 


: were it not moze reaſon to rayſe this man to the toppe of 
honour ᷣ̊ in him his poſteritie may glo2y, then fo2 lacke 
of aunceftozs famous fo2 like qualities, to ſuppꝛeſſe his 
vertue and kepe vnder the magnanimitie of his courage?

' When began my fathers © graundfathers to be nobles, 
but when with the winges of vertue they ſoared abaue 
the vulgar ſoꝛt, and if by their meanes onely 4 am ad⸗ 
uaunced to be a Painceſſe, what thancke is there to mee 


-of my bighnefſe-and thou Roſicleer if by thoſe rare t ſo⸗ 
uereygne vertues which flawer and floziſh in thee, thou 


doſt mount in credit, not onely aboue the baſer ſo:t from 
whom thau walt taken, but alſo aboue Pꝛinces +4 dds, 
wer unto thou art to make thy aſlent, art not thou woꝛ⸗ 
thy ol greater renowne then we others whych clymbing 
by vertue in lyke ſozte, neuer pet came to the poſſihyly⸗ 
. tie of Itke wozthineſle:Js not this a fozgery of the woꝛld 
and a playne ingling wyth nobtlity,when we maſt make 
. maze account of ane which perhaps by diſoꝛder of life de- 
-faceth e honour af his race, then aw which * 
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the ignobtlitie of bis Korke,wherein condifteth nobilitye 
i the opinion of men,oz in bertue in deve? and do men 
inherit vertae as the chplve entereth vppon the Fathers 
lande beinge lawfuil beyze ? No, hare wee recepue 
naught but what our ſelues ſowe, and hes that reapeth 
not maye be aloute foz all hi Lozdſhippe, as in tym 
appeareth, whiche iudgeth freelp and wpthout affection . 
And foz mee, if the eyes of my vnderſtandinge were 
not dymmed, A ſhoulde ſone confeſſe eſe merite in me 
to deſerue Roſicleer then wanteth in him to bee wozthy 
of me. Jam a Pazincelle by my Father, and mp glo⸗ 
rye reſteth in the reckening vp of a bed role of Pzances, 
ſome of them dead a thouſand pere agone, which nothing 
perteineth to thys pꝛeſente age but he maye'be a Pzince 
by hys owne vertue , and his nobilitie arpſeth not by 
kepinge a tally of names, but by makinge iuſte p;ofe 
of his manhede in defence of iuſtice enery daye, in ſuche 
ſozt likewiſe that not any'of myne aunteſtoꝛzs ver⸗ 
tues whereby they became noble, dare appꝛoch to bee 
tryed with hys in an euen ballaimce , And is there not 
many gentlewomen in the wozlde ol as highe a cal- 
inge as J am ? And is there any Pzince oz knyghte of 
fo high renowne foz dertue and knyghthode as Roſi⸗ 
cleer is? Pane not the beſt knightesof both Chꝛiſten⸗ 
dome and Pagan ſie, ioyned with him either at tylte oz 
tournep, and doth he not obfcure them all, as when the 
 funne appeareth,no ſtarres dare come in pzeſence? And 
AF filly woman daumge not ſo -mache as the re⸗ 
fuſe in me of mp pꝛedeceſſoꝛs bertue, am notwyth- 
ſtandinge by the iniurie of the times bonde to ſo greate 
foily,asthat Jinuſt not thincke hym wozthy to equail 
me, which is muche my better. But lith of fozce-J 
muſt peelde to the time and rather dye chen atknow- 
ledge the contrary,fith my Foꝛtune is ſuchthat q mut 
liue by the immaginatton of other men, anv'ſith my e⸗ 
Kate may not be yoked with hys baſenenle, haue * 
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will fo2 euer ſhatte dim from my p2eſence ſoꝛ the ſaue⸗ 
gard of myne honour! , Wut withall ſeemge wytheut 
hys pꝛeſence I cannot finde caſe foꝛ this to2ment,J'wyll 
make hym amendes by gpuinge ouer my life rnts the 
enduringe of euerlaſtinge ſ22rowe. And it it bee beſte 
fo to doe, tell me my Ficteti roy minde, fo J pechappes 
am begupied by inp paſſion neither in deede haue J ey? 
ther indgement oꝛ keeunge of ought. but of griefe and 
ſozrowe, Fidelia hearde the woꝛds of the Painceſſe, and 
taking parte with the Pꝛinceſle made vp this woful las 
menting wyth har \0:rowfnll ſpeach , in this ſozt. Alas 
madame howe much better Hao it bene that neuer the 
kmahtly deedes of Roſicleer had bene manifeſted in 
Bricame, foz then without the Ggbt of him you had ne⸗ 
uer recepued thys wounde whiche nowe feſtering in vou 
fo: lacke of lakiug to will be very harde to be cured. But 
the wyſeſt ſape, that in ſuche matters as are harde and 
diflicuit a manne muſt eſpecially employe bys trauapte, 
 ondvithat the fuceeſſe is not ſo vnlikelp, but that labours 

may: veach vnto at; as'foz this griefe which nowe diſtem⸗ 
pꝛeth you is not ſo greate bat that ycu maye bee ſane 
wholc;ycur ſelfe betng the: vnto wilung. Foz in this acts 
ther Nature wozketh, neither Foztune,no2 the Cars;nc3 
the celeſtiall Itnhes,no2;any ſupernaturall wfhkrence: as 
you ſuppoſe, but onely the fi. cite and lunge of man; the 
lelſe fame tneffect with that witch in the ficke is lo des 
lire to be whole and in the thirſtie to dzinck. And whoſe⸗ 
tuer with the confente of his owne will attempteth the 
bꝛeaking of theſe {ſnares which bys fancy layeth to ens 
trappe him in, may ſcape fcotfree , and heipe ctbers in 
wke nereſutie. Other wiſe ik this leue were naturaii ta 
all men, as all men then ſhould lcue by Nature ſo ſheuta 
they not foꝛdeare it, either fo: ſhame oꝛ friendes dilplea⸗ 
ſure, and if it pꝛoteeded from Foztune, oꝛ by grace inſpi⸗ 
red, whereoff the cauſe is not knowen, but the cuente is 
euident, then were our libertie herein irrecupecabie,and

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in that the p2incipall ſuite was wyrhout vs it might ex⸗ 
cuſe the inſirmitie of the pactent , whereas both experts 
ence pꝛoueth, that loue bath bene remoued by reaſon, 
and we dayly chide their impotency which are not able to 
reſiſt the dartes of Cupid. It is therefoze requiſitemas 
dame that your ſelfe put to your bande and frame pour 
will to the obeping of that which map b2inge remedy, 
not onely fo2 the lone which pon pzeſently feele but fo; 
that which you feare will hereafter happen by pour pll 
bzeaking off his abſcnce . at; Hip) 
And truely J am perſwaded that ſ&ing you haue with 
pour ſelfe reſolued to exclude Him from pour companye 
that the beſt is to put it in pꝛactiſe faithfully and effectus 
ally, leaſt by fo2zbearinge of this cozrection . hee fake 
moze courage fo diſturbe your reſt, and pet am J not as 
gainſt that which you haue confirmed with god reaſon, 
that we ought to reverence vertue rather then riches, and 
in my iudgement that gentlewoman' which ſhall matche 
with Roſicleer may thincke bir ſelfe happy, ſo His:rars 
and meruat lous deeds of armes make him to gliſter moze 
gloztouſly then al other Pꝛinces and kntgbts whoſoener, 
And in times paſt when all thinges went not ſo ouer⸗ 
thwart as they nowe doe, he was the beſt of lignage, 
whoſe pzowelle was beſt knowen , and he beſt eſtermed 
which wanne his eſtimation by his manhod. And to this 
purpoſe heholde the builder of Rome, by name Romulus, 
taken from his foſter father a ſhepheard, and in a manner 
edilied foꝛ 5ᷣ erectid:although ther were many builders in 
the woꝛld both befoze and after, but the difference of their 
buildings lieth in p excellfcy of b wozkemanlhip.Againe, 
was ther euer one in ſuch credit foz honeſtie x wifdome 
as Socrates, the ſonne of a baſe mydwyfe. Euripides 
one of the rareſt men that euer were in fragicall po⸗ 
ems,was bozne of meane parentage. Demoſthenes the 
flower of Greeke eloquence was a Cutlers ſonne: Hos 
ratius the Poet bozne of a bondwoman which had _ 
EF | . taken 
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taken pꝛiſoner , vet all theſc pꝛeferred ſoꝛ their vertuous 
qualities befoze kings e pꝛintes. Cicero coutd not diſſem⸗ 
ble his pꝛogenp e vet was he lifted bnto the conſalſhip 
in Rome, t neuer pꝛoued other Conſul ſo c õmovisus toʒ 
the common wealth. Serramus q Cnimatus wife men, and 
thzourhly erer eiſed in theit enimies land were Conſuls 
in Rome x deliuered their countris from ſpoile & pillage, e 
ik fo! a matter perteyning to a kingdome, we had rather 
take example at kinges : let vs ſa if meane eſtate hath 
bene any let foz ments aſpyze vato mighty kingdomes, 
and by na ne let vs take a moze perticuler ſuruey of the 
thpꝛde, kourth, ſitth, and fixt kinge of Rome. Firft Tul 
lus Hoſtilius had his cravell in a ſhepheardes cottage, 
and his bzinging vp in the wive'fielve - Then the two 
Tarquins were ſonties to- Parchaunt and exiled their 


tountrie. Secuius Tullias was ſonne to a bondwoman 


as his name impozfeth;'all which notwithſtanding in 


their times were kinges of Rome, and if from thence 


we take our way to other Nafi»ns round aboute, what 
a flock of ſhepherds, ſurgsdns, labouring inen, founders, 
ſuch like ſeruile occupattons?ſhall we matte which afpys 


red to the highell place of gouertmment in their teuntries. 


Alexander a crowned kinge was a gardeiners ſonne, 
Pertinã Emperour of Rome, boꝛne af a lane which lx⸗ 
ned by thꝛaſhing ok graine g ſelluig of wd, dcuerus the 
feuenth Emperour of Rome Was baed and bought vp as 
mongſt ſurgions, 2 theſe of the moanelk ſozt. Agathocles 
king of Sicile, ſonne to a potter. Mac imianus & Maximng 
thiefe men of the Empire, the one of baſe by)th, the other 
doubffull whether a ſmith oꝛ & carpenter, and pet neither 
barrell better herring. Veſpaſianus which was called the 
god Emperour, roſe from lot! degree, Eby his vertue blots 
ted outÞ infamy of of his pzogeny;# to haue moze notable 
teſfimenies,who-was father vnto p great Cæſar Auguſtus 
$ ruler of þ woꝛlo. Virgil in a ieſt made him a bakers ſon 


but his own minde miſgaue him otherwile, as fo2 a truth 
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woꝛſe be they which ryſe to glozie from the millikinge 
of their parents, liks as Hercules, Nerſeus, t Iugurtha the 
kinge ol Numidia, all begotten in aduoultry ; and lpke⸗ 
wyle mightie Alexander kinge of Macedon, as con- 
cecninge . whom his father. Philip on his death bedde 
denyed' bun to be bis ſonne by the repozte of his mother 
Olympia, foz which canſe after his fathers death bee 
woulde needes be called the ſonne of Jupiter Ammon: 
Conſtantine the Emperour was bozne of a youngg 
mapde bekoꝛe lawfull eſpouſalles: and-lepthak in the 
Scriptures was ſonne to a barlot: D2 if you will mas 
dame that fo2 lyke examples we tunne ouer the hiſtozies 
whervnto my witte can not carry me in fo ſodeine ſpeach, 
vet J remember that fewe yeares ſince there dyed in 
Spayne a ſtoute kinge of the Gothes called Bamba, which 
as J haue heard was a labouring man, and at that time 
when he was to be crowned king was faine to ſticke his 
ſpade in the ground to-receine the ſcepter, beeing neither 
leſſe feared then his pꝛedetelloꝛs, ànd not reſerued vy me 
to the laſt place, as one of leaſt credite amenge others , 
Remember vour ſelfe ol the great king Arthur; pour 
p2ogenifour, of whom (with ydur grates ieaue) J doe 
not tbincke that men of mallice doubted whoſe ſonne be 
was: and we mape boldlp ſpeake of theſe and other 
thinges ſo longe a gone paſſed, without ſuſpec of miſs 
liked affection, But why meruayle we af theſe tbinges : 
both not the wile man ſaye . That if our lile were long 
we ſhould ſee manr kings become bondmen, and of mas 
yy bondmen crowned kunges:the reaſon beeing the fame 
as J haue rehearſed, that welder age the onely Perolde 
to pꝛonounce a man either noble 62 vnnoble was hys 
olbwune gad deedes which aduaimced his god name and 
renoune abeue the inferiout deedes of kinges 02 Pꝛin⸗ 


1 ces; But to papnt out the pꝛyde of our times, let vs caſt 


doipne our epes £09 firſt rot, frem whence we al take our 
beginning, ſhal we not finde it all one foz all men? Pary 
: * 571 b in 
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in the body of this tre there are many bꝛaunches, ſome 
bigher and ſomes onely waterboughes , from whome the 
toppcboughes keepe of the comfozte both of Sunne and 
ſhowers, vet no man à frowe wilbe ſo enupous as to hin- 
der the growth of the inferiour, if they be moꝛe faithfull 
then the ſupertour , as not alwayes the talleſt men doe 
the belt ſcrutce, and the beft bozne fo2 wealth oz mighte 
pꝛoue not the beſt alwayes foz manners and wozſhippe, 
Wtneſle hereto the ſonnes of Scipio and Marcus Aures 
lius, of which two deſcended two peruerſe imps, kar moze 
infamous the their parfts wer famous. And ther ar infinit 
moe lykewiſe to impꝛoue the ſacceſſion of vertue, in the 
ſucceſſion of enherifaunce , Ano yet fo2 all this long dif- 
courſe, J cannot choſe but reſerue my foꝛmer purpoſe to⸗ 
Wards pon,fo2 J am afrayde that the moſt parte will not 
be of my iudgement. In a woꝛde therefoze , to make an 
ende in that wherwith he firſt beganne, vou mult conſider 
both by what meanes and foꝛ what canſes the times are 
altered, and there vppon take aduiſe acco2ding to the time.

Pen muſt foꝛſake 
him tben, and that is the onely remedye, fo2 accoꝛding ag 
I haue reade and haue hearde the ficſt remedye agaynſt a 
fifte of loue, is to exempt our lelues from the companye 
of the beloued, oꝛ to ſhunne and eſchew the things which 


mape bꝛing ib agayne to cur rememdzaunte q the nerte 
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is to dꝛiue in our thoughts the things which be contra ⸗ 
traͤrp there vnto: as to thincke with how many bzeaches 
or ſleepe and with what centinuall care we deſire a tiung 
epther ülthꝑg, if vnlawfully coueted, oz at the leaſt wyls 
tranſitoꝛy though neuer ſo honeſt, with all to ſette befo2e- 
our eres what harmes, what robberpes, what murthers, 
what madneſſe it hath cauſed in the wozld,wherecff ther 
be to many hiſtoꝛpes:but pet from all this you may well 
acquite pour ſelfe , if you will ſeperate from you your 
fo2mnzr conceit . And if none of theſe will (ſuffice, there is 
an other remedy behinds, which is to beſtow your lxk ing 
vppon ſuch a one as may be machable to your eſtate. oz 
as one naile dztueth out an other ſo men ſay that the new 
loue diſpeſſeſſeth q old, which remedy as J baue red was 
put in pꝛactiſe by Allyreus p kyng of Perſia. And this is 
my opinion, which it may be your grace woulde not mil⸗ 
lyke,were it not ſomewhat troublous, but it you haue an 
eye to your benefite, thereby J doubte not but that you 
wil wel oucrcome the trouble, r J pꝛap you ſpade!y take 
ſans way oz other, but the beſt J faxe full is the fozmer 
foz to alaye the flame. The next is, to take awaye the 
wod, and ſo to fozgette toue, is to remoue from beloued, 
fo2 otherwiſe that which pou quenchet in a moneth wilbe 
kindled in an houre.

telleſt me of many remedyes which not ouely ſame cons 
ue⸗ 
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uenient vnto the , but alſs ſo eaſpe, that thou ſapſte 
it lpeth in my handes to make my ſelfe fre from the 
paſſyon which tozmenteth me, tell the trulye that;Y 
knowe both that J am not wozthy of Roſicleer: and that 
beſides it behoueth me to bannilh him from my pꝛeſence. 
This J knowe my Fidelia, but alas ſhall this be eaſpe 
foz me: Perhappes J maye make him auopde the courte 
and countrey by the meanes thou haſte pzeſcribed : buf 
what then? J haue a greater aduerſarye within my ſelfe 
which makes this match fo not euen as thou weneſt. J 
knowe that when Roſicleer ſhalt haue departed the land, 
that my lyfe will well nerre departe my bodye-, and 
JI {hall- not eaſelpe foꝛgette mine owne choyce , But 
tet as thou wuleſt mee J will aduenture to putte hym 
from his hope thoughe J beare parte of the ſmarte, and 
I had rather my bo dye ſhoulde pape foz it, then the ho⸗ 
noure of the Pꝛinceſſe Oliuia ſhoulde bee blemiſhedde, 
no neuer ſhall the foꝛce of loue be able to diſparage hir. 
In thys heats ſh@ called foz penne, inke and paper, which 
being bzonght,the wzote to ande as pou ſhall hears 
dr caſter, 35 
4 cannot thincke that foz all hir greate ſfomacke fo 
fo mapnetayne hir honour agapnſt Rolicleers baſeneſſe , 
that ſhe coulde dzawe thoſe cruell lynes with dzye eyes, 
but when the had made an ende, and cloſed vp the letter, 
as if ſhe had gotte ſome memoꝛable conqueſt ſayth ſhee. 
Now dare J compare with p Romaine Matrones which 
fo; the pꝛeſeruation of their honeſty ſacrifiſed themlelues, 
vnto their Gods, foꝛ what haue J done els, but in a mans 
ner ſacrificed my ſelfe to God, when foꝛ my honour ſake 
J haue bounde and lynked my ſelfe to ſuche a continuall 
martyꝛdome and perpetuall impꝛiſonment, as the abſence 
of Roſicleer wyll bꝛede in me, and neuer moze will lyne 
as a Pꝛinteſſe, but rather Ipke a voweſſe. But holde Fi- 
delia take if, at which woꝛde ſhee ſnet out ſuch a ſighe, 
and weptfo bitterly as ifhir-hart had rent aſunder, Fidelia 
P20s 
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pꝛomiſed ts doe the meſſage, and aftter ſhee had comfo2s 


ted hir Lady departed ſpcedely. J tbincke fearing leſt. the 
Pꝛinceſſe would reclayme hir opinion. 


Fidelia beeing on hir waye to carrye the 
letter to Rolicleer was taken by ſixe 
knights, and from them delyucred by Ro- 
ſiclecr. $7 Cap. 48. 


Idelia hauing already taken leaue of the Painceſſe to 
execute the cruell ſentente pꝛonounced vpon poꝛe Ros 
ſicleet, was vppon better aduife called backe by hir Lady 
and made ſtay tul the mazrow, The nert day coming be⸗ 
foꝛe hir Lady to giue hir warning of hir departure, ſcarſe 
might ſhe obtayne leaue to go 03 tarrie. and when ſhee 
vꝛged þ necelſſitie of hir going, ſtil theP2inecs-would ſtay 
hir with ſome ſuch ſpeaches. Swerte Fidelia taxr p pet, 
et a lyttle longer ſwerte Fidelia, tarxy till my bale: leaue 
this carcfull bodye, it will not be lung my ſoꝛrowe pꝛog⸗ 
noſticates of my ende, if thou tarry till à hate ended:his 
my wery lyfe go in Gods name then to Roſicicerʒ it wil⸗ 
be to ſome purpoſe to let hum vnderſtand that though my 
body be dead, et J mente mine honour ſhould remayns 
ſure fo2 him. Fidelia payned hir ſefe to tomfoat hir Lady 
and thinking it nat beſt to enter any long talke, as ut fie 
bad gone ot᷑ ſome ether erraunt ſhes tale p2tuily from hir 
miſtreſſe in the company of other gentle women, the le ſle 
to be ſuſpected; and mauntuig vppon hir palfrap. ſt e rode 
re the citie of Lendop, all dilgurled, to (abs Roſi⸗ 

Fleer, : de 
. Ere lem e tame to the keepers houſe » where the 
th2e Pꝛintes, had loaged , at whome ſhe learned that 
they were not farre from thence, ſo with great dilygence 
ſyr haſted after them, and as their knightly pzoweſſe left 
bebinde them the memoꝛie ot the it be ing there lo whers 
nen came, ſhes ſtull bearde of them, and Kari 

cvs 
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epght vayes alter that ſhe had lefte the keepers lc dge, ſhe 
— wirdin lefle then one dayes iournepe of the place 
where their abode was, That day paſſing alone thꝛougg 
the thickel of a fozreſt , there came out agaynſte hir ſire 
knights, which toke hir hozſe by the bꝛydell, ſaping that 
ſhe oulde go with them: which when the denyed and be- 
ganne to pleade fo; hir deliuery with woꝛds of courtefie, 
one of them dzewe out his ſwoꝛde and ſayde be woulde 
Clay hir, valeſſe ſhe pꝛepared hir ſelſe to their companye, 
but whether ſhe woulde oꝛ no they made hir palfraye go 
by fozce with them towarde the fozreſt. Then Fidelia fe- 
ring that they ment heerein ſome diſhcnonr to hir perſc- 
ſonage lept from hir palfray, and one of the knights per- 
cetuing.it, alyghted to fette hir vp agayne : but thee get⸗ 
ting from hun, ran thence as faſt as ſhe might t by hir gas 
Foztunc it came to paſſe that when the knight had ouer- 
taken hir, and heide hir in his armes fo put hir vp vppen 
hir hozle, that Roſicleer and the two Pzinces Bargandel 
and Lyriamandro then paſſed th2ough the fozreſt to ſeke 
the ſelle ſame knights , and to be auenged vppon all the 
eullls, in which they had wꝛonged that country . Theſe 
thze& hering the ſraches and outcries which Fidelia made 
gotte nere the ſounde, to knowe the matter: in the ende 
they lawe that the knights wouldecarry a gentiewoman 
away agaynſt hir wilt, at which ( albeit Fidelia was ſo 
well muffled that none of them knewe hir) they were 
all diſpleaſed, and Roſiclecr moze angrye then the reſte, 
ſayd.

Meat with dis launce that it pearced him thzoughe, — 
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he fcll dead to the grounde, the two dalyant Pzinces ran 
aſtaynſt two, and within ſhozte time lew them, the ths 
which remayned ſette vppon Roſicleer, but he clefte one 
with his ſwoꝛd and made the other two to gallope alwap. 
The two P2inces loth to lette any of them-cfcape!; follo⸗ 
wed them in luch ſozte;that they foure were now entred 
into the thickeſt of the wd, Roſiclecr. being alone wyth 
the gentle woman. Fidelia now at lybertie and onel the 
tompanp ot Roſicleer, ſtade in a doubte whether after ſg 
great courteſie, ſhe might in hir miſtreſſe name declare 
fo vncourteous a meſſage, but remembꝛing hir ſelſe to be

Fidelias aunſwer 
was fhozte in theſe termes. O noble Roſicleer the an⸗ 
guiſh which Fidelia feles is in deede greate, but pet it 
onelp ariſeth thꝛough the remembꝛaunce of that meſſage 
which the hath in charge vuta Roſicleer, and with that 
the wept bitterly.

When Roſt het had read the woꝛdes of the letter, 
the tontentes thereof} fo galled hun at the quicke,that 

fo; very griefe his fences fo:fwke him and be fell vppon 
5 ground, ther remaininge an whole honre wrthout mo- 
ning fot oꝛ had æ Fidelia departed:io ſone as Fidelia was 
gone, Telyo Roficleers eſquire came that way to ſeke his 
Loꝛde, foz he bad departed from him befo2c to fetch freth 
water at a'feunfayne hard by, How when Telyo app2o- 
ched and ſawe Roſiclecr fretched in that manner vppon 
the ground as tf he had bene dead, he made the arcateft 
dole that euer pee creature made, and alighting from 
his hozſe he plucked off Roſicleers helmet, caſtimg water 
in his face if perhaps hee might reupue. In the ende 
Roſicleer yelding fo:th a grone as if his heart ſtringes 
had burft withall tame wholy to himſelfs,amd ſiretching 
his ioynts vpon the griene graſle, began to ſpeake in this 
maner.

And whence com⸗ 
meth this miſchaunce vnto mee? from loue. O loue, loue, 
farre moꝛe outragious then fire and water, and farre 
moꝛe daungerous to deale withall then chaunce oz Foꝛ⸗ 
tune.

But nowe farewell my friendes, by name 
Oliuerio kinge of the great Britaine my louinge Lo:de, 
Bargandel and Liriamandro Pzinces inheritours 
and my louinge companions, and Farewell, Zoilo 
Prince of Tartary as my laſt acquaintance. Foztune 
did but ſhewe vs fo eache other, when we hoped of great 
acqua intaunce, am farewell all my comfoztes , fez 
J will hence fo ſome darke and cloudie countrp, that 
not ſo muche as the light of the Sunne may bꝛinge ti⸗ 
dings of my ſmart, this ſaying, Roſicleer roſe vp, mouns; 
ting on his hoꝛſe rode fowarde the foꝛreſt which leadeth 
vnto the ſea with kull determination to leaue the country:

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pꝛeſently, his eſquire Telyo which both ſawe and heard 
his complaint, with great griefe followed him, not pet da⸗ 
ring to ſpeake a wozd foꝛ feare cf diſquieting him.

iy is like to gtue remedy to my trauaple, Roſicleer to 


make haſt away fo2 feare leſt his eſquire ſhoulde ſinde 
them opened hiinſelfe vnto the gentlewoman, ſaping that 
he was the newe knight. The gentle woman ſerming to 
be very gladde foz to haue found him kneeled downe, but 
he {yfted hyꝛ vp and defired hir to ſaye on pꝛeſentlye 
what hir ſozrowe was, fo he woulde willingly vnder⸗ 


wyſe. Hir knight, not farre hence there is an Jlande 
where my Father dwelled, a plentifull land and aunci⸗ 
ent inheritaunce to our line. This lande my Father 
gouerned a great time in peace and eaſe, tyll that Foz⸗ 
tune loth to pꝛeſerue thinges in one eſtate, chaunged hy: 


copie, and that whiche griueth mee moſte of all funde 


meanes by me to wok p diſcontentment of my friends. 
Foz beeinge pounge and marriadgoable,and my Fa, 
thers onely childe,it happened p J had many ſuiters, but 
to be ſhozt, my Father thincking it ſafeſt foz the conti- 
nuaunco of his line, and the peaceable gouernement of 
bis people whiche had rather baue bene ſaubiec to their 


naturall countrey man then an Alian, matched me with 


a luſty knight both beſt beloued foꝛ his woꝛthyneſſe and 
of greateft poſſeſſions in all that countrey. How amongſt 


my other ſuters there was one of great liuelod, wozthy 
' foz his wealth to haue bene pꝛeferred befoze all the reſt, 
ik Himſelfe had bene as wozthy, but this Lozde was

he kindied his choller and wꝛathe againſt mp parents 


and me, and at a time conuenient which was not many 
nights paſt, and when we leaft immagined it, he burſt in

They ſæing my heaupe chere, des 
maunded the cauſe, and when they vnderſtode it they 
directed me to inquire after a ne we knyght in the land, 
foꝛ he alone ſay they is able to vndoe this iniurye , You 
heare fir both the cauſe of my care and the occaſion of 
comming info this countrep to you ſir, nowe fir knyght 
ik my ruth may wozk any compaſſion,o2 that pon thinke 
J haue cauſe fo complapne, doe pour beſt to amende my 
harme, vou ſhall doe double iuſtitce in reſkozing the woꝛon⸗ 
ged, and in puniſhing the wicked doer , Roſicleer felinge 
a perning in hys minde agaynſt (0 vnlawcull a pzactiſe if 
her tale were true, badde hir take hir boate agapne, foz 
he would hazard his perſon in hir quarrell. The gentle⸗ 
woman deſir ing pꝛeſentip no other thinge, gaue hym 
many thanckes,ſo they entered the boate, and the water 
beinge calme they paſſed wpthoat any daunger , But 
Mill Roſicleer hai nted with hys auncient thoughts,now 
ſeeing himſelfe karre diſtaunte from the Pꝛinceſſe, and 
wythout hope fo retourne began a freſhe to conſider of 
hys exile which thought ſo ouertame hym, that he wy- 
ſhed hys ſoule to deparfe frem hys body. But the Bi⸗ 
ſtozp leaueth hym on the Sea fo reconnfe in the meane 
kyme of his eſquire, wh che finding a ſhyppe in the ha⸗ 
nen retsurned to hys Mapſter, but not meeting hem he 
was ſo2ze abaſhed, and in greate ſozrowe coaſted oner 
the countrey to finde hym out.

There let vs 
leaue him till time carry him from his Fathers home 
to meete with mayſter . Nowe telleth ths biſfo2ye of 
Zoilo Printe of I artary which had trauapled towards 
the court of kinge Oliuerio as hath bene recited. When 
be came to the court, he founde in the pallaice hall the 
Pꝛinceſſe Oliuia with the king hir Father, and diuerſe 
noble P2inces deuiſing and ſpoztinge of diuerſe mat⸗ 
ters, and eſpecially of Roſicleers wozthinefle which not 
a little tickled the Pꝛinteſſe Oliuia fo all that cruel ſen⸗ 
tence which (he had given of him, 

The Tartarian Zoilo enteringe the hall in godly 
manner, to the great amaze of the knightes and nobles 
which beheloe hym, after he had made hys humble o⸗ 
beyſaunce to the kinge, he ſpake as folioweth . At mape 
be noble and wozthy kinge, that the grealneſſe of my 
eſtate fozbiddeth me to be lo humble, but the greate 
vertue whiche J haue founde in the knightes or pour 
Maieſties court hath enkoꝛced me aboue my wont to 
doe you that honour which J woulde denye elſe to any 
Ringe oꝛ Emperour in the wozlde. Nowe J beſeche 
vour maieſtie to accept of my ſeruice and fo receive mee 
into the number of your knyghtes, ſoꝛ I haue great dey 
fire to belonge bnto your court if it ſo ſyke pou , The 
kinxe very well likinge of the maieſtie whiche the 
knoghte bare. Albeit hee knewe him not whence her 
was. of courteſie embꝛaced hym gladly, and rayſinge 
hym from ground aunſwered thus. Sir knight you are 
very welcome, fo2 as pour perſonage and god behaui⸗ 
our ts aboue the credit of a meaneman: ſo haue J great 
opinion of pour highe eſtate, and as to your requeſt to 
be entertayned of my court, J recciue you willingly and 
pꝛomiſe vou therein my ropall fauour, fo2 J would lyue 
no longer the!i to make of your likes, and J pꝛape vcuj ſir 
kneght tell me who you . peraduent ure 1 Oe 
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in not honouring you acco2ding to peur callinge , Zoi- 
lo aumſwered , moſte puiſaunt kinge, the repozte of 
pour courteũe allured me your god faucur befcze A 
demaundrd it, and nowe ſy2 bnderſtande yonthat 3 am 
named Zoilo, ſcune to the kinge of Tartaria in that part 
which boꝛdereth vppon Chꝛiſtendome, and that J baue 
ſpent many winters bath on (ea and land, till that Foꝛ⸗ 
tune caff me on the Englyth ſhoare, then comming out 
.of Duch lande Akter here in your countrep, mindinge 
as my vſage was to ti ye my lelfe vpon knyghtes errants 
it chaunced that J mette with th2& of pour knyghtes 
in a fozreſt, their names were as J learned of them, Ros 
ſicleer, Bargandel. and . yriamandro, with thele J iuſted, 
and after that J had caſt downe the two laſt at the tit, 
A fought wyth_Roſideer at the ſwazdes poynte, but in 
p ende J was vanguiſhed. Roſicleer, when J was yelden 
bauing ſeme lykinge of mee deſired me to come and bee 
acquainted with your maieſlie and to kiſle pour royall 
hand in his name. 
All which 3 haue done as well foz to offer my lerupce 
to ſo myghtie a Pzince as foz fo accompliſhe the charge 
of ſs valiaunt a kapght , nepther thincke J it any dyſ⸗ 
grace ts bee vanquiſhed by him. Fo2 beſides that hys 
bountie and courteſy meriteth to be beloucd rather then 
enuyed.hys valour and knigbthode pꝛomiſcth the con- 
queſt ouer the whole woꝛlde. He bath receyucd mee foz 
a perpetuall friende and hys atquaintaunte doe Jmoze 
ſette by then the whole kingdome cf Def my lawfull 
enhoritanyes. 
... Therefo:e e.bycauſe 3 hope the longer to eniope thys 
newe friendſhypps in pour ſeruice, haue bene bolde to 
traue the name of pour courte, which ſhall bee as well 
welcome vnto mee as the tytle whiche you. haue vnto 
pour kyngdome . The kinge was gladde to heare ſome 
54 of th at that time, and muche pzayſed 
N.. his 
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vis owne god Foztune fo haue lighted vppon him, fo: 

that by him his court had dayly encreaſed in woztyppe, 
and ſo tourning towardes the Tartarian, he ſayd on this 

manner. Pardon me mightie P2iace in that J haue not 

done you that honour which appertepneth to a kynges 

ſonne,but the little acquaintaunce J haue had wyth pou 

and the iano2aunce of pcur eſtate ſhall excuſe me hence 

fozwardes,if J amende not let me be without ercuſe . 

And with theſe ſame wo2des the kinge led Zoilo to the 

P:inceſſe, willing hir to welcome the knyght ffrannger, 
Zoilo comming befoze the beautifall Pzinceſſe Olivia, 
kneeled bowne be oꝛe hir ts kiſſe hir hande, which the re⸗ 
fuſed, but gentlpe kiſſing him ſhe bad hun welcome, far⸗ 
ther talke had ſhe, not foꝛ the often naming of Roſicle⸗ 
er, bꝛought to hir remembꝛaunce the wꝛong which ſhes 
had done to hym and hir heait was ſo great that ſhe had 
no power to ſpeake a woꝛd, but crauing pardon ſhe de⸗ 
parted to hir chamber, this ſeemed ſtraunge to hir father, 
but bicauſe hir colour was ſo pale it was thought te 
be by reaſon of ſickeneſſe. When ſhe was within by2 
chamber do2es ſhe let hir teares flowe at libertie, which 
befoze ſhe reſtrapned foꝛ feare of beeinge eſpyed . And 
thincking in what manner hir fathers court was hono⸗ 
red by Roſicleer, and in what eſtimation he was holden 
amonge thoſe Pꝛinces and knyghts, how glad they were 
of his friendſhip, and howe loth hir kather was to loſe 
hym, ſhe burſt out into aboundannce of teares, and wpth 
the repentaunce of hir foꝛmer fact, ſhe began in this ſozt 
to repente hir raſyhneſſe. Thou haſty and ouer credu⸗ 
lous Oliuia what thinge dyd the pwꝛe Roſicleer 
traue of thee but the acceptation of hys ſeruite, and that 
thou wouldeff- become hys Lady,wby dyddeſt thou not 
receyue him offered eſpecially when ſo many puiſſaunt 
P2inces and woꝛthy knyghtes require to haue, and are 
refuſed, why wouldeſt thon not be Lady ouer him whom 
the beſt in the wozld woulde be ſeruaunt vnto. Where 
was 
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was my iudgemente and the eyes of my bnderffanding 
that J fozethought me not of theſe things, now doe A to 
much repent that which J haſtely willedas touching the 
banniſhment of Roſicleer. Here ſhee ſtaped hir ſpeache, 
and in great diſeaſe of minde, ſhutte hir ſelfe-in hir cloſet. 
Heere now wanted the faythfull counſaple ot hir ſeruant 
Fideſia fox had the bene at hande ſhe mighte haue ſlaked 
hir miſtreſſe ſozrowe which in the ende grew ſo farre as 
beſides the loſſe of ſpeach, and hir often ſounding ſhe fel 
info a hotte burning ague-, which left hir not of a greate 
while, till moze comfozte came by meanes ot an other let⸗ 
ter which ſhe redde of hir loues to his mother Briana. 
Till that time we wyll helpe the two knights Bargandel 
and Lyriamandro out of the wode, and bꝛinge them from 
wo ſearch of Rot! cler to the courte af; king ns

ning from tlie forreſt, — Nalicher in. 
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. great dente which ledde abends Liria- 
TO mandro to purſue the knightes of the fozrelt made 
them to felldwe on ſo tonge , till they iopned at a greate 
und well towzed Caſtle, tanding at the one ende ol the 
ſayd? foꝛreſt. There befoꝛe theſe two knightes could en⸗ 
ter ft: ſaus themſelues the two Pꝛinces had ouertaken 
them and getting betweene the Caſtle and them, hey put 
them to lo great ſcath that the knightes vnable to reũſt 
cryed amapn to thoſe which wer within þ Caltle foz ſut⸗ 
cour:yet oꝛ they could cõe they wer cuerthzotrn ſoꝛe wi ũ 
ded, and as the Pzinces lyghted downe to make deſpatch 
of ten men iſſued out of the Caſtle well armed and com⸗ 
ming neere lapd at the Pꝛintes in greate rage, ſoꝛ chey 
wened their Loꝛdes to haue bene flapne: but this Ikn⸗ 
milh laſted not long betwens them fo2 the two 1 
were 9 putting themſelues in pzeace «it 
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the- thithett in ſhoꝛte fime'made-riddaunce of the greater 
part, and tyole which remapned beſought the-Painces of 
pardon, which-being-caſely grannted:, the two Painces 
retourneo to the two knightes which had bene felled but 
late befoje. Theſe two knightes ſeing in what cafe: they 
were; and pitying the de ſtruction ot theire prople, yelded 
theniſelues to] theiwell of the conqueronr/, 'pzonuſing that 
ir they nught eniop their lyfe and lybertie they woulde as 
mende their folly, and make ſatiſfaction to alt gentle wa⸗ 
men, whercof the Pꝛintes were glad & taking ther othes 
foꝛ the perfourmance departed in haſt towarde Roficleer 
as they theught ; but he was not where they lefte him. 
wheretoꝛe they ſought him vut in all parts. This dape till 
nuchte they neuer deſcended from their hoꝛſe, at nighte 
they toke their bed vnder a tree vntill the comming. of 
the ncrte dape, and they were verpe penſiue, foz that 
they knew not the cauſe why! he abſented himſelfe „ pet 
with ſome hope that the-nort daye they ſhould heare ſome 
newes of him they dꝛoue out that night, and on the mogs 
rowe mounted vp their hoꝛſe agayne to finde him out but 
it was to. no bote, fab rat whole dayes they tratapted 
tbꝛough the cauntry and hearde no newes of bim in the 
eadeih;ncking they choulde meete with hym at the court 
thry rods thether in the company of many knigdts,, whe⸗ 
ther lette them go, whileſt wer in the meane time beare 
the gentle woman contpanye which bad tarrred Oliuias 
letter bnta Roliclee t. 

This gentie woman Fidelia as J told you, perceiuing 
aſwell by the witneſſe which his bis eyes gaue of bis 
Dutwards griefe, as alſo by the ſqunde wherein ſhe lefte 
him, as an argument of his mwarde fozrowe that he ne⸗ 
ded comfo2te, and pet not daring ſhewe him hope contra⸗ 
xp to hir. Paie ſties tommaundement firake hir palfrape 
and without moze ſtape gallc pped on hy waye towards 
London whether in ſhozt tune ſhe tame: but when ſhe 
ap * her wauld not pzeſently make bir 

comp 
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comming knowen vnto the pꝛinceſſe, leaſt hir ſodayn res. 
tourne ſhould. wozke ſome aiteratipn, whereby the other 
gentlewomen might miſdeme of hir arrant. Wut when 

ſhe had learned of the gentlewomen that hir Ladpe was 

ficke ſhe well wilt whence hir diſeaſe ſpꝛang, and theres 

foꝛe wiſely commung'befaze hir miſtreſſe the pet ſpared to 

name Roſicleer till ſhe vnderllode how well che woulde 

take his heauineſſe. 

The Pa inces now vncerteine in iudgement whether 
te commende of Fidelias faithfulneſſe in erecuting hir de⸗ 
nile, if the letter were delpuered, oz to lyke of hir god 
Foztune if ſome octaſion had hindered the delyuery, bes 
ing now alone ſtayed pet to heare eyther yea-02 nap, as 
touching the diſpatch of hir meſſage. Wut Fidelia aſwell 
fo2 hir owne compaſſion ouer Rolicleer as fo ſoꝛrow to 
ſe hir miſtreſſe in that plyghte by hir owne conceite, vtte⸗ 
red neuer a worde, but burſt out into ping, whereby 
the Pꝛinoeſſe moꝛe troubled then at the ant with a fable 
vopce ſpake vnto hir. 

Tell mꝛ Fidelia what thou baſk done in thy mclſage, 
and doubt not but thy trauayle ſhall well pleale me, foz 
although the laue J beare hun feareth to heare thine aun⸗ 
ſwere, yet ſhall myne honour counteruayle the dꝛeade, in 
which quarrell J will as J tolde the earſt venture my 
lyfe rather then yelde my bodye to any oppꝛabꝛy. This 
ſaping ſhe lent hir eare vnto Fidelias anſwere and faſte⸗ 
ned hir eyes vppon Fidelias lokes, as if no wozd ſgould 
haue eſcapꝛd vamarked 02 vnaduyſed- of hir. Fid<lias 
aunſwere was tho2t in theſe termes , Foz a-truthe Pa- 
dune J had ſoughte Roſicleer no little time ere J coulde 
finde him, and as it fell out J founde him when my ſelfe 
was not without vaunger, as it were to participate of 
that crueltye towardes him wherein J was partly a dea⸗ 
ler: but that which maketh me cſpeciallye to repente my 
paynes herein, was that my delyuerye was wzoughte 


be bun. Fo; at the ſame time J motte him , lixe knichts 
outs

onftawes let vppon me in afo2reff, and had led me cap⸗ 
fine away there to be ſpopled of my honour; but that be 
my outerpes Rolicteer, with two other knights came 
thether none of them hautng any knoweledge of me who 
J was, There in my pꝛeſence he killed thzee of them, the 
other flying away were followed by tbe two knightes in 
 Roticleers company, by which meanes being alone with 
him, J there delyucred your letters, But J beleue that 
he had rather haue recetued his deaths wound, then that 
letter. Ers he opened it, his colour chaunged, and all his 
body ſhoke fo2 feare, but after hee had redde the ſuper⸗ 
ſcription, his eyes were filled with teares, and neuer man 
was ſo wo'begonne as he: yet he redde it out, and as J 
remember with the laſt woꝛdes he gaue a arcate grone, 
and ſancke to the earth. Whether he ener recouered 02 
no J wotte not, fo: J durft not ſtap with him, therein ta 
ful fllt pour graces charge which was not to reteiue aun⸗ 
ſwere from him. This vnderſtanding the Painceſſe, and 
that Fidelia had obeyed euer y iotte of hir will ſo well, als 
though the woulde that hir ſeruaunt had fayled in ſome 
ſmall popnt of diligence in this matter, yet thinckinge to 
learne moꝛe at hir handes ſhe demaunded what thing her 
did when thee parted from him and what woꝛds be ſpake, 
moꝛeouer what the thought the euent would be. To all 
which queſtions, Fidelia aunſwered at once, that ſhe left 
him foꝛ deade vppon the grounde, and to deuine was not 
in hir ſkill , With this the P2inceſſe wared angry and 
blamed hir very ſoze foz not abiding the time cf his reco⸗ 
uery, whereto Fidelia ercuſed hirfelfe by hir commannde- 
ment but pet bicauſe the Pzincefſe wculd bane it ſe, nerds 
muſt Fidelia bee thoughte in a greate faulte and crime, 
foz not doing ſo, | 

Now may you geſſe that Ridelias frultinee was lpke 
2 cuppe of colde water to hir hir burning Agne, the moze 
to enrage it, oꝛ lyke dʒincke ts a dzopſie man whereby 
dis malady che rather encreaſeth . Foz in * 
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as Roſicleers heauines came by reading hir letter, ſo hirs 
grew by Fidelias repozt of his heauineſſe. And albeit that 
we heare ſeldome time of man oz woman deade fo2 lone 
pet it is naturall foꝛ ouermuch griefe to abbꝛidge mans 
dapss, as now it was not loue which ſo much afflicted the 
Pzincefſe, but the unurp which ſhe had offered Roſicleer 
and the griefe which the conceiued by the diſpaire of euer 
ſeing him, and this griefe had almoſt wzoughte hir vtter 


bane 


¶ Roſicleers departure is publiſhed in the court 
of kyng Oliuerio, Oliuia after knowledge 
whole ſonne he was, reuerſeth iudgement paſs 
d by a countermaunde in an other letter, 
whereoff Fidelia lykewiſe is the bearer , 
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e Pꝛinces Bargandel and Liriamandro in the queſt 
* of Roſicleer rode farre and nere and could vnderſtand 
any thing as touchmg him, tul that hauing tranailed oner 
a great part of that country they mette with people ffran- 
gers which certefted, that themſelues had ſcene a knyght 
in p fate of armo2 embarking hunſelf with a gentlewo⸗ 
man and after that a ſquire ſaze weping entring into a 
ſhippe to followe them, foz the which newes Bargandel t 
Liriamandro were very ſozrowtull , and fo2 nome they 
were ſure that he had fo2faken.the kingdome, whertpon 
they agreꝛd to retcurne vnto the court, and one daye as 
the king Olwerio with the Pꝛinte Zoylo and other woaz- 
thy Pꝛinces and knights were gone out of the cittie to ĩo⸗ 
lace themſelues in the ſieldes theſe two Pꝛintes came fo- 
warde the place where the king abode which had beheld 
them befoze very bedefully, fo2 they ſeemed vnto him to 
pe two comly and noble knightes, and therfoze be deſired 
ta haue a moꝛe perfect viewe . But'valyanf Zoylo knew 


them by their denices vppon/theire armour, and ſayde to

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the king and to the other then in pzeſence, that he great⸗ 
Iy meruayled why KRoſicleer came not with them, fo: ſaith 
he when J parted from them they wer all th2e& together, 
when the king kne we them to be the two P2inces, hee 
cauſed his trayne to ſtape fill the two Painces came a⸗ 
gaynſt him, thoſe he cinb2aced with great loue t thancks 


fo2 theire retourne, demaunding withall foz Roſicleer. 


They which J dare not ſay knewe the righte cauſe , but 
coniected ſome lykely cauſe by the ſtrangenes it wꝛought 
in him, with greate griefe made a narration of each per⸗ 
ticuler as farre as they knewe,both what befell hum with 
in the realme and in what maner he anoyded the realme, 
as they had heard of others onely in the company of a 
gentlewoman, and they added moꝛeduer perhaps of their 
owne heads, perhaps as J ſayd befo2e vpon ſome farther 
knowledge that it coulde not otherwiſe be but that he had 
ſome great wꝛong offred vnto him by ſome perſon with⸗ 
in the realme. The king excuſing himſefe to the P2tnees 
foz his owne dealing towardes Roſicleer became verye 


ſadde and heauy ſoꝛ hun , as alſo thoſe which, were neere 


with him not being able fo gbelle of his retourne: and in 
dere if they had ben cerfein of his lang abſence, it would 
much moꝛe haue bene grieuous bnto them, ſo rare was 


the loue they all bare to him. But with ſome little hape af 


Roſicleers (pedy retourne, the king with thoſe Pzinces 
his friends tarryed ſome dapes in the pallayce, till that bi⸗ 


cauſe he was from them ſo long, the thaw Princes Bars 
gandel, Liriamandro, and the Tartarian Zoylo together 


toke vpon them to ſælie him in which time they aduenſu- 
red many ſtraunge erployts as ſhalbe ſpecified herealfer 
in this hifto2ye. But in the ende as the greateſt parte of 
theſe nobles and P2inces ftayed in England. fox the loue 
of Roſicleer ſo his pꝛeſence wanting that court dimini⸗ 


ſhed ſo fall, that in ſhozt time there was not bchinde re- 
mayning in the courte any knight of great account, but _ 


the Pzince Don Sylucrio vnto whome the lolle 1 ths |

sf Roſicleer bzedde no ſmall contentacion, as if wꝛought 
in the king Oliuerio to the contrary no leſſer diſpleaſure 
and dilquiet, as if the loſſe of P2ince Edward had againe 
renued. Foꝛ ther was no one in his kingdom which could 
and would aduaunte his pꝛiuate credite and the honoure 
of his countrey by wozthy pzoweſle and by valpant devs 
of armes, | 

But when all the kingedome beganue to bewayle the 
the loſſe of Roſiccer, What did that faire Oliuia which 
had abandoned him the country, and loued him moze 
then any one in the woꝛlde might the foꝛgette him one ins 
fant? No, but when ſhe wayed well that foz the accom⸗ 
pliſhing of hir charge he had foꝛſaken the lande hir god 
will encreaſed towardes him, and in ſteede of the daylpe 
viewe of his perſonage, in his abſence ſhee gazed at will 
vppon the counterfayte and poztratare which he had cm- 
pꝛinted in hir fancte, This did ſhe the oftener bicauſe 
the founde not in hir ſolitarpe contemplation anve other 
thinge to p2eſent it ſelfe , Foz amourous thoughtes 
are euer enempes fo company, andb eing alone, as com⸗ 
" monly Gee was by reaſon of ſickeneſſe, what was there 
to remoue this ſolytary thought and conuerſaunt compas 
nion from hir. 

This companion ſhe lkyil entertapned, which by vſe 
and continuance of time grewe to a ſetled ſentence, and 
hir lone wared greater then it was befoze , and then en- 
creaſed the flame which burnte moze earneſtly then euer 
befo2e it had bene. But as it chaunced, toſſing of theſe 
things in hir remembꝛaunce, withall ſhe remembꝛed 
that Arinda had tolde hir howe that Roſicleer had wꝛit⸗ 
ten vnto the Pꝛinceſſe Briana, and as the amoꝛous are ac- 
cuſkomed to buylde theinſelues Caſtells of Hope albept 
ſometime without koundacion oꝛ ſure grounde whereon 
they may ſurely ſtande:ſo hir loue waxed ielous ouer him 
and ſhee beganne to caſt with hir ſeife why Roſicleer 
ſhould wꝛite to the Pꝛinceſſe Briana being to hir no Riffe

noꝛ kinne to hir, and fo meane boꝛne, dut of which in the 
ende ſhe picked out this hope that out of doubt his birth 
was as god as his bꝛinging vp. In this matter therfoꝛe 
the laboured Fidelia. ſecretip to ſteale that letter from the 
gentle woman Arinda hir bedfellowe, and talking about 
this matter one certeyne time with Fidelia among other 
things ſhe ſapde , Dh my Fidelia as J had the power to 
banniſh Roſicleer: the lande, ſo woulde J that J coulde 
banniſh him from memo2y, how pꝛofttable had thy coun⸗ 
ſaple bene then vnto me but what ſhall J do foz that res 
med is no moze auayleable , ſince his abſence wounds 
me m92e then his p2eſence,J graunt the the fight of the 
beloued to ſome encreaſeth lone ſtill offering it ſelfe to be 
ſxne, and pet to other dome agame the thing daply ſeene 
bꝛingeth lyttle del yght but rather lothſomneſſe as contra⸗ 
riwiſe ſometintes loue is moued by diſcontinuance, and 
fometimes mens deſire entreaſeth the lame albeit the bes 
loued appeare not in pꝛeſence.

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- miſtreſſe lodging whom the found waiting foz ſome glad 
newes. The Pꝛinceſſe hir ſelfe would not open the let⸗ 
ter but gaue it to Fidelia which vnſealed it and read as

iuſt diſpleaſure, beleeue me madame, and my god 
mother, your ſonne Roſicleer can not be well pleaſed 
there with, foꝛelceinge the great ſolitarineiſe wherein pou 
remapned, and pet bycauſe this my tourney hath ſo pꝛoſ⸗ 
pered with mee , J am the better contented and 3 
beſcech your grace to quiet your ſelfe vpon Gods oꝛdi⸗ 
naunce, from whom J am perſwaded this motion in me 
pꝛoceeded. Beſides the ſto2ye of myne owne god Foꝛ⸗ 
tune which Arinda mape ſafely repozte , J haue heard 
ne wes as touching your ſelfe, the redeliuerp of ny Fa⸗ 
ther, and the ſafefieof my bꝛother. Fo2 ſince my depar⸗ 
ture J haue gotte acquaintaunce with Artemidoro a 
greate wiſe man of Greece, pet happes he is not vnknow⸗ 
en vnto vou, of whom J haue learned that vour huſband 
my father ſhall ere longe retourne vnto vou.

When Fidelia had ended the letter and the Pꝛin⸗ 
ceſſe had well vnderffade the ſecretes thereoff , what 
tongue may expꝛeſſe the great toye that entered into hir 
ſozrowfull minde as if ſhee had but nowe reconered hir 
loſt hope, and had ſhe not nowe counterpatzed hir aun⸗ 
cient ſoꝛrowe with this late ſpꝛonge iope hir lyfe had 
bene in daunger , foz in no other thinge cxceſſiue iope 
mape doe ſo much harme as in the hearts of true louers. 
Amongeſt whome J can compare theſe two P221nces, 
Roſicleer and the beautifull Oliuia as the chiefeſt. This 
Pꝛinceſſe nowe ridde of ſome part of hir feare,and as it 
were bꝛought into a newe woꝛlde thought to make as 
mendes by puniſhing hir ſclfe foꝛ hir cruell letter, thus 
ſaith ſhe. Oh how wel am J wozthy of the paines which 
J nowe ſuſtaine in the repentaunce of my foꝛzmer face, 
not onely fo2 that which againſt Roſicleer JF haue comp 
mitted, but alſo fo2 the little credit that J haue had of

But ſith nowe thys 
ſecret 1s diſcloſed, the remedy is in our handes, and not 
ſo difficult as you make it. Jo2 be it that pou ſhall ſend 
vnto Roficleer to demaund pardon of him foz the offence 
which pon haue committed againſt him, ſhall you thincke 
you doe pour ſelfe any w2onge therein in reſpect of pour 
p2incely eſtate, Mo, foꝛ aſſuredly he loueth you lopalip, x 
bicauſe be is of nigh parentage with vou, you may therin 
be guile ſuſpitious epes,and after his retourne pou may 
bolt it out of him, whether he loue pon, yea, oz no, ik he 
doe without peraduenture pou mape acquite hym, and 
lone of all thinges woulde be rewarded , J dare war⸗ 
raunt that your lone ſhall detayne hym with vs, and 
to thys purpoſe, madame pour hande and my heade 
whiche toyntly committed the fozmer face, ſhall nowe 
together make the recantation and crye peccaui, The 
effect may belonelp to will hym fo retourne fo your pꝛe⸗ 
ſence, and my ſelke wyll ber the meſſenger, and J pꝛo⸗ 
myſe neuer to retourne into thys countrey tyll ſache 
tyme as J finde hym, and haue deliuered your letter fo 
hys handes. Withall ſayth ſhee this ought pꝛeſently 
to bee put in pꝛactiſe, foꝛ by the griefe Roſicleer oke 
at the ſight of your letter, J ghcſle that hee is eyther de⸗ 
parted thys lyfe oꝛ auoided the countrey. The P2inceffe 
was very wel content wyth hir haft as the thing which 
the moſt deſired, and ſo embzaced ſhe Fidelia gladly, and 
ſpake vnfo hir. 

Fidelia nowe J knowe the god will which thon 
haſt fo ſerue me, and J confeſſe that J haue not made 
the pꝛyuie to my heavineſſe without great hope of com- 
fo:te at thy handes, therefoꝛe J beſcche God once to 
rewarde the as J wilhe, but bzinge me pen, ynke, and pa⸗ 
per, fo: J will ſtraight way followe thy counſell heere⸗ 
in. Fidelia bꝛought vnto hir pen, ynke, and 

ith 
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with the Pꝛinceſſe wꝛought hir reclayme wyth as ma⸗ 
ny ſugred woꝛdes as the other letter had ſharpe and 
lower. 

This letter the ſequele wyll ſhewe vnto pon, when 
we come to the meeting of Fidelia and Roſicleer, but 
befoze that time the letter wzptten after thys man- 
ner was deliuered vnto Fidelia, and it was agreed vp⸗ 
pon betweene themſelues that vppon the nerte daye 
ſhee ſhoulde goe to ſeeke hym . This nyght they toke 
they? reſt,the one foꝛ the better enduring of hir longe 
frauaple which ſhe ſhoulde ſaſtapne, the other to make 
ſatiſfaction foz hir bzoken ſleepes. Gre bꝛoade mo2- 
ninge Fidelia was vp, and hauynge conuaped Koſi- 
cleers letter where ſhee founde it, ſhee went vnto the 
Paincelle fo take Hy2 leaue of hir. When as they 
were departinge. Dh my god Fidelia, ſayde the Pzins 
ceſſe,doe as much as thou mapeſt to retourne agapne 
ſpeavely,foz if thou ſtapeſt longe J ſhall line but ſmall 
whyle,there is nothinge that maye ſo ſone ſhozten and 
cutte off my dayes as to hope without ſucceſſe, and 
to dꝛeade the wozff. J tell thee that tyll thy comming 
agapne my nyghtes well bee tourned to watchinges, 
t J ſhat recken the clock honrely awaiting thy pꝛeſente. 
O God Fidelia when the daße commeth J wyll lake 
fo2 the nyght, then when as the nygbt is ouerpaſſed J 
wyll make acconnte of the daye to come, and J wyll ne- 
ner leaue caſfinge of perifies fyll that J ſhall heare 
thee bzinge'ſome tidinges of that god knyght , Fide- 
Ha was very fozrpe to thincke of the cares whithe hp2 
Ladpe was like fo retepue, and pꝛmeipallp foꝛ that thee 
thoulde teaue hir alone wanting wyth whome fo tom⸗ 
mumtate hir payne. Wherewith beeinge ſeme What 
troubled, and alto fozeſceinge the longe tyme of hy2 ab⸗ 
tente ſo ſher departed wepinge in thrs m nner. Pay 
dame it is needeleffe foz pon to tharge mee farther in 
theſe affayzcs.the papnes wherin — you are fitfici⸗ 
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ent to haſten my iournep, J woulde fo God mp F82- 
tune were aunſwerable to the deſire which J haue fs 
ſerue pdu in this matter. But bie of god courage and 
hope foz the coming of your knigbt, oꝛ elſe loke not fo; 
me, with theſe they bꝛoke off, t Fidelia wente to: hir ſel⸗ 
lowes vnto whome ſhe tolde that ſhe would ſoiourue 
with hir parentes in the countrey fo2 a ſeaſon , after 
goinge to the Sea ſide, ſhe entered info a ſhyppe pꝛe⸗ 


pared towardes Almayne, wherein the hiſtozie leaueth 
hir ſailing to recount of other things which chaunced in 
the meane time,

the great Britaine in the company of the fraunge 

gentlewoman neuer hoping to refourne agayns 
info that lande , onely foz the accompliſhinge of the 
exile wherevnto he was bounde by bys Lavyes appoint⸗ 
ment. owe the Piſtozie ſaieth that the gentlewo⸗ 
man with whome hee was in the boate was ſenfe by 
Candramarte whoſe handes Roſicleer had cutte off be⸗ 
foe the kinge Oliuerio foꝛ Nugene Iulias rich ſwozde, 
and that ſhe was ſent vnder colour of a diſtreſſed gen⸗ 
tle woman to bꝛinge him to hir Fathers Jlande, there 
to be anenged of the hurte and ſhame which hir Father 
had receined. This deuice was thought fitteſt, both 
foꝛ that Roſicleer as à noble knight pittied ſuche ops 
pꝛeſſed gentlewomen, and that foꝛ other cauſe then to 
ſhewe himſelfe Roſicleer coulde not be bꝛought ont of 
Englande , In this Aland Candramarte had two young 
Gpantes to hys ſonnes whome foz nn 4

Y Du haue hearde howe Roſicleer deparfed from 
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knighted beinge in making no leſſe then hymſelfe, be- 
ſides theſe Candramarte had foztis choſen knyghtes, 
all which he armed fo aſſault Roſicleer leaſt he ſhoulde 
eſcape them , By this guple the Ladye Gyanteſe 
daughter vnto Candramarte carryed hym to hir Fas 
ther Jlande, wherein wythout any farther aduyce hee 
aduentured hymlelfe fo very griefe of hearte whiche 
bee conceyned to [& bymſelfe abandoned hys Ladyes 
pꝛeſence. But nowe ſire dayes haue they bene cn tbe 
Dea, at the ende whereoff the winde was ſo fauoura⸗ 
ble that they came within kenninge of the Jland, to bys 
iudgement very ſtronge, and to the ſhewe very pleaſue 

rable. 

Thys beeing diſconered by the gonernour, the gens 
tlewoman ſaide that that was the place wherein hir 
parentes and huſbande were taken,cryinge and tearinge 
of hir haire as if the ſight of the place had redotibled 
hir ſoꝛrowe. Thys made Roſicleer to bee moze car- 
neſt in hir quarrell and to thincke it longe till hee were 
landed, whiche his deſire beeing accompliſhed, the gen⸗ 
tle woman ledde hym vp vppon the ſhoare where Ros 
ſicleer viewed at eaſe the whole ſight of the Jlande.

It that Sy2 knight you will auenge my quar- 
rell you multe goe to that Caſtell which is on the ryght 
bande, fozthat is the traptoure knightes Caſtell whiche 
bath taken my parentes and huſbande as pꝛiloners, and

boafe we women are weake harted and fearefull, and 
aboue all 4 woulde not come into his power, foz then 
would he fo2 a ſuretie murther my parents and my huſ- 
bande, whom now perhappes he entertaineth moze gent⸗ 
ſpy vpon hope to winne mee. If you wyll, be it ſo aun⸗ 
wered Roſicleer, fo; your longe gownes are not ſitte to 
fight withall, and your ſere ſhall well aunſwere the chal⸗ 
lenge of your cowardiſe, with this (peach Roſicleer de⸗ 
parted,and takinge his hoꝛſe mounted thereon to come 
fo that Caltle on the right hande,the gentlewoman toke 
hir ſhyppe agayne,and dzoue from land amayne , Wy 
and by Roſicleer hearde: the winding of an hozne at the 
one Caſtle and pzefently he heard an aunſwere at the 
other Caſtle, whereby ſuſpecting that this token was gi⸗ 
uen of his comming, be tourned his head to ſee the gen⸗ 
tle woman whome he had left on the ſhoare . The gen⸗ 
tlewoman houering about the bancke, nowe ſure of hys 
eſcape, and ſtrapning hir vopce crped. Come foꝛth, come 
foꝛth, ſonnes of Candramarte foz heere is the newe 
knyght which cut off our Fathers armes. Howe wylE 
Roſicleer by this hozne and the gentlewomans outcries 
that he bad bene betrayed,but as one careleſſe of his life 
as quietly as he could he p2epared himſelfe, which hee 
certeinlp loked foꝛz, his pzayer was this. Lozde Jelus 
haue mercy vpon me whom thou ſo deerely haſt bought 
wich thy bloudſhed,pardon my ſinnes, and receiue mee 
into thy kingdoine,as fo2 my carcaſe be it as thou haſte 
appointed me,fo2 death cannot betide me in a better time. 
After this hee ſtaped rnot as diſmayed , but pallinge 
farther to ſee tn what manner thys- treafon was com- 
paſſed,he ſawe the gates of the one Caſtle ſet wyde open 
and thence iſſuinge a huge gyant vpon a mygbty cour- 
ſer with moze then twentie knyghtes well armed at 
hys taple . At their firſt comminge they made a greate 
ſhowt as ik they had got ſome great victo2y;F-the gyant 
amongeſt the reſt ſayd vnto hym , Thou — — 
zetch⸗ 
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wꝛetched knight well ſhalte thou abye the ſhame which 
thou did delt to my father Candramarte when thou diddeſt 
cutte off hys armes at London. Roſicleer as deſperate 
made aunſ were. J doubt not but foz all pour thꝛeats you 
will giue me leaue to dye, but ere that happen, it map be 
pou lhall be diiappoynted of your purpoſe and with that 
he dꝛewe out Nucene Iulias ſwoꝛde, with the which hee 
encountred the tall Gyant which came agapnſt him with 


a great ſpeare. The ſpeare hitte Roſicleer on the bꝛeſt, 


and in dæde were it not fo2 the fineſſe of the armoure, it 
had pearted him, but the mettall being ſuch as it was, the 
Greeke made no mo2e foz the blowe then if he had bene 
hitte with ſome delycate poung knight, and befo2e that the 
Gpant coulde recouer his hoꝛſe raine to fetch the ſeconde 
courſe, Roſicleer gaue him ſuch a blowe with his ſwoꝛde 
that be clefte htm to the bowelles , the greate Gyant fell 
deads to the grounde, the blode iſſuyng tn greate aboun⸗ 
dance. Hare the great bꝛag was quapled, when he which 
came to aduenge an other mans quartell coulde not war⸗ 
rant his owne ſafetie. 

But truthe it is, that thoſe which vnmeaſurably doe 
ſecke reuenge, doe oftenfimes heape on themſelues the 
greater miſchiefe. And what did this tyꝛannous Candra- 
marte els which placing himſelfe at his windowe to be- 
holde the battapte and fo make moze ſolace at Roſicleers 
harme as if the onely repoꝛt had not bene ſufficient, now 
in ſteede of his fozmer wꝛong he founde a greater by the 
death of his ſonnes but yet thys is the beginning only of 
his miſerp, fo2 the valyant knight not fearing deathe at 
all, in greate choller ruſhed amonge the other knightes 
which lykewiſe afſapled him couragtouſty and had with⸗ 
in a while with theire battaple ares hewen his hozſe in 

ces, | 
: Whenhe was on fete he layde abcut him manfullpe 
that in ſhoꝛt ſpace the (cantlyng-of ground in which they 
kought was couered with bzeliplates and targettes, and 
as 
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- As their number leſlened and that he had moze rome, ſo 
his courage eucreaſed and he did them moꝛe ſcath: but 
well farehis enchaunted armour , which hadde ſerued to 
m92e purpoſe in defending, then his [worde in offending, 
oꝛ cls his courage had tyꝛed befoze the ende of ſo daun⸗ 
gerous a fray , Now are there fewe alpue, and thoſe ey⸗ 
ther ſtriuing koꝛ lpte vpon the graſſe, 62 in weake caſe v⸗ 
pon fœte, readyer to flye then to fight: but pꝛeſently ther 
came freth ſutcours from the other Caſtle , Foꝛ the other 
ſonne ot Candramarte with moze then thirtie knights in 
great halt came agaynft this god knight not being idel⸗ 
ly occupyed among the other knightes. The Gyant foz 
other god mo2row gaue the god knight ſo ſtrong a blow. 
with his battaple are vppon the headepece , that had it 
not bene rather in the headepece to withſtand the blow, 
then in himſelfe to reſiſt the Gyant, Roſicleer had lapne 
bzaynelefſe on the grounde, but all this grieued him not, 
ſauing that the wayghte of the blowe made him kiſſe the 
earth, whence yet he ſtarte vp lyghtly, and minding to res 
quite courteſie foz courteſie, as hee was purpoſed at the 
Gpant there ſtept in a knight bet werne them, whome Ros 
iicleer deuided to the beſt bone, whereat the Gyant and 
thoſe which behelde him were much abaſhed, not with⸗ 
ſtanding this they beyng many and he weryed he myghte 
net defende himſelfe long from them, efpectally from the 
Gpant which only watched oppo2ztunitye of aduauntages 
vet lengthened he the light by his noble courage a longe 
time, vntill fo2 very fayntneſſe he was fapne fo giue back 
and fo gette his ſhoulders agapnſt a wall, from which af- 
terwarde he was d2iuen by mayne fo2ce, and being pur⸗ 
ſued, he withdꝛewe himſelfe to the Ses euer as he war⸗ 
bed one blowe hellowing an other. After hee had gotte 
the Sea at his backe he wared bclder and aboue all wat⸗ 
ched Candramartes ſonne, which had hurte him moſte e- 
ſpectally him he hitte ſo ſure that the bloude guſhed outs 
in the oz foure places. 2 
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In the mean while Candramarte viewing the battayle 
to no great lyking blaſphemed heauen and earth, and le⸗ 
uing the windowe ranne to the Sea ſide, where the bat⸗ 
taple was continued, and with a loude voyce he called on 
bis knights reuilpng them as cowardes and daſtaides if 
one knight might reſiſt them ſo longe, and aboue all fo 
his ſonne he ſpake thus. Thou vile and daſtarde ſhape 
how lyke thou art to thy miſerable mother, J ſweare by 
heauen and earth, if thou eſcapeſt out of this battayle as 
Ipue, my cauſe and thy b2others death vnreuenged, that 
J will ſtarue the in the ſame place where J ſtarued thy 
mother. 

The pant and his knights thus rayled on fo2 ſhame 
and feare gaue a freſh aſſault vppon the god knighte, ſo 
that as be diſpatched ſome, there ſtepped in newe in their 
romes : and euer the battaple was as it were newe to 
beginne to poꝛe Rolicleer, which dꝛaue him to ſerke far⸗ 
ther ſuccour in the water, and to ſtande vp to the nauell, 
thincking his death to be very nighe, he pꝛaped to God 
with all his heart foz his ſoules health as one that alto⸗ 
gether deteſted his lyfe, and determined no longer fo des 
fende himſelfe then the water woulde giue him leaue. 
Then taketh he his (wo2de with both his hands and lay- 
eth on ſo thicke that there are ſlapne moze then tenne 
knightes ere hee leaueth, as the Sea gaue witnes which 
made the bancke ſeeme as all bedewed with bloude. 
Nowe beholde and ſee how God neuer fozſaketh his, and 
eſpecially thoſe which abide his pleaſure: as hee did vn⸗ 
to this knight, which now ſtanding equally betwirt lyfe 
and death, though neither fearing the one noꝛ hoping the 
other, and ſure of neyther yet hath he remedy beſides his 
hope and is comkozted, of his owne bzother , vnknowen 
to both, 

So maye Foztune ſometpme vere and annope vs: pet 
at the lengthe ſhe retourneth backe and relenteth agayne. 
But fo; this matter which wee entreate off, wee are to 

res 
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remember our ſelues of that valyaunt Grecian ſenne fo 
the Cmpercur Trebatio lefte in the lpttie boate ſaplinge 
th2ough the Occean Seas with the which he had paſſed 
the bounds of Atrigaand coaſting by the Mediterrancum 
Seas was dꝛiuen along the Spaniſh ſhoare, and from 
thence at length lapled by the Jlande of Candramarte at 
ſuche time as Rolicleet nowe enfoꝛced himſelſe to abide 
the vttermoſt of p ſkirmiſh, with reſolute mynd p2eſcntly 
to receitie the death oz to be tconquerour. But this boat 
guyded by a wiſeman as you hearde befoze toke landing 
almoſt agaynſt Donzel del Febos will about a birdebolte 
ſhotte from Roliclcer where he eſpped a cruell fight, but 
that which moſt amazed him was p one knight (thoughe 
ſtrong tunb2cd and valyant) pet had ſette himſelfe againſt 
ſo manp, x with their bodyes had made ſo great a flaugh- 
ter. So with a great admiration rather amo2ous then 
iclous he ſapd vnto himſelfe. Who woulde belene that 
in our dapes there might be founde a knighte furniſhed 
with ſuche ercellencie of manhode. Affuredipe his fame 
is as woꝛthy to be ſpoken off, as that Greekes which had 
killed the famous Troyan Hector. Thanckes be to the 
Gods which haue bꝛoughte mee hether-, 'fo2 althoughe 
J ſhoulde loſe my lyke, J wyll not leaue hym vnſucs 
coured. 

Thus ſaying hee waded in the water to come nere 
him, and ſee ing the Gyant to oppꝛeſſe him ſo much and 
without a tHielde , foz hee had loft it in battaple with the 
firſt Gyantf he toke his worde with both his handes, and 
lette dꝛiue with all his fozce at the Gyants heave that he 
cleaned it vnto the bꝛayne and after ward ruſhed among 
the reſt killyng many of them. When Roſicleer ſawe 
with one blowe the Epant ſtroken downe and ſuche vn⸗ 
hoped fo2 ſuccours the greate wonder that hee receined 
map not be toſde . And as if the enterpꝛiſe had bene a⸗ 

'chiened 92 his lyfe ſaued, with a freſh courage hee wente 
aut of the water, and valyauntly thzuſte himſelfe 8 
vs, 
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his enemies, where he well gaue them fo vnderſtand that 
he was deſirous the battaple ſhonlde ende. Mere two 
b:etheren albeit vnknowen each to others, gaue bꝛother⸗ 
lo helpe in time of neede. And there was neuer a one 
lefte, which eyther cryed not pardon, oz fledde his waye, 
the ſupplyants were pardoned, But lette vs thincke 0? 
Candramarte which now«ſawe his other and onely ſonne 
layne at one blowe, in what plyght dee you iudge him to 
be: but the woꝛſt is god inough, whereas ik he had helde 
in his hungry deſire of reuenge with a long delap, oz had 
diſimuled his choller he might haue lyued guyetly wyth 
his ſonnes by him, able (uffictently.fo defend fozrepne in⸗ 
uaſion, and mayntapne his. But now childleſſe, knight⸗ 
leſſe, and armeleſſe, beſides at the mercye of his enempe, 
he was karre out of charity with all the woꝛlde, that cur⸗ 
ſing heauen and earth and what was in them, he runne 
beadlong into the ſea there dzowning himſeife among the 
waues, and bequeathing his ſoule to the Diuill who long 
ere that expected to be his executoꝛ. 

Tell me J pꝛap vou gentill readers, howe often vou 
haue ſens the vnmeaſurable defire of reuenge haue a luc⸗ 
ky ende, 02 not rather fo pꝛocure a farther harme, when 
as that which might be pardoned o2 diſſimuled with ho? 
noure afterwarde is bewayled with ſozrowe and ariefe. 
It is wꝛittenne that hee that ſeketh renendge , venge⸗ 
ance will lyghf on him. Foz why the ſame God ſaythe, 
To me vengeance belongeth, and J will rewarde it. O 
pe malicious and wicked men which with infinit trauaile 
beate your heades fo o2dayne miſchiefe foꝛ the leaſt diſ⸗ 
plealure. Take this leſſon foꝛ your amendment, and make 
Candramarte pour example. 

But lette vs continue our hiſtoꝛp of the two bꝛethꝛen 
the Knight of the Sunne and Roficleer which now the 

battaple being ended and the miſdoers pardoned had lit⸗ 
tle lepſure to learne of eache other who he was. Roſicle⸗ 
er 1 off his viſoure, and ſpake to the Anighte — the 
, unng 
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Sunne ſaving , Bnight the moſt valyant that euer J met 
withail, J knowe not how fo reward you fo2 the greate 
friendeſhip you haue ſhewed to me, but tell me your name 
J pꝛape vou and J ſhall account my ſelfe the happieſt man 
this dap lpuing, and while J lyne will JF remember your 
valour, The Kmighte of the Sunne noting the greate 
laughter of knights with y manglyng of armour in that 
place wber firſt batattaple had bene fought, beſides the 
monſtrous blow wherewith the firſte Gyaunt had bane 
ſlapne, and after viewing his perſonage , his bearde but 
now burgening he pulled of his helmet and after the mas 
nikeſting of his beautifull lokes ſuche as paſſed all the 
knightes of his time he aunſwered gently, Right valyant 
knighte, J am to thancke my Gods foz that they haue 
bꝛought me hether in ſo god a time as to know ſo valp⸗ 
ant a knight, and to ſee with mine eyes the knighthode 
which J would ſcarſe haue credited with mine eares: but 
whereas vou demaunde of me who J am, know vou that 
Jam called the Unight, of the Sunne foꝛ the deuiſe which 
A beare in my armour; and foꝛ my birth J can ſhew you 
no faither neither know J mo2e of my eſtate:but the ads 
uenture which bzought me hether- hath bene by occaſion 
of a ſtoʒme which dꝛaue me on this ſhoare, and this is the 
firſte lande whereon J ſette fote ſince this tempeſt toke 
my ſbip, and courteſie tommaunded me to lend mine aide 
when J ſaw you ouermatched with number. And thus 
much fo2 uunſwere to your demaunde : but now agayne 
that J haue tolde ycu that which you required, ſo J pꝛay 
por! fell me your name, and fo2 what cauſe this crucli bats 
tayle hath bene foughte betwene theſe Gyants and peu. 
While the Bnight of the Sunne ſpake thus, Roſicleer bes 
held him very ſadly, and hearing him ſay that he was the 
Isnight of the Sunne and that he knew no moꝛec of hys 
eſtate, he thought that peraduenture this ſame might be 
bis b2other of whome Artemidoro had tolde him ſuche 
meru. les, but leauing this ſuſpicion til he might queſti⸗ 
an 
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on of it moꝛe at large, he ſatiſfied the Knight of the Sun 
as to his queſtion in ſhoꝛte ſpeache after this manner, 
Pour kriendeſhippe was great, and (0 J make reckning 
of it, otherwiſe J ſhould not haue happened on ſo god a 
time to tell you my name in which bicauſe you woulde 
l:arne of mæ, vou ſhall vnderſtande that my name is Ros 
ſicleer, and that J was of god repozt in the court of kyng 
Oliuerio the king of great Britaine although my miſhnp 
cauſing it J doubte mee ſo much that my name is once 


mentioned amongeſt them, but that matter J will leaue 


off as not pertinent, this which you require aboute our 
fight ſpꝛong vppon tbys occaſion, and ſo hee ſhewed the 
whole ozder both of the receiuing of his A uant Cheuali⸗ 
er at the kyngs hands: the firſt dapes iuſting: the ſecond 
dayes combatte with Candramarte : the honoure of the

The Knight of 
the Sunne and Roſicleer ſeeing hir in that eſtate, pitied 
bir greatly, but ſhe was to far off fo2 them to wade nere, 
ſs the Kaight of the Dunne toke his boat haſtely to helpe 
p gentlewoman wher otherwiſe then he loked fo2,y boat 
was carryed by vyolence another waye, and albeit hee 
ſtrove to bꝛinge it towardes hir, yet pꝛeuapled hee no⸗

G Ith great ſwiftenelſe and incredible halle the boate 
whereas the knyght ſavled, was carryed, paſſing in 
ſhoꝛte time the deepe Atlantike and Weſt Occean, rgte 
the vttermoſt Cape of p Ponent, till from thence it dꝛoue 
vppon the Pillours of Hercules, where his mightie arme 
and ftceled fozke made place foꝛ the Occean fo enter and 
water the earthe , This Sea is called Mediterraneum 
Sea, and into this Sea the Knightfe of the Sunne ſheurd 
his beate, where he found well peepled fowrnes and #1 cas 
ter delpght then appeared in the wide and Mel Occean, 
Alid 
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und he beganne to receiue ſome toy ot his hether arrynall 
as if not without cauſe he were carryed in ſuch haſt, and 
that ſome great thing was therby hoped foz : but as ſozy 
koꝛ his ſodayne acquapntaunce with Roſicleer he-beſce- 
ched his gods with all his hearte, that they myghte once 
miete agapne, and at moze leyſure recount each to other 
ol their aduentures. 

Well on all griefes whether oz his friendes Brandy- 
zel and. Clauergudo, 02 this vnacquaynted Roſicleer, oz 
the vnſkilfulnefſe of his way were erfinguiſhed , by that 
his lerned gouernour guided their Barke whether it was 
conuenient. So ſtill hoping fo2 the Pozte and Hauen, 
wherein his little boate ſhoulde ryde, he ſapled as 3 ſapd 
in the middell earthe Sea, where on the leſte hande hee 
ſawe Spayne, Portugall and thoſe countryes where hee 
coulde:gladly Haug beſtowed himſelfe but that he was not 
to commaunde the ſtereſeman, but in god time came hee 
thether as ſhalbe recyted in the hiſtoꝛy hzrafter: Although 
by ſhoare on the right hande he lefte Africke, Carthage, 
and T ures, and fozewarde as he ſapled he diſcouered the 
Jlandes Belcars and Sardinia, with the warlyke Italy, and 
the fertill Sicily where the flames of Aetna hill a while 
ſtayed him. There might hee ſ@ the rupnous; re- 
liques of olde Syracuſe, and manp perilleus Mermapdes.

But from 
thence hee lawnched into the bzoade Fuxino where the 
wide Sea connaped all thinges out ok ſighte, that nought 
appeared but cloudes aboue and waues beneath. Longe 
thus he ſayled moruaylinge when his nauigation Gould 
take ende. 

After this as it were a faire calme following a ſtormy

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tempeſt ther appeared aboue the water a faire Jlande vn⸗ 
to the which his boat dꝛaue, whereat he was merry and 
pleaſaunt thinking that there abode him ſome aduenture 
wherein he might try his manly pꝛoweſſe, and full fayne 
hee was to leaue the Sea: hare Jſay at this Jlande his 
Barke ſtayed , whereby he knewe that his tourney was 
thetherwarde. | | 

Then the knighte leaped to lande, vppon the entrye 
whereoff there was a banke caſt of hard ſtone, and ſome⸗ 
what farther he ſawe a freſhe and pleaſaunt ſoyle full of 
the ſwerteſt hearbes that euer he had ſeene. There was 
à fence oꝛ cloſure made of tail high tres, ſome of them 
with ſo loftye toppes that it weryed htm fo2 to loke vp⸗ 
wardes , Beneath this there was a meddowe platte 
whereon grewe many flowers and hearbes of all ſoztes, 
and it was compaſſed with a til water gently rollyng vp⸗ 
pon the pumiiſe ſtones, the water was as clere as as 
ny Chzttall, | Ti 51.90 

Among the thicke trees he might haue ſ&ne the ſwiffe 
Harte and the faire Unicoꝛne with the lytftle Beuerette 
and the ſmall Connye bancking the grene boughs, beſidg 
the lyght Squirel climbing the fall Dke, with the ſweets 
chirpinglayes, which the Birdes made,reco2ding'fo plea- 
ſauntlye amonge thetender ſp2ayes that it would haue 
made a man vtterly foꝛeloꝛne to receiue comfoꝛt, and hee 
that was ſurpꝛiſed with loue oz loues dartes might haue 
founde a moꝛe pꝛeſent remedy then the Partes of Creete 
doe when they are wounded by the Hunter. This pleaſure 
to haue enioyed, vou woulde haue thoughte pour ſelfe to 
haue bene franſpozted into an other wozlde oꝛ into a celes 
ftiall Paradiſe. | 1 82 

When the Knight of the Sunne had both beheld and 
hearde all thoſe thinges , he immagined pꝛeſently that 
the Aland was well ſtoꝛed with people thether reſoꝛting 
fo2 the delyght there to be founde, but vet he meruapled 
why their pathes were no moze trodden, and gazing one 
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enery part which waye to take beste, he toke the waye 
which was molt beaten, therein he walked heauilp laden 
with his armour : but his deſire to know the end of thys 
aduenture, and the\wete melody of the Birdes continu⸗ 
ally accompanying him, made him thincke his tourneye 
ſhozter. 

About a myle oz moꝛe out of this medowe he entred 
into a playne paſture ſo beſette with flowers as the me⸗ 
dowes were. Jn the middell of this-paſfure as it were 
a bowe ſhotte from hun he ſawe the faireſt Caſtell which 
euer eve had ſeene aſwell fo2 the height and largenes as 
foꝛ coſt: and woꝛkemanſhip. 

The matter was all of Jaſper which when the Sunne 
beganne fo caſt his beames thereon ſhyned ſo bꝛight that 
it dazeled the eyes of the bebolder. The koꝛme was gua⸗ 
dꝛangle after an euen pꝛopoꝛtion as bzoad as long. In e⸗ 
uery of the toꝛzners ther were ten faire Turrets which 
reached by mans ſeming to the cloudes. The outward 
wall of the Caſtle was harde arble hewed out of the J- 
lande Paros, rounde aboute the Caſtell there was > drepe 
ditche with a deupce, that albeik there was no lpꝛinge 
in it to nouriſh it, vet was it mayntayned with a kreſhe 
flowe partly by khe fall or waters from the mountaynes, 
partly by the ryuers we named amongeſt the meddowes, 
which at euery ſpꝛing cleered the channell. Uppon this 
water there ſtode a bꝛidge with th:ee ſtrong Zurrefs one 
in the beginning, the other in the middeſt , the otheFin 
the ende towards the Caſtle, Though them a man cans 
not enter but by playne fozce,fo2 the kepers open not but 
conftrayned and they neede to be right valyant fo2 the poꝛ⸗ 
ters are fell. 

The knight of the Sunne gazed) vppon this verye at⸗ 
tentiuelye, fo/auiafeo af the firaungenefe ok tde wozke 
that hes conlde not thincke it to haue bene buplded be 
mans hande . And hauing as then no other ſkill of God, 
buf the Gentiles lawe, he m_— that ver — th: 
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might be the houſe ol his Gods, when they deſcended frs 
beauen to ſoiourne amongeſt vs. So very deſirous to 
know the ende thereof, he came vnto the bꝛidge where 
he ſtaped a while ere he pꝛoceeded farther,fo2 he iudged 
that accoꝛding to the great ſtrength of the archers, the 
depth of the water and the height of the wall, that no man 
might enter without leaue aſked. And as he there wan⸗ 
ted not matter of meruaple foꝛ the wonder of the caſtle, 
ſo meruapled he that nere ſo rare 4 magnificent buil- 
dings he met no perſon of whom he might demaunde to 
whom the fayze Caſtle did belong. Amid theſe thoughts 
if ſemed beſt in his fancie to call to them within, if 
perhaps any would aunſwere him: and therefoze com- 
ming to the gates of the firft turret which was then n&- 
reſt to him he found a pozch opened, and right befoze a 
faire ſtately court encloſed with walles of Jaſper,and in 
the midſt befoze him a payer of ſtapers of ar.oz2 rij.de- 
gr&es which ledde vp to a fapze piller , wherevnto was 
faſtened with a chaine of golde, a fayze hoꝛne and a rich 
bꝛawdꝛicke to it. The hoꝛne was tipped all with golde, 
and in the ende were ſet many pꝛecious ſtones The 
riches thereof might haue contented a right couetous 
epe: vnderneth the hoꝛne vppon the ſame piller there 
were engrauen letters which the knight of the Sunne 
perceiuing and hoping there to learne ſome moze newes 
ye mounted vp the ſlayzes and read as hereafter fol⸗ 
oweth, 


C This Caſtle belongeth to the beautifull Lin- 


daraza, the gates may not be opened to any 

ſaue to him which windeth the horne. But 
let him take heede withall, for when they 

are open there {hall not faile him cruell & 


fierce porters to giue him the death if it bee 
poſsible. 


. : When 
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When he had reads the letters and gathered by them 
that there were Pozfers to aunſwere him, hee fea- 
red not a whit koꝛ all the thꝛeates of p waiting, but wyth 
an heroycall heart he vntyed bis hoꝛne and winded it ſo 
ſhꝛill that all the Caſtel Eccowed wyth the noyſe, at the 
ſounde hecreoff the inner gates of ſteele flewe open as 
if they had bene ſhaken with a tempelt , and pꝛelently 
there appeared a fierce Gyant bearinge in the one hande 
a barre of pꝛon, and in the other a chapne wherein hee 
ledde tyed a Dꝛagon the moſt hydious that euer man 
loked on. This beat was from the bꝛeaſt downeward 
as high as any man on hozſebacke, and the tayle theroff 
was tenne paces in length, wherewyth he lweeped the 
grounde. Howe the ſtronge Gyant comminge out of 
the gates let loſe the Dꝛagon and toke the barre of y2zon 
in his handes paceing towardes the knight whiche was 
nowe in deſcending krom the piller. Ere the knyght 
could eaſely come to the grounde the Gpant mette hym 
with a counterbuffe on the ſheelde that he miſſed two oz 
th:& ſteppes in comminge downe . The monſterous 
D:agon beneath was ready to receiue him, But the 
nephewe of Alicante lightly eſtemed all thys, and ras: 
ther toke courage in thys that there was ſome thinge 
woꝛthy his paynes behinde when the Caſtell was kept 
by ſuche ougly poꝛters, and dꝛawinge out his ſwoꝛde 
hee ſtroke at the Serpent a blowe on the toppe of the 
head, vut it drd hym no moꝛe harme then it it had lygh⸗ 
ted vppon a ſinythes anſtelde, but it a little benummed. 
bis ſences and beguyled him of his kfozehoped grppe. 
Thys little harme which he had done to the Serpent 
dyd much amaze hym, and the better fo ſaue hymſelfe 
from the Serpente he got vnder the piller, and then hee 
beſto wed an other blowe vppon the Serpents head with 
all his foꝛce. The Serpent ſo ſoꝛe ſtricken wared wude 
and bꝛaped out ſo loude that all the courte range of the 
nopſe, and faine would it haue got betwrene the —

of the Sunne, r the place vnder the piller where he ode 

fo haue raught him in his pawes, but the god knight de- 
fended himſelfe lightly from him and laide at the Dzagon 

fill with the ſwo2d . The Gyant abode till at the ſtays 
ers fte to waite foꝛ the knightes tombling on the ſtays 
ers, at length he tame downe headlong where the ſtrong 
Opant let dꝛiue at him ſo great a blowe with his barre 
that the barre burſt and the god knight thought his head 
had bene bꝛuſed, with this as well as he might, he roſe 
vp, and dꝛiuing at the gvant he cut his legges cleane from 
his body. The Gyant falling to grounde, the Serpent 
rayſing his tayle graſped at the knight of the Sunne, but 
J can not tell howe the knight eſcaped it, and withal he 
foke vp the greateſt pece of the barre of pꝛon which the 
Gyant had, and haſting towarde the Serpent he gaue 
him ſuch a blowe therewith vpon the head that her fell 
downe,and befoꝛe he could riſe,the knight gaue him ſuch 
an other that his ſcull as hard as flinte: burſt info two 
peeces,yet foꝛ al this y great Serpent was ndt thꝛoughly 
dead but bounded vp into the ayꝛe, and ſwept the ground 
with his tayle ſeeming to be moze fierce then at the be⸗ 
ginning . The knight of the Sunne purpoſed to firike 
no moze but quickly gate vp higher on the ſtapers to be 
out of daunger, in the ende the Dꝛagon ſturred no moꝛe 
whereby he tudged that he was dead, and meruaylinge 
what beſides this there might be found in the Caſtle, he 
hong the fay2e hoꝛne about his necke, and with the bar 
in his hands he entered the firſt Tower, and from thence 
thꝛough the firft arche of the bꝛidge till he came to the 
ſecond Tower which was in the midſt of the bꝛidge, the 

gates whereoff were of ſteele & ſhut as faſt as y gates of 
y firſt arch were. Cheualicro del Febo winded his hoꝛne 
and pꝛeſently the gates were opened and there came iſſu- 

ng out a Gpant no leſſe ffrong then the ficſt,hauing in 
jhe one hand a clubbe, and in the other a chapne wheres 
ten he ledde a Upon, the wightyeſt of lymme and byageſt 
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of bone that euer man ſawe . The bodys as bigge as a 
Bull, and euerp of his clawes was a hand{ull longe, his 
epes ſhined lyke lampes, | 

This Lyon the Gyanf vntped ſtrapght and ſetfe vp- 
pon the knight, which with no litte courage as he had 
a greater queſt in hande awapted him, and at the firſte 
blowe hee ſtrake him fo fell vppon the heade, that the 
bꝛapnes ſtarte out, and the monſterous K pon fell ſtarke 
deade without moze ſturring. hen be had this done 
be encountred the Gyant, and the Gyant lette dꝛyue at 
bim: But the knight not minded at that time to aſſape 
oꝛ put his truſt to the fine mettall of his enchaunted hel- 
mette ſtarte aſide, that the clubbe fell vppon the bzydge: 
but befoꝛe the Gpant coulde reare his clubbs. , the ſonne 
of Trebatio hitte him ſa ſtzonglye beneathe the kners 
that hys ſhinne bones were burſt withall, and the Gy- 
ant wyth greate clamoures fell downe , the Knighte of 
the Dunne * him ſure inough koꝛ making reſiſtance 
take vp his hAuye clubbe to go farther and to ſe what

was within, Fr 9417 eg 
This palled he through the ſeconde tower, till hee 
came to the thirve and laſt tower of the bzivge, whereoff 
finding the gates ſhut as the other he wynded his hozne, 
and with the ſh2ylneſle thereoff the gates burſt open mas 
king as great a noyſe as if the bzidgehad rente in two 
p2eſently ſtepped fwzth a huge Gyant;nine fate in beight 
all his bodye couered with a toughe hide ſo harde and 
ſtrong that no \ſwo2de caulde enter at his waſt he hadde 
a ſwoꝛd, and in his hand a chayne of pꝛon whereto were 
kaſtened two Tygers of wonderfull greatneſſe, by the 
fiercenelle of theire lokes able foz to haue affrayed anye 
Fo all this the hardy Grecian was nothing appalled, 
oz be lyfte vp the heauy club ſo ſfronge, as-if the greate 
Hercules. ſhoulde haue come to ifighte with him onelye 
with the ſhowe it mighte haue made hym to tremble.

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Thoſe fierce beaſtes ſo ſone as the Gpant had vnloſed 
them, opening their hozrtble mouthes, ranne with ſuche 


ſwiftneſſe vpon him that it ſeemed their feete touched 
not the ground, at ſuch time as they came both vppon 
him, he gaue one ot them ſuch a blowe vpon the ſhoulder 


that he burſt all hys bones in peeces wherewitb the 


Cyger fell to the growide . Then came the other and 


taught holde of him inthe ſhoulder ſo griping him that 


he coulde not ſtirre his arme, neither one way noꝛ other, 


and graſping almoft all the headpeece within his ſharpe 


teeth he thougt to hayecruſhed it in peeces, but the hel⸗ 
met defended the head and the Bagicke armour kepte 
of the tearinge of his naples. Nowe the god knyght 
ſeeing neither purpoſe of hys clubbe no2 vſe of his ſwwozd 
while he was thus enferfayned by the Zyger thzowinge 
away his clubbe,he ſtrugled and wꝛaſtled ſo longe with 
the Tyger,that in the ende he caſt the beaſt vppon the 
harde flinte ſtones with ſuch a fall that the bꝛaynes flew 
out of the head. The wylde Gpant when he ſawe the 
Tyger tbus flayne, with an helliſhe furye he went to⸗ 
ward the knight of the Sunne, and takinge his longe 
ſwoꝛde he gaue him ſuch a blowe bppon the foppe of the 


- belmet that there ſparckeled out great flakes of fire;and 


the knight fell vppon handes and knees. But as ſwne as 
be coulde, the knight recouering his ſwoꝛde requited him 
ſo conragioully , the Gyaunt beeinge vnarmed, that 
had not the ſfronge hide ſtode him in ſteede of complete 
armour the ſwwꝛde had entered the fleſhe , whereoff af 
this time it mired , Yeercat the wilde Gpant taking vp 
agapne the heauie ſwozdffroke the knight of the Sunne 
vpon the toppe of hys headpeere, but he auoided the blow 
lightly. In ſuch ſoꝛt y the heauy ſwoꝛd fel vpon p ground 
+ bꝛake in peects;the hilts vnely remattin in his hands, 


How befoze ß gyant could raife vp his Two p knight ot 
the Sunne ranne him thꝛongh. Mhen the knight or the 


Sum had acrõpuſhed thus much ol his purpoſe, he —_ 
there 
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there had bene no moꝛe to be done ſaue now to know ths 
ſecrets which abode behinde,and wherefoze this ſfrayght 
Warding was ozdayned, Therefoꝛe he went thzoughe 
all the bꝛidge vntill he came to a pathway which ledde be 
tweene the outwarde wall and the great Caſtle . When 
he had walked this path, about a bowe ſhotte off he ſaw 
a lyttle doꝛe all engrauen with ſundꝛy kynde of poztray-—. - 
ture, the ſtraungeneſſe whereoff, with the varietie of the 
ſfo2y therein poꝛtraped, might haue helde a god caruer a 
long time: the Jmagery was ſo dzawn that if would haue 
froubled the witte of Praxites to haue matched it. The 
gates were not great, but the chiele part was ok ſteele as 
ſurelp cloſed as the firſt. 

The Knight of the Sunne thinking that⸗percaſe they 
woulde open at the firſt puſh ruſhed againſt them with all 
his foꝛce but his laboure was loſt and hee pꝛeuapled no 

moꝛe then ik hee woulde haue broken downe the walles 
with his fete. Therefoꝛe he winded his hoꝛne whereat 
the gates burſt open but no man appeared without, ſaue 
that when he was about fo enter he ſawe two Gpantes 
the one of the one ſide and the other armed from top foe, 
with headepcoces or fine ſterle, and their armoure a fin- 
ger drepe in thicken e ſſe they helde in their hands two bats 
tayle ares rayſed vp aloft ready to diſcharge their blows 
vppon the commer in. The flerceneſſe of theirſemblance 
os fo ſtraunge that if is harde to beliene that any man 
had the courage to enter a gaynſt his will, but if it hadde 
bene the dogge Cerberus he could not haue defended him 
the paſſage. 

This valpant knyght ſeing tbem in ſuch ſoꝛt pꝛepared 
Foz the fight atbeit he wanted not courage fo aſaye that 
fearefull entry, pet he ſtaped in daubte howe he mighte 
enter without daunger and warde the two firff blowes, 
Foz to receine both their blawes at once was nat poſſible 
-withonk great hazarde,and ctherwile enter he could not, 
but After long paloſing he came 2 and as ik he would 
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haue paſſed thzough he ſhewed himſelle, whereat the 


Gyants as if he had entred inderd let dziue their blowes, 
the whileſt the Knight ſtepte in betwene them, and ta⸗ 
king the nerte to hand he hit the one Opant onerthwart 
the pawnch, but his ſwo2de entred not. The Gyantes 
which at their firſt blowes had b2oken their heauy clubs 


dꝛewe out their bꝛoade arminge lwoꝛdes, and lapde at 
the knight of the Sunne. The one hee receiued on the 
ſwo2de, the other hee auopded lyghtely by ſtepping aſide, 


And willyng to le the ende of the aduenture he ſtroke on 
of them full vppon the viſour wherewith he had thought 
to haue hewed his face, but he was decetued , foz it dpd 
the Gpant no moze harme then ik he hadde bene ſmitten 
with an haſill wande. 

The Gpants nowe layde on laade, but he diſappoyns 


red them by d delyuernes of his body, And now conſider 


what thought this god knight was in to feele himſelfe al⸗ 
ſapled by two fierce enempes & not able to hurt againe. 
Neither was it poſſible fo maiſter one of them by wꝛaſt⸗ 
lyng, foz both the weaker of the two was to ſtrong foz 
him, and perhappes while be ſhoulde deale with the one, 
the other might diſpleaſe him. So that neither of theſe 
wapes were conuenient, without ſome pꝛeſent helpe the 
daunger certeyne, vet in the ende he beganne to rebuke 
himſelfe, euer ſayng, Sticke to it. thou cowarde, and al⸗ 
beit as pet it ſeemes tmpolſible foꝛ ta eſcape this perillous 
ſkirmiſh, vet ſtirre not thy fate, either ſhalte thou ſane 
oucrcome oꝛ ſone loſe the vico2y , but neuer ſhalte thou 


loſe thy infamy if thou dye ſtying, many times ſuch hard 


aduenfures haue bene occaſion of greater gls2ye-, and if 
any body but my lelfe achieue it, J (hall not lyke my ſelf 
as long as Jlyue, | WOT 
So gazing about fo ſeke aduauntages he marked the 
wickette ſtanding open ſomewhat beneath the Pozche 
where thꝛough he mighte well paſſe by lyttle boweynge 
himſelfe, but neyther of the Gyantes mighte excep b 2 
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fell on all foure, fo2 they were higher then he by the bꝛeſt 
downe warde, when he ſawe this doe he bethought him 
ſelfe how to be out from the daunger of blowes which fell 
into his bꝛapne at a time of neede. Thus it was as the 
Gyants were deſirous to hitte him he euer ſtouped vnder 
and watchinge one of them, as hee was lyfting vp his 
armes, befoze the blowe could deſcende he ran and clo⸗ 
ſed with him, and taking him by the gy2dell carryed him 
by ſtrong hande and with all his fozce ranne agaynſt the 
wickette that the Gyant not being able to paſſe thꝛough 
burſt both heade and ſhoulders agapnſt the wall, the Gy- 
ant there dped in hys armour. 

This done the ſtrong knight paſſed fartber, , and let⸗ 
ting the body fall with fo muche ſpeede as hee might hee 
ranne to mæte with the other Oyant, which then appꝛo⸗ 
ched with his ſwoꝛde in both his handes to haue mitten 
him. But theſe Gpants lyttle acquapnted with feates 
ok armes, and the Knight of the Sunne by the derferytye 
of his body defended himſelfe lyghtly from them and obs 
tapned victozy. 

Fo2 when the Gyant had lette his ſwoꝛde fall out of 
his handes he embꝛaced the Gyant with both his hands 
and tourning himſelfe twice about at the thirde time he 
lette him fall that thzough the wayghte of his body hys 
gall burſt in his bodye,and he dyed p2eſently, This mer⸗ 
uaplous combat being ended, the god knight was now 
wery:and therefoꝛe toke his eaſe bppon a ſeate of ſtone 
which was in the po2ch there fo occupy himſelfe he be⸗ 
helde the ſtrong buyldings of the Caſtle. After rominge 
about to finde ſoine other way to departe thence he found 
at one ende an other gate all of pꝛon and the gates ſhutte 
as all the firſt, whereby he ſawe that he had pet farther 
trpall to abide. 

And therefoꝛe he reſted him ſelfe where he ſafe, after 
whicb done he aroſe and paſſiug thꝛough the firſt wall fo 
the ſeconde hee kounde the gates ſhutte , and W 
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T he Mirrour of K mighthood. 

he Winded his hozne, pꝛeſently the ſtele gates opened, and 
there came out thercoff a flame of fire accompanyed with 
gt eat ſmoke as ik it had bene ſome place of hell, vntill the 
lmokle vaniithed awape he could ſe nothing. Aſter hee ſaw 
betoze p gate a beaſt in ſoꝛme lyke a Crocodile but ſome⸗ 
what moꝛe hydeous, as it wer a miſhapen monſter purpo⸗ 
led by nature to ſhow the lothſomneſſe of defozmity, Out 
of his mouth he ſent great flakes of fire, in the langs ther 
ſafe a kuſac without the mouth about halfe a pearde very 
tharpe and cutting , 

The god knighte abaſhed nowe fo ſe lo many fierce 
keepers in that Caſtle as if it had ben nothing but a lodge 
of Warders, (as he ſuppoſed) to keepe in durance the ſons 
of Titan which once rebelled againſt Jupiter. The which 
tale he hav often heard in his Gentiles lawe, and yet the 
trauaple of conquering grieued him not alyke to the long 
loking fo2 of the end but not minding fo vebate p matter 
at this time, he toke his ſwozde in hys hande, aſſayinge 
the entry, but the ougiy beaſt caſt cut ſuche a flaſh of fire 
that the Knighte of the Sunne lyttle lpked of if, And not 
being able to endure it, he gaue backe tyli the heat ſhould 
lake, 

This may a man ſay that it troubled the knight moꝛe 
then all that had paſſed, one cauſe was foꝛ the extremitpe 
of heate, an other foꝛ that he ſawe no wape fo come nere 
the beaſt, koꝛ befo2e he might appꝛoch it the beaſt woulde 
be all on a lyghte fire, but remembꝛing himſelfe of the club 
which he had lefte in the firſt entrye and thinking that it 
thoulde be the beit weapon he might haue he ran to fetch 
it, and retourning ſpeedelye he founde the monſter as you 
hearde befoꝛe ſpitting his fire. The night of the Sunne 
with his long reach in his hand gaue the beaſt vppon the 
fozeheade ſuch a blowe, that the heade rent into two, and 
the terrible beaſt fell to grounde, beating his fert againſt 
the grounde ſo harde that it ſeemed the Caſtle ſhoke with 
all, and the lmoke which it ſent foꝛth, as at the quenching 

of 
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of a great fire ſo blinded the Knighte of the Sunne fill it 
was ſtarke dead that hee might not enter: from thence 
after he came to a faire courte the ſumptuous buyldinge 
whereoff amazed him much, that in compariſon the gol⸗ 
den ſtatues which Nero the Emperour of Rome ercced 
might not moze delyght him: no, noꝛ pet the wonders of 
the woꝛlde the ſtately Pyramidesof Aegypt, wherein on⸗ 
ly their kings are buryed, and wherein they waſted the 
molt part of their ſubſtance might lyke delyght them, In 
beholding the ſtraungeneſſe of theſe bupldings J can not 
tell pzeciſely his thought foz euery circumſtance , but if 
his thought were as my thought, oz if the repozt be true 
which firlt came from him,ſurely ther was matter inough 
to gaze vppon, but what thinke you he noted cſpeciallly 2 
Nothing but a marble ſtone, but as it fell out to ſome 
god purpole, | 
In the marble fone were engranen the valpant aces 
of all knights alyne oz dead in ſuch oꝛder of time as they 
lpued. Firſt the auncienter, then the later, till he came 
to the neereſt very fewe o2 none omitted. A rare pece of 
wozke, and muſt needes haue bene done by other cunning 
then ſfo2y oz caruing , fo2 the one the paynes were infi- 
nite, koꝛ the other no mans reading ftretcheth ſo farre as 
to knowe euery ſtozy . But herein he foke great plea- 
ſure, and from the firſt to the laſt he ranne them ouer, be 
ffayed at his owne picture wherevnto iopned nerte a- 
bone was I rebatio,and the nerte beneath was Rolicleec 
Theſe th:e&e pictures were freſher to his fancie then the 
others, as if they had bene newe made . Remembzing 
by the picture of Roſicleer the countenance of that knight 
whome he had founde in the Jlande of Candramarte, hee 
peelded foꝛth a great ſigh and bleſſing the picture from the 
bottome of his heart, he fpake theſe woꝛds vnto like pur⸗ 
ole, | 
F Thou art a ryghte god knyght and wozthely place 


among the molt famous knights of the wozld, fo; J bed | 
8. 
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: [ he 1 Fe you, of Rnighthood . 
eve not that among ſo many as are here painted ther ts 
ne {3 vaiyant as thou art. Foz albett commoniye wee 


mage much of our Elders vertues, it is but as common- 


ly many things ſhew fairer a far off whereas when they 
come to fryall thep are but as oꝛdinarp. 

After this hee muſed in himſelfe who that Trebatio 
might be fo2 he neuer hearde of ſuch a man: buf by the 
dꝛaught of the picture he toke him fo be a comlye perſo⸗ 
nage, of a milde and ſadde countenance and it did him 
good to beholde him: fo loking farther he ſaw the whole 
ſtozp of the Emperour T rebatio dzawen vnderneathe, 
from his firſt landing in Hungary till that houre of hys 
enchauntinent in that Caſtle. Howe he was in the com⸗ 


pany of Lyndaraza without knowledge of himſelfe, oz 


witting to his friendes. Now did he at length learne the 
purpoſe of the ſtrong wardes which was to holde in the 
Emperonr Trebatio there beitched foz the companpe of 
Lyndaraza, whome befoꝛe he could reſtoꝛe to the knowe⸗ 
tedge of himlelfe, he muſt b2inge from that peece of the 
Caſtell which was enchaunted to that encly effect. This 
when · he vnderſtode it pitied him much that fo god an 
Emperour ſhoulde there be in holde by falſe meanes to 
the great ſo20we of his ſubiccts and pꝛincipally of his wife 
tune Pæinceſſe Briana whome he ſawe lykewiſe all cladde 
in blacke lyke a widdow, and fo wozke ſome meanes of 
his deliuerp, he loked about him which wap was beſt to 
take, and lyking beſt one of the galloz pes the which was 
neereſt to the paued tourte, that he followed 'movinting 
bp a paire of ſtapꝛs al! made of Jaſper in the midſt wher⸗ 
off he mette comming downe a bigge knight armed with 
rich and gliſtering armoure, his face bare and of a freſh 
colour, wbich appꝛoching to him d2ewe out his ſwoꝛde, 


and without ſaying oughte , layde at the Unighte of the 


Sunne as fiercely as he could. 
The knight or the Sunne wonlde rather haue talked 
with hun to haue learned ſome newes but it conlde not 
Be, / 
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be, ſo it behoned him to dꝛawe his (wo2de and to defend 
himſelfe , There beganne a whotte ſkirmiſhe that the 
clattering of their armoure and the flaſhinge of theire 
ſwo2des range th2oughcut the pallayce , This ſurp not⸗ 
withſtanding laſted not longe fo2 the Unight of the Sun 
in a.cholericke rage hitte his aduerſary ſo ſure vppon the 
toppe of his helmette that the bigge knighte fell downe⸗ 
and lape fo2 dead. 

The knighte of the Sunne ſfayed not to make dil⸗ 
patch of hym but rather hauing compaſſion on him ( foz 
he ſemed a noble knight) he vnlaced the knights helmet 
to giue him apꝛe, but not being able then to recouer him, 
he paſſed farther and comming to the galloꝛpe hee then 
Went vp an other papꝛe of ſtapꝛes ſo wide and bꝛoad that 
if two were goyng vp neere the two endes, ſcar celpe the 
the one might knowe the other. Howe in this his way 
albeit many things were which might haue ſtayed either 
an idell gaz er 02 a curious eve, and manpe thinges beſide 
to haue inuited a werped man to take his reit, pet the des 
fire of finding the Emperour carryed his fete, and o⸗ 
vercomming the papnes of the waye he came to d poztall 
curiouſly wzought, to the enfrye wheroff, there led thꝛer 
ſteps of beaten ſiluer. By them he entred into the great 
chamber where firſt Emperour Trebatio had a ſighte of 
the faire and beautifull Lyndaraza and was bcreaued of 
his witfes. 

In this chamber he was greatly abaſhed at the coffe 
and wozkeman'hippe of riche Tapcſtrye and other oznas 
ments, and euer though the ſtuffe were of the coſtlpeſt, 
vet the wozkemanſhip betfered the matter. Hence muſt 
he as J folde you conuape the Emperonrifhee meane fo 
make himſelfe known . Now foz your farther inſtruction 
knowe that among other things which the wife Lyrgans 
deo gaue vnto the Rnighte of the Sunne, at hys depar⸗ 
ture from Babilon, hee gaue him a lyttle ſtone ſette in a 


ryng of excellent fine golde the ſame being of lo ſtraunge 
; vers

vertue that no enchauntment might pꝛeuaple agapntt if, 
by this he was bolde to enter the chamber, & being with⸗ 
in was free from the charme . Out of this chamber he 
came to the Oꝛcharde wherevnto this chamber loked, ſa 
freſh and delectable that if euer pleaſure might rauith the 


ſences of man, a man might affirme it of that place. Jn 
the arvour nere the entry he ſawe a number of faire gen- 


tlewoꝛnen clothed with ſilke, their bꝛeaſts bare and white 


as ſnowe, ſome plaped on inſtrumentes and other ſange 


ſwetlp to them. 


Such kinde of Permapdes woulde haue begupled a 
well ſtayed Vlyles, oz ſuch Puſicions1 aſwell foz theire 


cunning al their company., woulde haue bzoughte 


a watchfull aus to a leepy heade , A god way off he 
ſawe the Em̃perour Trebatio and the faire Lyndaraza 
alone, ſeffe in ſeuerall chaires all vnmindefull of other 
thinges but of their loue and wiſh to other. The Empe⸗ 
rour Trebatio leaned his heade vppon the white and de⸗ 
lycate bꝛeaſtes of Lyndaraza with ſuche ſhewe of pleaſure 
therein that the young Greke feelyng thereby in himſelfe 


that u dich all men haue, coulde haue bene content wyth 


the others rome, and fo2 very loue he made an inuectine 
agaynſt nature which hadde ozdayned that kinde to hau⸗ 
ſuch ſousreintpe ouer valyant knights, with many wozds 
to the fame matter, but this was yet the wantonneſſe of 
his immagination, his necke had not felfe the poke, here⸗ 
after perhappes he will ſpeake mcze earneũly when ycu 
ſhall beleue him. 

Nowe, when the gentlewomen eſpyed him as all as 
bathed they layde aſide their Puſicke, with the ſoddayne 
ſtape whereoff Trebatio and Lyndaraza lyfted vp their 
heades andſeing a knight ſo ſtrongly made fo ce me fos 
wardes them, they were onertaken with feare eſpecially 
Lyndaraza, which geſſing at the frouth of the matter that 
bir long loue ſhoulde now take ende foz very ſozrowe fel 


ta grounde, Trebatio comfozted hir inaſmuch as pet no 


byo- 
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byolence was offered, but ſbe replyed wyth feares, ſays 
ing. Alas my Lo2d J ſhall dye vnleſſe pon ds jnifice on 
this knight which hath here entered without my leaue,s 
which hath interrupted our ioyes by the deftroying of my 
keepers , Heere with the Emperour very angry ſpake to 
the knight,ſaying. Sir knight why haue vou come with⸗ 
in this place without the liſence of this ladp, it being hirs 
t kept by ſtrong kepers fo2 hir vſe. The knight of the 
Sunne gently aunſwered. Noble Emperour 3 confeſle J 
demaunded no leaue,x till now J met with none which 
would aſke wherefoze J came, but my arrant is foz pour 
felfe which heere line vnknowen, e haue fo2gotten your 
wyfe and Empire. The Emperour angerly replyed:nep- 
ther fhou noꝛ the whole wozld may bzing me hencc,x-foz 
thy god zeale to put me from my 1op,ſtay awhile and J 
will acquite thee thy fee. So haſtely he flang to a cham⸗ 
ber where he armed himnſelfe, the while that Lindaraza 
whom it touched as in eſpeciall reuiled the knight of the 
Sunne foz his thether comming, O ſaith ſhe, thou ſaucie 
and vnmannerly knight howe haſt thon had the face to 
enter my caſtle in deſpight of my poꝛters, either departs 
hence quickly oꝛ tarry to abide the Emperours puiſſance. 
And ik my minde deceine me not J ſhall ſone be ſatiſfied 
fo; this diſgrace, The knight of the Sun knowing how 
grieuous it would be vnto hir that the Empecour ſhould 
leaue hir layd contrarywiſe w faire woꝛds to perſwade 
hir to giue conſent to his departure, ſapying: Wo2thy las 
dy may vou not content pour ſelfe with ſo many years in 
which you haue detained this noble e famous Emperour; 
both from wife & Kindzed, from land 4 ſubiect, but wil you 
alſo ſdʒ your pleaſure neither laſting noꝛ honeſt vndoe a 
Whole countrey,z take a man from his wife which hath 
mourned fo2 him xx. pears. I beſeech vou madame contẽt 
pour lelfe with v which is paſt and let him not wade fars 
ther in this errour which if. it map pleſe pou to remous 
to pour great hunour at my entreatie. Dereat Lindau 


U. ali 
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all firie could not abide the end of his ſute, but with great 


dutcries to inſence p phꝛe emperour, ſhe put him off. The 
Emperour being armed, in great choller ranne vpon the 


knight ok the Sunne, x without ſaying any thing laide at 


him with all his fozce. The knight ol the Sun knowing 
that what p Emperour did, was but as done in a dzeame, 
would not ſtrike him to do him harme, but onelp to ſaue 
himſelte & to finde the meanes whereby to bzing Trebatio 
from that enchauntment. There vpon by little & little he 
gaue backt, that the Emperour following him, he might in 
the end bꝛing him fco the inchaiited chamber. This came 
to paſſe acco2dingly,foz as he made ſhow of lacke of reſis 
ſtance, ſo p emperour thinking to follow the aduauntage 
purſued him to the great chamber wher the enchauntmẽt 
firſt toke effect. In ſhozt by this fozeſatd meanes ther alſo 
this emperour was b2ought to the point of auoiding the 
chamber, whereat Lindaraza fearing leaſt he might be led 
cryed W a loude voice. Stay,ftay,my lozd,foz this knight 
is full of falſhd, and if you go out of this chamber both 
pou & J ſhall dye. Yereat the Emperour who was not 
deſirous of any thing but to pleaſe hir retourned backe. 
The knight of þ Dun would not follow bim, but ſtil kept 
at the pitch of the entry, x the Cmperour would not come 
fo him foz feare of Lindaraza. 

Well, this deniſe not ſucceeding the knight of p Sun 
thought now to try if he might carry him by maine fozce, 
This be knew woulde be a daungerous matter foz the 
courage which he knewe in the Emperour,but all was 
well employed if he might ſet him at liberfte , So to⸗ 
wardes the Emperour he gocth, whome not pꝛepared to 
fight, he ſodeinly catcheth in his armes and with a laſty 
courage raiſeth him from ground to haue carrped him as 
wap, but befoze the knight might get to the dwze þ Em⸗ 
perour catching holde likewiſe held the knight ſo ſhoꝛte 
that fo; a while they tumbled in the hall, neyther parte 
gapning any great ſcantling of grounde, but the ods Was:

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the knightes, x in tbe ende he quickly lifting vp the Ems 
perour would he oz not, he bzonght hun without p cham⸗ 
ber, The Emperour ſtrugled to recouer the doꝛe, but in 
their ſtrugling they both tumbled. downe the ſtapers. 
Nowe hath the knight of the Sunne played the man,foz 
ere they came fully to the ground the dwzes of the ins 
chaunted chamber clapt together, wherewith and wyth 
the noyſe thereoff a great part of the edifices ſanke with⸗ 
all. The Emperour retourned to his fozmer wittes pꝛe⸗ 
ſently ſawe that be thought he had not ſtaped there paſt 
a dap, and that which paſſed betwerne him and Lindaras 
za had bene but a ſhozt and pleaſaunt dꝛeame. After cals 
ling to minde his wife the faire Pꝛinceſſe Briana ę the 
great hoaſt which he had left befoze Belgrado he became 
ſo ſozrowfull that the teares trickled Towne his chakes 
in great meaſure, But of this manner and condition are 
we mo2fall men, that foz gur pleaſares we ſometimes 
foꝛget our ſpouſes the one halfe of our ſelues: ſometimes 
neglect our childzen the moe halfe to our ſelues (as in 
whom the hope of poſteritie reſteth) and laſtly ſometimcs 
we ouertourne our countrey which eught to be dercr to 
vs then our ſelues, neyther mindefull to what vſe wer 

are treated, namely to the benefite of others, neyther 
carefull what loſſe enſueth, as in eſpeciall our owne diſs 
commoditie, but that which ts moze then careleſſe, is the 
little thought of chaunge, and the lethinge lo depart 
krom it. 

That when we are at our wayes ende wee ſme 
but as it were nowe to begin a freſhe : It is like a 
ſwete ſleepe, but let vs ſhake off thys dꝛouſie humoure, 
and let vs open our flepy epes. Let vs vſe our ſelues ſo 
that ſometimes we haue recourſe to matters of doe 
impoztaunce, and to thincke of heauen, to deſpiſe the 
vayne tempoꝛall thinges of this wozld, to ſeperate our 
ſelnes from the man of fleſhe,and willingly to leaue hun 
leaſt he leaueth vs againſt our willes.

Withall,pzofeſſing that he thongbt 
himſelfe vnable to requite that great courteſy, pea, euen 
with the beſfowing of his Empire, ſo afſtiredly hee ment 
not to foꝛget it, it peraduenture God would ſhewe hym 
the occaſion of dwing him ſeruice. Foz(ſaith he) von haue 
not ſaued my life, here might J haue liued without daun⸗ 
ger of ſwoꝛd, but vou haue ſaued my ſoule. ec. Extollum 
the greatnelſe of the benefit,+ in the ende, he pꝛayed him 
of courteſie to tell him his name and countrey with the 
cauſe of his comming to that Jland, The knight of the 
Sun anſwered him gently, Maliaunt emperour þ thing 
which J haue done in pour ſeruice is not like to p which 
J wich koꝛ, as your valour foꝛceth my will, ſo my wil ſu⸗ 
eth a deſert on pour part, moꝛe vnto you then to all the 
knights of the woꝛld. But wit vou Jam called þ knight 
of the Sunne, my countrey Jknow not, but my bzinging 
bp hath ben in Babilon,where J was tolde p J was foũd 
bp y ſea, being a very child, my cõming to this caſtle was 
by chaunce,my boat being dzinen by tempeſt vpon 5 ſhozs 
wher ſeeing it fo freſh e faire Jhav deſice to know þ ows 
ners, t fo2tune being fanourable,J paſſed thꝛough al kil-

foztleſſe. Py Lo2de ſapde Flamides,J can not denye but 
your reaſon is god, and that the iniurie hath bene 
great in detayning you ſo long from thence,but as pour 
extellencie knoweth there is nd lone moꝛe naturall then 
betwerne bꝛother and ſiſter. O the death of my ſiſter Lin- 
daraza pearceth me to the heart, and J had rather then my 
life haue accompanied hir in death, then thus to bewayle 
hir lacke after death. Foꝛ ſo ſone as pou came out of the 
inchaunted rome, mp ſiſter dyed pꝛeſently, ſo was it ap⸗ 
pointed by 5 deſtinies, that no longer then ſhe ſhould en- 
iope pour pꝛeſence ſhe ſhould line . Bleſſed man, ſayde 
the Emperour,t is Lindaraza dead,yea aſſuredly quoth 
he. Now on my honour(ſayd the Emperout) hir veath 
grieueth me, and during my life ſhall J be ſad as oft as J 
thall call hir to remẽbꝛaunce, ᷑ although my caſe is ſuch 
as in moe nede of comfoꝛt then likely to comfoꝛt others, 
pet me thinckes J may tel you that you ought not fo be⸗ 
waile hir death ſo much, foꝛ belike a long time haue vou 
knows 5 hir life ſhould not laſt after my departure.

A man in no place 
can warrant himſelfe ſuch ſafefle as that at euery ſtep he 
dꝛaweth bimſelfe nerrer vnto death. Whether we be fre 
o2 bond, on fot o2 hozſeback,fleping o2 waking,whole oz 
fick, we dayly dꝛaw nere vnto our end:02 if you wil ſpe; 
moze fruely to our perfection, foꝛ then man beginneth fo 
line in deede when he goeth out of this milerable world.

In this generall ſoꝛrowe foz 
the loſſe of Roſicleer, you mull thinke that the Pzinceſ- 
ſes Rodaſylua and Syluerina were not free, foz the loſſs 
of Roſicleer pzocured the abſence ot their loues .

læuing p if his parents knewe of it they would not giue 
him lcauc to ga from them, ſo to pleaſure . hun they kept 
that counſell as pꝛiuie as they could.

Che they had thus fougl t an houre, it was a wht ec toe 
their bzuſed armour w their hacked ſhieldes, but euer 5 
ſtcele coate defended the biting of their ſwozdes,efpecial- 
Ip Brandizels, which made by Art Magicke had this ver⸗ 
tue that no mettalle might pearce it. The Gpant was 
hurt in many places, whereat as at the fozce of his-ad- 
uerſary he was greatly eſtaniched a blaſphemed his gods 
in deſperate manner which had made him ſtay that god 
knightes comming, The Pzinceſſe Clarinea ſeinge the 
Gyantes bloud thus couer the ground, was bery glad 
hir colour became freſh which much encreaſed hir beautie 
whereto alſo(Foztune willinge to be fauourable)it was 
ſo that the Pzince Brandizel beholding hir was enamo⸗ 
red of hir beautie and entierly ioued hir.

N hiſtoꝛie left þ valiant Roſicleer very [ad in 5 
T Iland of Candramarte as well foz hys ladies let⸗ 
ter, as fo2 that the knight of the Sunne depar- 
ted from him lo ſoveynly that he could not knowe hym. 
Fo2 remembzing himſelfe of the wondes which the wiſe 
Artemidoro had tolde him as concerninge his bzother, 
bis minde gaue him that it might be hee, wheref0ze as 


without hope euer to ſe him, and not hauing fo comfozt 


his afflicted ſpirites, he burſt out into teares, ſapinge. 
O Foꝛtune howe haſt thou bene froward to me above 
all men. Firſt betoꝛe J was boꝛne 3 loſt my Father, and 
when J was bozne my Pother was in ſoꝛrowe and care 
foz me, and ſcarcely began J to know the wozld when 
was banniſhed from hir whom. J leued derer then my 
ſelfe. And nowe by chaunce haue 3 bene bꝛought to the 
company ot a noble knight with whome J might haue 
bene moꝛe friendly acquainted, but the waues roſe vp as 
gauiſt mee, and haue carried him awape from me as if F- 
were vnwoꝛthy of any god.

It was 
ſo that one moꝛning by Sunne riſing he ſaw a little boat 
paſſeby him, out of which he hearde many cryes as if it 
had bene the laboure or ſome woman, and thincking that 
there might be nede of helpe, he was deſirous to knows 
what was in the ſhippe, and there vpon he commaunded 
to iopne with them.

Roſicleer thus rudely entreated ruſe vp, 
and with his gauntlette gaue the Captayne ſuch a blow 


| bppan the helmette , that his bzaynes flewe aboute his 


beade, and p:eſentlye hee fell into the water, where the 
weight of his armour kepte him downe. Strapgbtwairs 
moꝛe then twentie knightes well armed and well angred 
fo2 þ death of their Captain altogether with tbeir ſwoꝛds 
in their kãds ſmote at him. Roficleer dzawing out Queens 
Iulias blade, ſtroke agayne with ſuch courage that af thaa 
blowes thꝛee knights were Uayue, and thofe which pꝛe⸗ 
ſently knewe his great pzowelle.d2ewbacke, making no 


great haſt to tome nere dim, Roſicleer knowing his e- 


nempes keare leaped into their ſhip and there lapd ſo as 
bout him that in ſhoꝛt ſpace he killed halfe of them. The 
Pꝛinceſſe Arguſtoſa and the auncient knight now began 
to ſhe w themſelues aboue boꝛde and they greatly won⸗

Do thoztly after Roſicleer was alone in his enemycs 
chippe without refffaunce,evther all bcing ſlapne, oz all 
dapne oz wounded, oz lapye, wounded, cz by flyght es 
ſcaped ; fo2 Roſicleers owne ſhippe was loſt in this gar» 
boyle , Now retourned he to Arguiroſas ſhippe uher⸗

Fez 
I p2omiſe vou. J will as willingly ieopard my petſcn as 
he ſhall . Now when Rolicleer had ſo ſayd the Pzinces 
and þ olde man ſtated a god while without ſpekmg wozd 
fo; the conſideration of their owne daunger, paſt recoue⸗ 
ry if this man fayled, made them the moze wary, and ſo 
derwiene the examination of Rolandos valour and Roſis 
dcers hardineſſe, In the ende Arguiroſa hir felfe rather 
bppon loue towardes him, then of alſured confivence 
woulde put hir matter to no other tryall then Roſideers, 
ſo ſhecommended hirquarrell to him on this ſozt . The 
courteſt2 valpaunt knights , which you haue offered mee 
thoughe vnwozthy, hath bene ſo greate that J wante the Vil: KF 
voldeneſſe to accepte moe, yet bicauſe you earſt defended - wi be 
me from death bythe vanquiſhing of Rolandos knights, 0) $ 
and no'v againe you will needes take vppon you a further 
matter, rather not to refuſe you, then willyng to trouble 
you agapne, J will retourne with you to my countrep, 
and com nitte wholy to your handes the whole ozdering 
both of my ſelfe and my cauſe : hir vnckle gaue his cons, 
ſent thereto; and Roſicleer thanked them much. Do they 
ſapled to Theſſalya, where by the way Roſicleer caſting 
in his thought how to redꝛes p P2inc a w2ong,to p leaſt 
diſpleaſure of hir and hir vnckle which wers lothe fo. bee. 
undwen, jetermined as a ſtraunger to enter the land and

Now the while Roſicleer ſpake thus, Rolando 
beyelde him very well, lpking both his courage and pers 
ſonage, and albeit of his owne nature he neither feared 
God noz kept tuſtice in things which pertepned to hym⸗ 
lelte, pet hearing in Roſicleers diſcsurſe, himlelke to bee 
made on now and then as of a ryghte Judge, and that he 
woulde not conſent that other then tuſtice thoulo be ex⸗ 
ecuted in bis kingdome, he was tickeled therwith, and 
badde Roltclcer tell on, foʒ hee woulde heare his matter 
willyngly .

Be it as the kinge 
bath ſpoken it fayde Roticleer , And know foꝛ truth that 
the knight which bath done this imurpe is thy ſelfe: the 
gentlewoman which receiwed it is the Pꝛinceſſe Arguiro⸗ 
fa which here ſtandeth by me the lawfull enheritcur as 
thy ſelfe knoweth of this kingedome : thou withcut iuſte

The 
Emperour pꝛeſentlyas he ſaw diſmounted fro his hoꝛſe, x 
cryed to p knights ſaying, knights let this gentle woman 
alone fo: it is great billany to foꝛce a woman. One of 
them hearing the Emperour,cryed agayne - Who made 
vou a Juſtice oz doe vou lokͤke foz an attourupes fee, 
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a they all thze lapde af the Gmperour,but it had ben 
better fo; them not to haue bene ſo haſty,foz ere long they 
receiued iuſt reward fo2 their iſolencie . Foz the Em⸗ 
perour cleaued one of them to the ſcull, and one sther 
from the ſhoulders downeward, the thirve as hee made 
halt ta eſcape was taken ſhoztcr by the legges , Foz 
the Emperour albeit very inclinable fs any reaſonable 
pitie, pet was in this paynt very rigoꝛous, not to ſpare 
the diſhonourers of virginitie, his ſaying was, that if 
quenched the naturall loue betweene father and mother, 
ſifer and b2other,betweene kiffe and kinne: that the bas 
ftard bzote ſeldome came fo god purpoſe : that it was 
partly the ſinne of Sodomy,tc.And fc2 his owne fault it 
was in deed meere ignozannce o2 rather conſtraint, ther 
by the moze pardonable,oz perhaps p deteſting of it him- 
ſelfe made him moze ſenerely exact the keeping of chaſti⸗ 
tie in others: But foꝛ ward with our matter: The ems 
perour beholding this gentle woman whome he had ſuc⸗ 
coured, knew hir pꝛeſently to be Clandeſtria a gentlewo⸗ 
mã belonging to d Pzincefle Briana, wherewith he was 
the gladdef man in the world, as hopyng to heare ſome 
god newes at hir hands. Het to couer himſelfe he made 
the gentlewomen ſit downe.hymlelfe ſitting by them, # 
to fell hym whether they went. c wherefoze they were in 
thoſe partes. The gentlewomen glad and fapne that 
they might without daunger tell of what countrey they 
were, and what theyz erraunt was thetherward, aun⸗ 
ſwered. 

Spe knight we are belonging to the Pꝛinceſſe Bri- 
ana daughter to the king of thys land: the cauſe of out 
comming is that long time agone our:Lady loft hir huſ⸗ 
band the pꝛince Edward pzince of Britaine,$ hath neuer 
ſince heard of him. Foz his ſake ſhe hath remayned a 
widow in the monafery of the ryuer, demeaning a very 
ſozry lpfe, as pent vp in a religious cloyſter . Hir beltefe 
was alwayes that he was dead tyll within theſe fiſtene 
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dayes ſhe dꝛeamed that ſhe ſawe him alyne, and that hee 
came by Dea to this lande, very merry, of the ſame age 
which he was off when he firſt leffe hir, which dzeame 
the hath dꝛeamed thze nights together, the laſt night of

The 
Emperour much reiopcing at the great conſtancie of hys 
wife Briana, and deſiring to diſcouer himſelke, aſked the 
gentlewomcn if any of them had ſ&ne the Pzince Ed- 
ward 02 no. Whereto Clandeſtria aunſwered. Pea ſir 
knight very wel, and J wouloe that God woulde oncs ' 
ſhew him me, J ſhould know him by his louely face, ers 
cellpng al other knights which J haue euer ſeene J wpll 
ſe that p2cſcntly ſapd the Emperour. and ſo ſaying hee 
put off his helmet:andhow now ſayth hee , whome take 
pou me foꝛ. O ſay tbey beth, your ſelfe are Pzince kdward 
t knelpng down befoze him would bane kiſſed his hands 
t they earneſtly entreated him to go with the to þ menas 
ſterie of p riuer. The Emperour conſented gladly, Foz J 
haue ſayth he as great deſire to ſe hir, but here not farre 
hence there is a knighte which ſtapeth foꝛ me, hum muſt 
we ſeke and carry in our company, fo2 he is the manne 
nert vato God, to whome J am moſt beholding , fo2 by 
him haue J bene deliucred from pꝛiſon and from en⸗ 
chauntment. The whole ſtozpe J wyll tell you by the 
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Ho the Emperour made the gentlewomen to mount 
vppon their palfrayes, and hunſelfe twke one of the hoz⸗ 
ſes pertapning to the dead knight foz dim elle, and an os

befozso . Mhereat the gentlewomen were not a lyttle 
amazed , but nothing ſozye . And with the knighte of 
the Sunne the Emperour entred into farther counſayle 
in what oꝛder he might make the king Tiberio pꝛiuie to 
his face , and carrye the Peinceſſe Briana into Greece, 
Mhereto the Unight of the Sunne counſayled thus. Pp 
Loꝛde, you knowe the fayth of a Prince, a bonde verpe 
ftrayght foz kings and great Loꝛdes, as touching the pꝛe⸗ 
ſeruation of theire henonr in pꝛomiſe, foz which many 
times many haue pzeferred the truſt layde vpon them bes 
fo:e the ſafetie of their nere kinred.

is therefoze foz the better diſpatch of your buſineſſe , and 
auopding of being ſhent if you venture raſhly vppoy-an 


enemy not reconciled. That you go ſecretly to the mos © 


nafteric and carry away theP2inccſefrom thence, ſcarce 
letting hir ſelfe know whether vou ſhall go, ſaue that be- 
hinde you you may leaue a letter which ſhall ſignifie the 
whole effect of that which is paſſed .

5 The whileſt all the beholders much pꝛapſed the knight 
of the Sunne oz the beſt knight lyuing, as well commens 
ding his courage as his actiuitpe. The Ducheſſe Elis 
ſandra likewiſe nod hauing ſome hope by hir knight gate 
hir colour agapne, and hir iope was as much as hir hul⸗ 
bands ſozrowe. Wut you haue not pet hearde the wozft 
ol the wicked Duke, foꝛ Arydon reuiued: whom when 
the knight of the Dunne ſaw rayſing himſelfe vp he came 
haſtely and holding the poynt of his {wo2d agaynſt Arys 
dons thꝛoate he ſpake ſaying , Thou ſhalt dye falſe A ry⸗ 
don vnleſſe thou confeſſe the freaſon that thou haſt deui⸗ 
ſed agaynſt the Ducheſſe, and if thou deeſt dye in thys 
obſfinate minde of concealyng ſo great onfrage thou has 
zardeſt thy ſoules health.

The knighte of the Dunne called the Judges, they 
comming neere bearde theſe woꝛdes of his owne month, 
the ſabffannce of the Dukes ſhifting to watnghis wines 
enheritaunce to himſelfe , in ſuch manner haus

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heard in Eliſeas repozt. The Judges ſtrapghtwapes 
declared it to the king, who deteſting theire fact, tauled 
the Duke to be appꝛehended and both to be executed in 
that place. : 

Foz albeit many of his nobles entreated fo2 their pars 
don, pet the king ſo abhozred p villany that nought auai⸗ 
led: and at this time was the lawe firſt enacted in Hun⸗ 

gary that the law of punniſhment foz whozedome ſhould 
ſtretche aſwell to the man as to the woman, and that e⸗ 
quall penaltie ſhould be aſſigned to lyke offendours, wher⸗ 
as befo2e the men eſcaped the women onelp were in dan⸗ 
ger. owe alter this execution, the Ducheſſe Elilan⸗ 
dra was ſette at large, and the Qucene Auguſta recep⸗ 
— ned hir with great honour into hir company. The knight 
ok the Sunne was very deſirous to leaue the Citie: but 
the king deſired much to knowe him, and to haue hym 
abide foz ſome time in his court. In the time of his abode 
the knight of the Sunne grew in moze kamilpar aquain⸗ 
taunce with the king, and was much lyked ok him by⸗ 
cauſe he ſeemed to reſemble the Painceſſe Briana, but one 
day the king inpoꝛtuning the pounge knight to knowe 
his kinred vſed ſuch lyke wozdes, 
Dir knight wee thancke you heartely fo2 the paynes 
that vou haue taken in the Duchelle of Pannonias behalfe 
and fo2 the maintapning of hir honour , whereby if ſher 
haue receiuen commoditie of lpuing and auopding ſhame: 
ſo haue J receiued ſome quietneſle in my realme by the 
open detecting of ſuch malefacours, & their punniſhment 
wilbe occaſton of feare in others: foz this cauſs J haue 
willed pou to ſtap here, as thereto J pzay pou heartelye, 
but J pꝛav vou lette me knowe your name and wher vou 
were bozne,fo2 J know not how to call you, The knight 
of the Sunne well n-1rfered in ths Souldans court after 
his humble thanckes koz his Maieſties moſt gratious 
pꝛoffer and the pꝛomiſe of acceptaunce being a thing in 
d&de very conuenient foz the certefiyng of the Emperdur 
| began 
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began as followeth . Fo2 your maieſties fanour J ſhall 
moſt willyngly doe pour highneſle ſeruice and foz the 
Ducheſſe J am glad that the equity of hir cauſe furdered 
my attempt, and foꝛ my name 02 countrey, J can better 
tell pou the ſtoꝛp of my lyte fince J came fo peares then 
declare that. Yet am J called the Knight of the Sunns 
by mp deuice,and my education hath bene in-the Souldans 
courte at Babilon, thether J being bꝛought by the kings 
ſonne in lawe, the king of Perſia when J was but a child 
and as it hath bene tolde me, found in a lyttle boafe vp⸗ 
the Sea, fo2 my lyfe hetherto it hath bene in armes, 
and that doe J mecane fo purſue , The king and thoſe 
which were with him were greatly amaſed that hee hav 
come from ſo farre a countrey , and had bene founde vp- 
pon the Sea, and that he knewe no moze of his eſtate, but 
they thought that yet he was of ſome noble birth. The 
king thancked him and in this oꝛder the knighte of the 
Sunne ſtayed with the king Tiberie fog certeine dapes 
where he gapned many friends and one onely enemy, by 
name Florinaldes which could not foꝛgette the ſhame res 
ceiued befo2e his miſtreſſe, although it had done him no 
ſcathe:fo2 in the ende Albanira pzeferred him befoze the 
Earle Orfeo. Do as J ſay pet Florinaldes ſeing the hos 
nour of the knight of the Sunne dayly to encreaſe fo the 
diſcredite of the bozne Hungarian, his ſtomacke roſe a, 
gaynſt him, and one day he ſette vppon the knight of the 
Sunne af vnawares , but fo his owne loſſe,had'nof the 
knight of the Sunne bene moꝛe merciful,after they were 
made friends, But let vs bꝛeake off this ſtoʒy to diſpatch 
the Pꝛince of Luſitania out of England. 


Don Siluerio demaunded the Princeſſe Olinia for wife 
of the kyng Oliuerio. | Cap.

albeit hir grieke was not ſo manifeſt , Nowe pet there 
ſtayed in the court the Pꝛ ince Don Siluerio ſtraungelie 
ſurpziſed with the lone of Oliuia and vſing the helpe of 
his ſiſter Rodaſylua to the perſwading of Oliuia. Ons 
day the laſt J fake it he vnfolded his griefe vnto hir, tel⸗ 
lyng hir that vnleſſe ſhe founde the meanes, hee ſhoulde 
here leaue his ipfe in a farre counfrey . The matter is 
mine olde ſute p you wot off, my deſire is that at leaſt J 
may be aſſured of hir god will, Sure J am if J moue the 
king in it that A ſhall obtapne. The P2incefſe Rodaſylua 
moued in d&de W hir bꝛothers afflicio pꝛomiſed p vtter⸗ 
molt of hir papnes, and wilhin a while after ſhe had ſome 
talke with the Pzinceſſe about that matter, hir wozdes 
fending to lyke effect. 

Padame you knowe right well the great loue which 
ſince J came to this courte J haue bozne vnfo you, and 
bow J haue done vou ſeruice in al that J was able, that 
which moze is, in what manner J haue abſented my ſelfe 
from my parents onelp fo be in pour company, which if 
you know and confeſſe to be true, you muſt lykewiſe be⸗ 
leeue that that which J ſhall ſay now, rather pzocedeth 
of god zeale towards your honoure, then of any purpoſe 
fo woꝛke mine owne contentment, though J cannot deny 
but that ik J obfaine it will content me highly. But Þ 
doe not deſire the thing which ſtandeth not with pour ho⸗

of gd meaning, and as Jam certepne that you haue 
this ſame opiuion ot mee without any farther —

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ſo will J tell you my minde flatly, You knowe that von 
are the onely enheritrir of this kingcdome, that pour fas 
ther the king my E02d mult needes marry pon with ſuch 
a one as may equall yonr eſtate, both fo2 the naturall care 
which he hath ouer you in reſpec that you are his daugh⸗ 
ter, and foꝛ the pꝛofit which ſhall thereby redounde fo his 
ſubiects, which cannot be well gonerned, the ſeate wan⸗ 
ting a rightfull heire: you are withall at this time mar⸗ 
riageable, my ſute therefoze is that herein pou will haue 
a moꝛe regard of the Pzince Don Siluerzo my bꝛother a 
woꝛthy knight of perſonage and valour, of an high birth, 
a kings ſonne and heir, beſides louing vou ſoenfirely ag 
he can nothing mo2e, long hath he endured this ftozment

The P2inceſſe angry af the heart with this ſpeach foz 
it was the thing moſt contrary to hir with replyed ſhozts 
lip. Padame Rodaſylua, if J had thought that the zeals 
and lone which you haue pꝛofeſſed and J doe confeſſe had 
tended to this illue, J ſhculde leſſe haue lyked pour come 
panip, and J cannot thinke wel of it, that either you ſhould 
bꝛeake with me of ſuch matters o2 ſhoulde haue commu- 
nication thereabouts with pour bꝛother, who as vou ſap 
lacketh boldeneſſe to diſcouer his affedion, which cannot 
be, doth he loue fo cariteſtty, when he voichſafeth not to 
ſpeke vnto me but by a meſſenger, J ſuſpect pour wozds 
perhappes if J had hearde the man ſpeake J miggt haue 
iudged in his countenaunce whether hee had lped pea,oz 
no | 

But fo2 truth you knowe J am of young _ af 
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this inſtant, neither haue X will to marriage, J pꝛay you 
therefoze name it no moꝛe vnto me, and pet when J am 
of peares J may not choſe mp huſband, ano Jam at th 
kinges tommaundement whom J mult obey , The pꝛin⸗ 
ceſſe Rodaſy lua ſo ſharply rebuked by the Pꝛinceſ e O⸗ 
liuia, and thereby gathering the little god wyll ſhee bare 
vnto hir bꝛother, demaunded pardon of hir ſpeache and 
retourned to hir lodging whether ſhe lent fo2 the Pzince 
Don Siluerio, and to him ſhe tolde the whole talke with 
the Pꝛinceſſe aunſwere, willing him notwithſtandinge 
not to gyue ouer but to make a better ſhewe as if hir 
aunſwere milipked hym not, and couertly to labeure the 
king foz his tonſent.

p2incelſe minde therinwent himlelfe to the pꝛinceſſe lodg⸗ 
ing, where finding hir alone, hee counſailed hir in this 
lozte . It bath pleaſed God that the Pꝛince Edwarde 
thy bother ſhould be loſt in the realme of Hungary, J ha- 

- ning none other child but thee thinck it — both 
foz mine owne liking, and the common p2ofit of my ſub⸗ 
tectes to haue thee marryed with ſome P2ince of lyke e⸗ 
ffate, This haue J thought on a long time, and now vp- 
pon mature deliberation had wyth ſome ſpetiall of my 
counſaile,J haue founde one: a pꝛince which both foz his 
power map, x fo2 his courage will, x foꝛ his nobilitie is 
wozthy to beare ſway in ſo great an eſtate as this is, 
him am J content to take fo2 ſonne in lawe,and fo com ⸗ 

mend my title vnto you, This Pzince is Don Silucrio 

Peinte of Luſitania, whom you knowe right well, a com⸗ 
ly knight of perſenage,valtant in armes, ot a couragious 
ſpirite aboue all vertuous, and in his dealinges circum⸗ 
ſpect, courteous of ſpeach and of highe eſtate, as J know 
fewe like.

But the 
Pꝛinceſſe whom theſe wwzdes moze galled then ſwoꝛd 
oꝛ ſpeare, not knownig how to ſhift off the king hir father 
and not to aunſwere his demaund, ſtode in amaze foz 
feare . The king ſ&ing hir ſo ſilent, aſked the cauſe why? 
ſhe aunſwered nothing pet a while . Jn the ende fozced 
to ſay ſomewhat,the rather excuſed hir ſilence then re- 
reſolued the doubt. Py Lo2de and father ſayth ſhe, J 
haue not aunſwered you hetherto bicauſe J knowe not 
how fo doe neither may you now take foꝛ a full anſwere. 
The matter is fo ffraunge vnto mer, as that J neuer 
thought of it befoꝛe, and pour highneſſe knoweth that 4

toke in god part this excuſe, willing hir notwithſtanding 


to remember what he had ſayd , Do the kinge departed 
and the Pꝛinceſſe remayned ſomewhat better apayed by 
the kinges liking of hir aunſwere,but hir hope was that 
Roſicleer would come, and that hz beinge pꝛeſent the 
kinges minde might be altered as touchiug Don Silue⸗ 
rio, ànd fo2 this cauſe ſhe made many a ſecret vowe fog 
his ſpeedy retaurne, but aboue all the loked foz Fidelia, 
The king at his retourne cauſed Don Siluerio to be cal⸗ 
led, to whome he declared his taike with his daughter, 
and hir aunſwere, adding mozcouer that hereafter her 
thought the matter poſſible inough,foz hir god likinge, 
beſide his, whereoff he might be aſſured, Don Siluerio 
was the gladdeſt man altue,and thanck ing the king foz 
ſo high fauour, foꝛ that time he departed from the king, 
but the Pꝛinceſſe grewe to be moꝛe melancholpke then 


befoze,foz the cſpyed what courage he had taken by thy 
comfozt which the king had gyuen him. After Don Si 


uerio thincking the matter ſure enough, departed. the 
Realme with his ſiſter Rodaſilua, where let vs leaue him 
and tourne to the Emperour Irebatio.

N great pleaſure and contentation dyd the Empe⸗ 
our Trebatio remapne with the Pzinceſfe Briana, 
at the monaſtery of the rpuer, where by their continu⸗ 
aunce together, their loues encreaſed ſo towardes each 
other, chat either of W 5 3 
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ther ol them thought themſelues happy when thep wer 
in the others company. This lone betwene them was 
in other manner then that which aryſcth by a blaſte of 

beautie: and it endured ſo longe betweene them, that 
neither peares, noꝛ ſickneſſe, noꝛ death ſcarce ly could once 
empapꝛe it, and foz thys loues ſale could the Emperour 
T rebatio willingly haus fozbozne both kiffe and kinred, 
and acquaintaunce in his owne countfrey , and foz hys 
loue durſt the P2incefſe aduenture to flpe bir Fathers 
Realme,and fo abandon hir ſelfe to vnknowne paſſages; 
and to trauaple with Trebatio into Greece. As the Em⸗ 
perour Trebatio finding opoꝛtunitie tolde hir that he had 
counſa pled with the knight of the Sunne as touchinge 
their departure by whom he vnderſtod p both foz theme 
ſelues and fo the king Tiberio it was merteſt to depart, 
otherwiſe ſaith he. may p king your father be blamed foz 
the death of the Pꝛince Edward, and our iope might finde 
ende if J were diſcouered, but ko the diſpatche of thys 
whole matter, he ſapd that he would leaue a letter in hir 
chamber wherein ſhould be ſhewed both what and in 
what manner all thinges had bene done which pou haue 
heard off . The P2inceſle yelded thereto gladlp, and be⸗ 
twerne themſelues they pꝛouided thinges neceſſarp foz 
their departure, none being pꝛiuie thereto but Clandeſtria 
and the other gentlewomen-, The day befoze the Pꝛin⸗ 
ceſſe ſhould depart, ſhe tolde hir gentlewomen that ſþe& 
had vowed ix. dayes faſt in hir lodging, charging that foz 
that time none ſhould trouble hir, ſaue that ſhe woulde 
bane Clandeſtria as ſhe was wont, and this gentlewo⸗ 
man foz neceſſary occaſion. The Pzinceſſe was thus 
wont to doe very often which made it pꝛobable. The 
next day when all were ready and had voyded the pꝛin⸗ 
teſſe lodginge, the Emperour thꝛewe in his letter and 
Clandeſtria ſhut the doze So by the ſecrete poſterne 
they all departed: This was a god while befoze daye, 
and they take ſuch hozſe as had bene pꝛouided 7 the 
2 i | zin⸗ 
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P2inceſſe , By the opening of the moꝛning they hadds 
ridden a p2ety way, and the Pꝛinceſſe being wery four- 
ned out of the way fo reſt hir ſelfe in a ſhade , as cuerp 
thing made hir afrapde and werp, till that Clandeſtria 


haſtened hir on, by ſaying that ſhe thought their buſt- - 


neſſe would be ſuſpected, in that ſhe fetched not the bzoths 
as ſhe was wont. So bp to hozſe they goe and here 
bzeakoth of the firſt boke,what happened by the way the 
ſeconde bwke declareth. Now lette vs remember by the
